Are { ſuppoſe the P. of Wi retlly whet-vur Avdoetfaries-woulM-have him) 
who can ever imagine that a Succeſſor, that there was ſo much pains taken 
about, will either be bred a Proteſtant , or made ſerviceable to that Inte- 
reſt z eſpecially, ſince he is taken out of the Kingdom, and put inta the 
hands of the greateſt Enemy to our Nation ? And as to the French King's 
part, can any one think, that he does all this out of a Principle of Hmnur 
and Love, for the re-eſtabliſhing of King James ? All people know, that his 
Generoſity extends no further than his Intereſt : Thoſe that will not believe 
this, let them only look, back, upon his treatment of the ſame individual 
Prince ſome years ago ;, for it's plain, that he bas no other Proſpeft 
ror regard to Men and Things, but his own Greatneſs and Ambition ; 
not ſpzaring even thoſe of his own Perſwaſion, when they ſtand in bis way: 
Every one ſees, that bis Brother of Conſtantinople and he, agree much bet- 
ter than his Bly Father at Rome and he ever did, or are like to do; be- 


cauſe the former is more favourable to his Deſigns than the other. If they 


he falls out with him, whom! his own Religion obliges to pay all Defer- 
rence and Reſpedt to, and hononr as a Father ;, what canProteſtants, nay 
even Engliſh Papiſts themſelves expe, but to ſubmit to his Toke, ;h 
they once give way for his Admiſſion ? When the Late King appear'd a 
on a ſudden laſt Summer in France, after the Defeat at the Boyn, & was 
obſervable, that tho the French King was ſurprized at his Preſence, yet be 
received him with all the feeming joy in the World ;, thinking it not fit to diſ- 
courage a Prince, whom be had jtill further accaflon for. This bas already 
been ſeen into by ſome great Officers, even in the Iriſh Army; who begin to 
be at a ſtand how to manage, ſince they can have no other Proſped from the 
ſucceſs of their own preſent Aﬀairs, but future Ruin to their Countrey. 
Secondly, Suppoſe the War already ended, and toe Late King ſent in- 
zo England, with all the Grandeur that France eould afford bim, and re- 
cezved here by the conſent of every Body : Tet the French King bas @ very 
Large Bill to bring in, which he'll certainly pretend cannot be diſcharged with 
the Poſſ: ſion of Ireland ; what then can be more rationally intended, than 


tvat one day or other, England may be bronght to a ſevere account for thoſe 
vaſt 
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vaſt Expences, and the non-repayment of them ſhall be a ſufficient Pretence 
for a War, when be finds an Opportunity, tho King James himſelf [ate at 
the Helm ? For how eaſy a thing it is to break all Rules whatever, when a 
man has the Power in his own hand, is known to moſt men. Thoſe then 
who favour him moſt, will only have the honour to be laſt devoured , and e- 
ven thoſe of his own Perſuaſion, will have cauſe to wiſh themſelves, rather 
under a Protettant Prince , than a Popiſh Tyrant : We ſee further , 
that His Preſent Majelty has not decl red it a War of Religion, but is link: 
ed in a Confederacy with a great many Princes of the Romilh Church, that 
have all the ſame reaſon to dread the growing-Power of France, who neither 
ſpares Protejtant when he h.s an opportunity, nor a Papiſt when he can gain by 
it. And yi if we look narrowly into the thing, the preſent War of Ireland 
is both more difficult and expenſive for him to ſupport, than it is for England, 
both as to the dijtance of place, and mu!tiplicity of other Diverſions ; for tho 
be's a great Prince, yet his Power is not without limits. 

Thirdly, It neither was, nor is the Intereſt of Their preſent Majeſties 
only that we are ſtruggling for, but under them for the Liberties of England, 
and that againſt the moſt dangerous Enemy that our Nation ever had : this 
moſt men think themſelves obliged to do, tho the King's natural Life ſhould 
end to morrow ( which God forbid, fince for þis own ſake all that have had 
the honour to be Eye-witneſſes of thoſe Noble and Heroick, Perſonal A@ions 
of” His Majeſty, in purſuance of what he ſo generouſly undertook at firſt, dare, 
and will ſerve him even to death it ſelf, what he pleaſes to command them } 
for the Quarrel is not, Whether the Late King, or the Preſent, ſhall Rule in 
England ? but whether the French King ſhall bavg our Countrey, or we 
keep it to our ſelves © Nether is it only the King and Pween's Darrel that 
ze ſpend ſo much Treaſure in , and loſe- thoſe Men (as is frequently 
ovjedted ) but it's the King that makes himſelf a Drudge for onurs (if I may 
fo expreſs it ) running ail Hazards, and ſuffering all Hardſhips poſſible up= 
on that Account. He was a Rich and Great Prince before, and wanted nei- 
ther Glory nor Power to have lived happy and magnificent 3 nor is it likely he 
had any Deſign to provide for his Poſterity in what he did, ſince we are as yet 


deprived of ſo great a Bleſſing. And whatever may be called unnatural in . 


this Tar, is for the Father of bis Country to endeavour the depriving both 
his Natural and Legal Children of what God ana Nature have made them 
Heirs t2, 

Fourthly, King James might pave been one of the greateſt and happic(t 
Princes in Earope, notwithſtinding bis Religion 5 and the Roman-Catio- 
licks enjuyed the ſame Privilege as t9 the cx:yciſe of trirs, that other Diſſen= 
ters do at this day, if that would but have pleaſed them 5 bittit meas an odd 
t1Ng 
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thing to all men of thought, that the hundredth part of a Nation, (as the Pa- 
piſts are no more at beſt ) ſhould think to bring all the reſt over to their Side, 
and that againſt both their Humonrs and Intereſts 3 but it s now plain, that 
the Affairs of England and Rome cannot be reconciled. And I would fain 
ack any Proteſtant Whether in King James's time he would not have been wil- 
ling with all his heart to have been ſecured from the approaching Danger? Or 
whether be thinks it poſſible this could have been done more eaſily, or more to 
the ſatisfaGion of the Nation in general, than it was ? But this is the miſ- 
chief of it, we all would be ont of harms way, but then every man muſt do 
it as be himſelf thinks fit, or elſe it all ſtands for nothing. Tf King Wil- 
liam had made his entry through a Sea of Blood, this bad pleaſed ſome Peg- 
ple better, and made others more afraid , the Eaſineſs of the thing was the 
greateſt Providence in it; and yet by our fickle FaGious Humours we begin to 
make it both more expenſive and hazardous 3 but let us take beed, leſt if we 
tread in the Steps of our Forefathers in Diviſions and homebred Farrings, 
we alſo run the ſame fate in being ſubject to a Nation of Foreigners 3 and 
yet it's to be feared, that the real ground of ſome Peoples Diſcomtents, is not, 
that they at firſt diſliked the Preſent Government, but that they were diſap= 
pointed in their hopes of ſome Preferment that they thought themſelves beſt de- 
ſerved: and yet , . God be thanked. T cannot ſee any great Injury that thoſe 
People can do to the Preſent Eſtabliſhment, ſince the King, Parliament and 
People are all of a fide z and as for the Malecontents, they are neither Popular 
nor Conſiderable. | 
There 45a Story in Joſephus ſomething parallel to our Caſe; that was, **The 
* Jews were commonly very tri& in the obſervance of the Sabbath , and a- 
* mongſt other Tents of that nature , they held it unlawful ſo much as to 
© defend themſelves, tho attackt by the Enemy on that Day ,, this their Ene- 
 ** nies came t0 the knowledge of , and put them upon the trial, cutting a 
** great many to pieces, which made the reſt grant that it was lawful to ftand 
*© pon their own defence, but not to preſs upon the Enemy ;, and they met 
*© with a ſecond Diſadvantage upon that ſcore; but finding to their Coſt the 
*© folly of ſuch Conceits, it came at laſt to this, That when they were under- 
** taken a third time out of hopes of like ſucceſs, they not only defended them- 
* ſelves, but defeated their -Adrerſaries moſt eff :ually. This Story IT apply 
thus : That notwithſtanding of late we have mixt Matters of Religion and 
Policy #00 much, and advanced the Arbitrary Power of Princes, by ſtretching 
the Dofrine of Paſſive Obedicnce beyond its due limits; yet let not our Ad- 
verſaries believe that we want either Hearts or Hands to opppoſe a Foreign 
or Unlimited Power, and that too without either defarting from the Princi= 
ples of Religion, or ſo much as wavering in our Profeſſion. Let thoje then then

that will, be fond of the Garlick and Onions of Egypt ; for my own part, 1 
cannot ſee how we can make one ſtep backwards without the danger »f being 
poiſoned by them : For certainly there are ſeveral Quiſtions novo in hand not 
to be reſolved by the Rules of our Church,but by our Legal Conftitution.which 
in ſome Caſes binds the Eccleſiaſtical it ſelf. And for all that ſpecious Ob- 
recizon which ſome People make, That our Laws, as well as our Religicn, 
are againſt the Depoſing Dodrinez Tet it will endure no ſerious thought, That 
God has made ſo many Millions of People to be ſubject to the Humour or 
Intereſt of any one particular Man. For whatever has been ſaid to the contrary 
of late, it*s both agreeable to the Principles of Reaſon and Religion, that Sa- 
lus populi ſuprema Lex. Government no doubt is Juxe Divino, of which 
if we were deſtitute, nil ſane brutis amantibus preſtaremur ( ſays Me- 
lan&on)3 but then it's not neceſſary to bave it terminated in this or that In- 


dividual ;, for tho it s an undoubted Truth, that any private perſon had better 


ſuffer Injuries, than hazard the publick Peace of his Country, by endeavouring 
to redreſs the ſame ; and it cannot be lawful for every one to fly in the face of 
Authority,- when he's injured, or at leaſt thinks himſelf ſo, yet neither the 
Laws of Nature, Reaſon, or Religion, oblige us to fit ſtill, and ſee the Fun- 
damental Conſtitutions of our Country overturned, without any indeavour of 
ours to obſtrutt it : And tho there may be danger in endeavouring to ſtem ſuch 
a Tide, yet I may go further, and ſay, That thoſe People do not deſerve good 
Lares, but rather arethe Betrayers of them, that dare not fland up in their 
juſt defence. We know that the Apoſtle bids us ſubmit to every ordinance of 
man for the Lord's ſake,and that there is no Power but of God ; but he 
doth not tell us that eithcr Tyranny, Slavery,or Oppreſſion, are from God, but that 
we may reſiſt them for his ſake, as wel! our own ; and certainly if the uſurping 
an abſolute Power above,and againſt all Laws,be not Tyranny, the ſeizing mens 
Freeholds, contrary to all Jaitice and Equity, be not Oppreſſion, and the ma- 
king ones Will the Law,in a Government which the wiſeſt of men call Limited, 
he not reducing people into Slavery, I know not what ſuch things mean. 
Forin ſuch a caſe, it is not the Law of a Countrey that depoſes a Prince, nor 
the Religion that juſtifies it, but "tis his own AG and Deed ;, for if the pre- 
ſenting to the People be but a Ceremony ; yet, a Coronation Oath is not 5, and 
if a Prince can raiſe what Storms he pleaſes in his Dominions, without en- 
dangering bis own Veſſel at the fame time, then ſuch conſequences muſt 11- 
avaidably follow, as make all other people adually bis Slaves, not Sub- 
Jes ;, but ſure the preateſt Privilege of an Engliſh man is to have the 
Law on his fide, aid his Religion by that Law made a part of bis Property, 
which is a Bleſſſng that few other Nations can boaſt of ; and one mn Rea- 
, 


ſon why this has been continued ſo long tous, whilit oiher people groan der 
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the Toke of Arbitrary Power, is, Becauſe we have the Sea between us and any 
Foreign Enemy, and co1ſcquently no pretence for a ſtanding Army, in times 
of prace, to defend our Fronteirs againſt any ſudden Invaſion. An Army, no 
doubt, in times of peace, being the next ſtep to*Slavery : To ſay nothing of 
Tnconveniencies by this means brought into private Familics, and the general 
Encouragement it gives to all ſorts of Vice, $9 that upon the whcle matter, 
one ſhould think,that none would be fond of King James,or his Government: 
unleſs they reſolve at the ſame time, with the Burgers of Mons, to receive 
the French Gariſons, and afterward become their eternal Slaves. 

As to what Thave ſaid in the following Account of the Affairs of Ireland, 
T can affirm it to be true in the main, tho poſſibly T may be miſtaken in ſome 
Circumſtances : Nor do T pretend to write a compleat Hiſtory of the War 3 
That I leave to men of better Judgments, and more happy Opportunities 3 ſo 
that if this prove not advantagious, yet T hope it will produce what may. by 
inviting ſome more skilful hand to undertake the work, nothing of this kind 
being as yet abroad, except ſome little Pamphlets writ at rand(m, by thoſe, 
that Cit ſcems) never jaw that Nation, IT have not writ the leaſt Sentence 
out of prejudice to any man , but if any have affected the Profit more than 
the Daty of their Employmcnts, and think themſelves hinted at, in ſome ge- 
neral Expreſſions 3 Thave only this to ſay, That as T would not flatter, (6 
I am not of ſuch a temper, as to fear any man, ſo far as to prevent me from 
Speaking Truth , nor can T ( as T hope) be blamer. by any but thoſe, who, 
having done ill themſelves, take it not well to be told of it : But let even 
thoſe examine their own Afions impartially, and they Il find I have been as 
ſparing in my Expreſſions as T well could, and not conceal the matter of Fac, 
which a great many know the truth of as well or better than my ſelf 5 and 
Tam far from doing any man that injuſtice, as to charge him direGily with a 
Crime, that T am not very well aſſured is due to him. 

What TI have ſaid about the management of the Iriſh Army, 35 not barely 
our own Accounts, but what I got from ſeveral of their Officers, either 
Priſoners, or Deſerters, or by other Opportunities, as deſign or chance brought 
me to them. | 

T pretend no importunity of Friends for the pavliſhing of theſe Papers 
for Tam not fo vain as to think they deſerve it : Flowever, I hope they will 
fatisfie ſome, who have not yet had opportunities to know theſe things ; and if 
this Account may be any way ſerviceable io them, T ſhall be glad of it ; if 
not, they muſt een have patience till a better appear. As to the mixing ſome 
ſmall matter of Hiſtory with the reſt, 1 did it becauſe it pleaſed a particular 
Friend, tho my time will not allow me to do it in ſuch a Method and Siile as 
the Dignity of the SubjeF requires.

About fifteen or fixtecn years ago the French King ſent a great part 

of his Fleet to the relief of Me{ina , and ſome other places in Sicily, 

which ſome then lookt upon as a Blemith in his Politicks; and yet 

it appears fince, that this was none of the leaſt depths of them ; for 

by this, and ſuch like means , he has got now a good: Fleet, and 

expert Sea-men, But 
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Bat whilſt theſe things were on foot abroad, the Duke of York had 
a Contiderable Game to play at home : For tho it's more than pro- 
bable he was a Papilt all along; yet to amuſe the People, he comcs 
to Chureh; and conlidering that the Popiſh Party in England was by 
much the leaſt of Three, things were ſo well managed on that Side, 
as to make the Proteſtants fall toul upon one another, not only with 
hard Names and Characters of Reproach, but in other Actions that 
{eem'd more ſevere; by which means the Intereſt of both Parties was 
not only confiderably weakned , but that of the Papiſts incredibly 
tirengthned:Then what by the dexterous management of the Presby- 
terian Plot, and ſome improvements made of that by the Obſerva- 
zor 3 by which the Popith Party obtain'd a great Reputation, (and 
people begun to think that the Devil was not ſo black as he is pain- 
ted) in the height of which, when (they ſay) ſome meaſures were 
thought of to reduce the D. of Tork and his Favourites, King Charles 
dic. | 

The Duke of York was proclaimed King by the univerſal conſent 
of all People, and afterwards as generouſly aflifted in the ef, as 
the Circumſtances of the Nation would allow : But then when the 
Parliament.came to addreſs his Majeſty, and befeech him, That 
for the ſatisfaction of the Nation, the Popiſh Officers and others 
might be removed from Places of Truſt, and have competent Pen- 
lions allowed them 3 he gave a very poſitive Anſwer, which was, 
in effe&, That they were his beſt Friends, and he would not be 
without them. After this, things grew every day worſe than other; 
for then all mens eyes were opened,and every body could diſcern the 
Storm approaching. Accordingly the Rain came, and beat vio- 
lently upon the Houſe, but it being founded upon a Rock, thanks 
be to God, has ſtood. And as Ged often brings Light out of 
Darkneſs, and can by ways unthought of, or not look'd into by 
men, turn things contrary to what they defign or intend them; fo 
in the midſt of our Necellities, he rais'd up an Inſtrument, who, 
by his Virtue and Wiſdom contrived, and by his Valour' put our 
Deliverance in execution. How proſpercuſly this ſucceeded in Eng- 
land, is known to all the World ; for bclides the natural Inclinati- 
of the people to Variety, their general avertion to Popery made the 
thing at that Junfure very eaſy, tho the Prince was then in a man- 
ner a Stranger to the Nation in g:n<ral. | 


But tho all things ſucceeded ſo happily for the Proteſtant Intereſt 


in Engind; yet there was a Cloud in Ireland that ſeem'd to threaten

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us, if due care was not taken in time todiſperſe it, My Lord Tyr- 

connel, during the Late King's Reign, had been framing and model- 

ling an Iriſþ Army, that might be ready to ſerve the Popiſh Intereſt 

on all occaſions, part of which was ſent over into England, ſome 

time before the Prince Landed ; and after his being proclaimed 

King, my Lord Tyrconnel (having ſtill a conſiderable Body of men in 

Arms) refuſes to deliver up the Sword. Some fay that it was not 
-—&cmanded from him 3 and more, That he had been cafily forced to 

it at firſt; or at leaſt, there might have been a Method taken to 

have perſuaded him, But the management of this was entruſted to 

Major General Hambleton, a proteſt Papiſt ; and fo well aid my Lord 

Tyrconnell and he, with ſome other, play their Cards, that they got 

Hambleton (ent over, againſt the advice of moſt that underiiood the Lieut. Gener. 

Afﬀairs of that Kingdom ; by which means Succours were delayed, Hams: tent 

and Himbleton, as ſoon as he was ſafe in Ireland, was fo far from 9% 

perſuading my Lord Tyreconnell to yield, that he ordered all the Hor- 

{cs that wereleft in Proteitant hands, and fit for Service. to be (ciz'd 

for the Late King's uſe, and treated thole whom he believed King 

Williams beſt Friends, at Dublin, very harſhly 3 for which Service 

he was made Leutenant-General of the Triſh Army. 

But the Aﬀairs of England did not admit of pretent Succonrs to The Stare of 
be ſent to the Proteſtants in Ireland, who now were groaning un- Fnz/md ar that 
der ſeveral Afflifions; for a great part of the old Army was di{- Jua-ture.

to make others more ſecure; for ſhortly after we had a certain AC- King 5am; 
count, that he landed from France at Kingſale, in the Weſt of Ireland, lands in Ire- 
having about 1800, men with him. land, March 12. 

This was on the 12, of March, and aftcr ſome ſinall time he came 1599; 
to Dublin, where he was received with all the Demontirations of 
joy imaginable, by my Lord Tyrconnell, and all the Popiſh Party, who 
Jook'd upon him as their only Support, Champion and Deliverer 3 
tho ſeveral of them have ſince changed their minds. 

A little before this, the Proteſtants in Ireland were indaily expecta- 
tion of Arms, Ammunition, Commiſſions, and ſome Forces from 
Ergland; and it's more than probable,that if they had got then: or = 
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March. hop'd for them, the Buſineſs had coſt neither fo: much Blood, or 
LP As Treaſure as tince it has; yet ſome adviſed, not to make any ſhew 
of diſcontent, till they had an Opportunity, and were in a condition 
to make their party good. by the arrival of Succours from England: 
But the greater part, impatient of delays, begin to lift Men, and 
with what Arms they could get, to make a ſhew of forming an Ar- 
- Rout at D-49- Wy. Againit thoſe m the North, Lieutenant-General Hambleton 
r1re,March 14. marched, with about One Thouſand of the Standing Army, and 
nigh twice as many Rapparces,in a diftinct Body; they met at Dram- 
mare, in the County of Down, and on the 14 of March the Proteſtants 
were routed with no great difhculty; and no wonder, for they 
were very indifferently provided with Arms, Ammunition and Com- 
mandersz nor was their Diſcipline any better : This was called af- 
cerwards, The Break of Drummore, (a Word common amongſt the 1- 
riſh $:1ts for a Rout). At the ſame rate were ſome others ſerved 
ſhortly after, at a place called Kilizleigh, under one Hunter, and thoſe 
that reiitted had the fame Fate, at ſeveral other places. In the mean 
time Major-General Macarty, by the ſame meaſures, and ſome little 
Artitices, brought the Protetiants of Munſter under the ſame Cir- 
cumkliances. 

This gave occaſion to King Fames and my Lord Tyrconnell, to take 
tne Arms and Horſes from all the Proteſtants of that Kingdom, ex- 
cept thoſe that fled to Londonderry, and ſome few that went towards 
Trichilling ; but a great many that could get away, for cither England 
or Scotland, made what haſte they could, and in ſome few Weeks 
after, thoſe that went that way, were actually ſhut up in 
Derry. | 

On the 25th of March they had Arms and Ammunition brought 
them, by Captain Fames Hambleton; and all the World knows they

to do, and would, nodoubt, have hindered any Succours going, 0- 

ver that year from England ; but Providence orders all things, and 

rules the Actions, and diſpoſcs ot the Councels of men accordingly. 

The day before the Siege of Derry was raiſcd , the Inishilliners Mackarey ta- 
hearing of a Body of about Six Thouſand of the Iriþ Army, Com- ken Priſoner 
manded- by Major General Mackarty, that was marching towards F 
them; they very boldly and bravely met them nigh twenty miles from | 
the Town of Tniskilin, and at a place call'd Newtowne Butler, fought, | 
and routed them, taking Mackarty Priſoner, killing and drowning | | 
nigh Three Thouſand, there being of the Tnishylin-men in all, both 
Horſe and Foot, not above Two thouſand ; lofing not above Twen- 
ty, and having about Fifty wounded. This Story feem'd to me at 
firſt very Incredible ; but I.was told, it partly hapned by a Fatal | 
Miſtake in the Word of Command amongjt the Iriſh z for the Tniſ- 
billin-men charged the Triſh Right Wing very ſmartly, which Mackarty 
perceiving, ordered ſome of his Men to face to the Right, and march 
to relieve their Friends 3 the Officer that received the Orders, mi- 
ſtook, and commanded the men, inſtead of facing to the Right, to 
tace to the Right about, and ſo march; the. Tr; in the Reer ſeeing 
their Front look with their Faces towards them, and move, thoughr 
they had been running, and ſo without more ado, threw down their 
own Arms, and run away ; the reſt ſeeing their men run in the 
Reer, run after them for company, and were molt of them cut 
off, or drowned in Boggs and Loughs ; ſo unhappy may a ſmall 
thing prove to a great Body of men: and at other times a little | 
thipg, in appearance, proves very advantageous : For we read of a | 
Roman at plough, who ſtood with. his Ox-yoke in a Gap, and ftopt 
the Soldiers that were running away; this made them face about,

Enemy was retired toward .Lisburne, and Sir Charles with his Party 
returned to-the Camp; and then the Duke fent Collonel Whartoi!s 
Regiment to take poſſeſſion of the Place. 

Friday the 16th. Licutenant-Collonel Cawlfield, of the Earl of 
Drogheda's Regiment, was ſent with a Party of Three Hundred Men 
towards Antrim, who came there the next day, and found the Town 
deſerted by the Enemy. _ 

On Saterday the General marched with his Army to Belfaſt, from The Gner:) 
whence he ſent out Parties, who took feveral of the Triſh that v; rs marches to 
robbing and ſpoiling the Countrey : And Tweſday following being Be:7/#. 
the 2oth. five Regiments of Foot were ſent towards Carigfergyus, 
encamping before the Town, and next day {even more went, who And ther: to 
almali-fvrrounded it 3 after which, ſome,Cannon and a Mortar were Carizf; vgs. 
planted, and alſo ſmall Entrenchments begun. The Town defired 
a Parley, and ſent out Lieutenant Gibbons, with Propoſitions in Wri- 
ting : He preſented them very ſubmiſively, and the Duke went in- 
toa Tent to read them ; but when he found they dcelired time to 
lend to the:late King tor Succours, or leave to ſurrender, he {ent the 
Paper out, and-ordered the Lieutenant to be gone, and tncn their 
Cannon plaid dizetly at the Tent where he left the Duke, doing

Auguſt. ſome Darfiage thereabouts, but the Duke was gone abroad, Our 
LAY NL Cannon were as ready as theirs, for we begun to play upon my 
Lord Denegall's Houſe in the Town, on which the Enemy had plan- 
ted two Guns, which ditiurbed: our Camp. Betore next Morning 
onr Men drew their Trenches ſeveral Paces nearer the Wall, which 
occaſioned very warm firing, on both fides all Night: We loft ſome 
men.and had two Officers wounded ; and a Drummer, that made his 
eſcape over the Wall, gave the Duke an Account, that there were 
about thirty killed in Town that Night. | 

Batteries Thurſday,The 22d, was employed in running the Trenches nearer ; 
planted. the Mortars and: Cannon fill playing upon the Town, and upon 
the Half-Moon, that was to the Right of the Caſile : This Day 
came a Fleet of about Fifty Sale into the Loxgh,. which brought o- 
ver four Regiments of Foot, and one of Horte. The day and night 
were ſpent in ſmart firing, four Regiments of Foot mounting the 

Trenches. ; = 
Friday the 23d. the Befieged defired another Parly, and would 
have marched out with Bag, and Baggage, Drums beating, and 
Colours flying, &c. But the Duke would allow no other Terms, 
but to make them Priſoners of War. During this Parly, the Duke 
viſited all the Trenches, and obſerved the Walls of the Caſtle, and 
a poor Dutch-man was ſhot from the Walls, making his Returns to 
Reproaches again the Prince of Orange, our King, ſaying, That their 
King was a Tinker King, he had nothing but Braſs-Money ; he was 
not nimble enough at getting off, when the Parly was over, and fo 
loft his Life for his Jelts ſake. After this the Duke gave orders for 
the Ingineers and Gunners to go on as vigorouſly as poſſible. Before 
we had only two Batteries, oneon the Wind-Mill-Hill (with Mor- 
tars) before the Caſtle, Weltward ; the other of four Guns, a- 
gainſt the North-gate. The Duke then ordered a very large Mor- 
tar to be placed cloſe under the Walls, upon a New Battery, near 
the Lord Denegal's Houſe (with two Small Guns) which did great 
Execution : This Night was ſpent in continual hiring of great and 
{mall Shot, and next Morning the Town was all over ſmothered 
Coll. Richard; With Duſt and Smoak occationed by the Bombs ; Collonel Richards 
wounded, was carried to BelIfaſt, being wounded in the Trenches the Night 
before, and there was one Mr. Spring made his eſcape out 
of Town, who told the Duke, That all the Soldiers lay conti- 
nally on the Walls, ſo that the Bombs only plagued the Proteſflants 
in Town; as alſo that Mickerty Moor, and Owen Mackarty, were 
| the 
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the only two that hindercd the Town to be ſurtendied ; and that 
they reſolved, if we ſtormed the Town, toretire all tothe Cattle, 
in order to which they had laid in great ttore of Corn, Beef, Salt, and 
other Provitions proportionable : He gavealloan account, that they 
were {traitned for Anununition, having only at tirti 50 or 32 Bar- 
r:15 of Powder, with other things ſuitable. This Afternoon ſeveral 
of them were obſcrved to be very buly on the top of the Caſtle; it 
was believed at firlt thcy were planting Guns there, but we un- 
derfiood atterwards, that they were pulling off the Leid to mae 
Bullets, 

Sunday the 25th, The Siege continued, and the Breaches werc 
made wider, particularly one a little to the Eaj#, of the North-gate ; 
and yet the Iriſh were very indulirious in making up at Night, what 
we beat down in the day. | 

Next morning our Guns plaid furiouſly, and the Breach (not- 
withitanding all their cunning) was increaſed ; which the Triſh ſee- 
ing, and fearing that our Men would enter, they found out this 
Stratagem, (viz.) They got a great number of Cattel, anJ1 drove 
them all as near the top of the Breach as they could force them to 
go, keeping themſelves cloſe behind them ; and this ſerved in ſome 
meaſure to ſecure the Breach, for ſeveral of the Cattel were kil- 
led by our ſhot, and as they fell, the IrÞ threw Earth, Stones and 
Wood 'upon them; but this they thought would not hold long, and 
ſo they delired another Parly, which the Duke would not hcar of, 
but ordered the Mortars and Cannon to play without ceating, and 
the Men of War had orders to play their Guns from the Sea upon 
the Calile, which ſo terrified the Triſh, thar at Six a Clock next mor- 
ning they put out their white Flag again.and ſent their Propoſals to 
the Duke, which at length he agreed to, having more buiineſs be- 
fore him, and the Seaſon of the Year beginning to alter. _ He gave 
them leave therefore to march out with their Arms and ſome Bag- 
gage, and they were to be conducted with a Guard to the next ]- 
rj Gariſon, which then was Newry ;z Collonel Hhartoy at the Parley 
lay before the Breach with his Regimznt, and was ready to enter, 
when the Duke ſent to command his Men to forbear firing, which 
with ſome difficulty they agreed to, for they had a great mind to 
entcr by force. When tiring ceaſed on both Sides, ſeveral of our 
Othcers went into Town, and were treated by the I[riſþ with Wine, 
and other things in the Caſlile, and the Articles were ſcarce agree4 
5, till Mackarty Moor was in the Duke's K:tchen in the ws 
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Au:uft, which the Duke ſmiled at, and did not invite him to Dinner ; fay- 
LP Sy ing, It he had faid like a Soldier with his Men, he would have 
{{ntto him ; but if he would go and eat with Servants in a Kitchen, 
let him be doing, 
When we took .poſſeihon of the Stores, the Trip had but one 
Barrel of Powder left, tho ſome ſay they threw ſeveral more into 
the Sea to ſave their Credit. 
The 71-rijl On Wedneſday the 28th of Auguſt, about Ten a Clock, the Tri 
march our. marched out, and had Sir H/illiam Ryſſe], a Captain in Collonel 
Coy's Regiment, with a Party of Horſe, appointed for their Guard ; 
but the Countrey people were ſo inveterate againft them (remem- 
bring how they had ſerved them ſome few days before) that they 
ſiript moſt part of the Women, and forced a great many Arms from 
the Men 3 and took it very ill that the Duke did not order them all 
to be put to Death, notwithſianding the Articles : But he knew bet- 
ter things ; and ſo rude were the Iriſh Scots, that the Dake was for- 
ced to ride in among them, with his Piſtol in his hand, to keep 
the Triſþ from being murdered. The poor Iriſh were forced to fly 
to the Soldiers for proteQion, elſe the Countrey people would cer- 
tainly have uſed them moſt ſeverely ; ſo angry were they one at a- 
nother, tho they live all in a Countrey. However, this was laid at 
the General's Door, by the great Officers in the Tri Army, and 
they would ſay, That he had loſt his Honour, by engaging in ſo ill 
a Cauſe. The Governour of the Town was Mackarty Moor, but 
Owen Mackarty had a great Afcendent over both him and the Ga- 
riſon. The Gariſon confliſted of two Regiments of Foot, luſty 
ſtrong Fellows, but ill clad, and to give them their due they did 
not behave themſelves ill in that Siege. ; 
The mwmber They had about One Hundred and Fifty killed and wounded in 
of the Dead Town, and we had near that number killed, and about Sixty 
on both ſides. yyounded. The Town it {elf is not very ſtrong, but the Caſtle is 
conſiderable it ſtands upon a Rock, and has its Name from Fergus, 
the firſt King of Scots, who firſt brought 'the Triſh into Britain,” and 
was drowned in this Bay, (as Camden tells you).

Whilſt the Duke ftaid at Belfaft, there came a Letter to him by a $-premzcy r. 
Trumpet from the Dake of Berwick; but *twas return'd un-open'd, A Letter ſent 


becauſe it was directed only, For Count Schonberg ; the Duke fay- 
ing, That his Maſter the King of England had honoured him with 
the Title of a Dxke, and therefore the Letter was not to him. This 
isa piece of State that has been often pradiſed amongit Great Men ; 
for when King Edward the IIId. fate down before Toxrnay in France, 
he ſent to the French King, whom he ſaluted only by the name of 
Philip of Valoys yz challenging him to fight a ſingle Combat to pre- 
vent Bloodſhed, or with 100 meneach; and if thoſe methods did 
not pleaſe, then within ten days to join Battel with all their For- 
ces near Tournay: To which Philip made no dire Anſwer, alledg- 
ing, That the Letters were not ſent to him, The King of France, 
but barely to Philip of Yaloys 3 yet hebrought his Army within fighe 
of the Engliſh; and by the Mediation of King Philip's Mother, and

not ſo much as a Sheep or a Cow to. be ſeen ; our ſmall marching 
Train came up with us here from Belfaſt » and here the General had 
an account, That the Duke of Berwick was at Newry, with about 
1700 Foot and Dragoons , and two Troops of Horſe, deſigning 
to defend that Paſs. 

Wedneſday the 4th, we march'd to Loughbritland, where we cy- 
camped in two Lines ( as from the beginning ) upon the tide of 
a Hill, beyond the Town the Inhabitants had deſerted this place 
allo, and what little Corn there was, ſome lay reapt and not bound 
up, and the reſt was ſpoiled for want of management. As our, Ar- 
my was marching vp, I went Three miles beyond the Camp, where 
I met with the Tniskzllin Horſe and Dragoons, whom the Duke had 
ordered to be an Advance-Guard to his Army. I wondred much 
to ſee their Horſes and Equipage, hearing before, what Feats had 
been done by them; they were three Regiments in all, and moſt of 
the Troopers and Dragoons had their Waiting-men mounted upon 
Garrons, (thoſe are ſmall Ir; Horſes, but very hardy); ſome of them 
had Holſters, and others their Piſtols hung at their Sword-Belts : 
they ſkewed me the Enemies Scouts upon a hill before us ; I wiſht 
them to go and beat them off, and they anſwered, With all their 
hearts, but they had Orders to go no further, than where'/they ſaw 
the Enemies Scouts; tho they ſeem'd to be diflatisfied- with. it ; 
and added, They ſhould never thrive, ſo long as they were nider 
Orders. | | 
And yet if thoſe men had been allowed to go dnin their old for- 
ward way , It's very probable they might have faved the Town of 
Newry from being burnt ; for the Duke of Berwick, was then in it-; 
and aTroop of theEnemies Horſe advanced that aftcrnoon,ſome three 


miles from the Town towards us z but ſeeing the Tniskilliiners, they re- 
treated 
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treated in haftetothe Town, only leaving ſome few Scouts to bring September. 
2 further account of our motion. Thoſe in the Town were flart- woe 


led at the news, and made ready to march off; but ſeeing no Ene- 
my approach, they took ime to ſet it on fire, and take all the 
people, with whatſoever was valuable, along with them : They 
went away about Sun-ſet, and next morning came to Dwndalk,, 
where we heard that ſome of their great Officers expreſt themſelves 
very melancholly, as if they had but ſmall hopes to withſtand the 
Engliſh. 

The General not knowing that the Town of Newry was burnt, 
nor that the Enemy had deſerted the Paſs, gave Orders for 70 men 
out of each Regiment of Foot, in all 1200, with a Party of Horſe 
and Dragoons, and four Field-Pieces to be ready to march by three 
of the Clock in the morning ; this Party was commanded by Coll. 
Wharton, and was deſigned to attack the Enemy, whom we exped- 
£&d at the end of the Town, there being an old Church, with ſeveral 
other convenient places, from whence they might prevent our 
marching ; nor could we well go about, without a great deal of 


trouble, and ſeveral days march, and then we muſt leave the Ene- yyeamarch to

my on our Rear, which was not to be done. The Party marched wewry. þ i 


according to Orders, and the whole Army followed about Six of 
the Clock : But on our march, the Duke had an account by one 
Mr. Humphreys of Belfaſt , That the Enemy had retreated , and 
Burnt the Town ; the General then went forwards, and found 
the Flames not quite extinguiſhed ; and with Coll. Leviſon's Dra- 
goons, and ſome of the Tniskillin Horſe, he went at leaſt two miles 
farther, but nothing of an Enemy appearing, he returned, and gave 
Command for his Army to encamp a mile ſhort of Newry. The bad 
weather had diſturb'd us before, but now the Rains and Wind were 
{o extreamly violent, that it was very difficult for us to pitch our 
Tents ; fo that every one was forced to ſhift for himſelf as well as 
he':could ; Proviſions were alſo very'fcarce, for there wanted Hor- 
ſesto bring them after us. We encampt herenext day alſo ; from 
whence the Duke fent a Trumpet to the Triſh, to let them know, 
That if they burnt any more Towns, he would give no Quarter. 
I went abroad into the Countrey, where I found aly the Houſes de-

either lying, and rotting on the ground, or elſe was ſhaken by the 
violent winds, for the People were all gone, the Proteltants the 
March before, and the Iriſh now, at the xectreating of their Army , 
ſome fled for fear, and thoſe that had a mind to ftay, were forced 
away by the Army, with all their Cattel, and whatever elſe was 
portable, In the Evening, the Duke ſent a Detachment of 52 Foot, 
with a Party of Horſe and Dragoons (commanded by my Lord 
Lisburn ) towards Dundalk; they got there the next morning, bur: 
found it forſaken. by the Enemy, and 1:ot burnt; tho it had been 
better for us if it had, as it fell out aft: rwards. 

There is an old ſquare Tower in Ne: ry, which they call the-Ca- 
ſtle, this was left ſtanding, and not abc ve five or fix Houſes: more 3 
the Town it ſelf had been a pretty place, and well built, ſtanding 
upon a very advantageous Paſs, the Tide coming up above the 
Bridge, by a Bay that comes from Carlingford. In this Caſtle the 
Fiſh had left ſome ſalt Beet and Herrings , but they were ſalted ſo 
very much after the Triſþ faſhion, that the Soldiers, for all they 
were very hard put to it for Viduals, yet they could not eat them ; 
(I believe the greateſt reaſon was, a fond conceit they had got 
amonglt them, that the meat was poiſoned :) There was alſo a ſmall 
Gun left in the Caſtile, and another Twelve-Pounder thrown over 
the Bridge into the River. In this Caſtle the General left Fifty 
men of Sir Tho. Gowers Regiment; commanded by Captain Paliſer 3 
and'on Saturday. the 7th of September the Armiy marched to Dwndakk; 


in our. way. thither we found two Redoubts, nigha place called the 


Four-mile-houſe z, for Mareſchal de Roſe, the French General, was at: 
D#ndalk, ſome time before our Army approached, and enquiring 


whether the River was fordable, he found it was in. ſeveral places ; 


then.he went on to Newry, aud finding it a convenient Paſs, he or- 
dered it to be defended., at the ſame. time commanding thoſe Re- 
doubts to be made, which if the Enemy had mannd, they might 
haye given: us no ſmall diverſion for there are vaſt Mountains on 
each hand, and a Bog between. them, through which there: was 
only. a Cauſeway with a deep Ditch, and a ſmall Stone Bridge about 
the middle of it; at the farther end. of the Cauſeway, the Forts 
were. placed aconyenient diſtance one from. another, from whence

The Countrey between Newry and Dwndalk, is one of the wildeſt 
places of all Ireland, being the haunt ſome years ago, of the fa- 
mous Tory, Redman O Hanlon, whoſe Anceſtors were wont to brag

at that time of the year. At our coming thither we got about 2000 
of my Lord Bedlow's Sheep, which came in very good time to the 
Army, for it had gone hard with us before for want of Proviſions ; 
however Bread was fo ſcarce, that the General gave Orders, that 
what there was, ſhould be for the Men, and not for the Officers, 
(becarſe he judged they could ſhift better.) It was alſo ordered the 
firſt night we came there, "That an Officer, with a Party of men out 
of every Regiment, ſhould go back and take up what men they 
met withal upon the Road tick, for ſeveral were beginning to faint 
already, by reaſon of the Bad weather, and conttant marchings, and 
want of Proviiions. |

This Even- 
ing abourt nine a Clock, died Sir Thomas Gower of a Feaver, as 
did alſo Col. Wharton next Morning, and were both buried on 
the 3oth in one Vault, (where in a Fortnight before Sir Edward 
Deering was laid ) the Regiments being joined, and fired three 
times by particular Order. 

Theſe two Gentlemen were very much bemoaned by the 
whole Army ; Col. Wharten was a brisk buld Man, and hai a 
Regiment that would have followed him any where, for they 
loved him, and this made him ready to puſh on upon all Occa- 
fions. Sir Tho. Gower, though he was but juſt in a manner en- 
tring upon the World, yet I believe few or none of his Ape 
could out-do him ; he was of a quick and ready Wit, as well as 
a ſolid Judgment, and made it his Buſineſs to know Men and 
Things 3 to this was joined a very good Education, together 
with a moſt ſweet and affable Temper ; being withal a Man of 
a comely and handſom Perſon, (as was alſo Col. Wharton ) that 
it made him truly bemoaned by all that knew him. A day or 
two after died C. Hangerford, a very hopeful young Gentleman, 
and of a con\id-rable Fortune ; withſeveral other Officers, and 


great numbers of Sovldiers, (as I have faid:) And many unthink+ 


ing Mens Paſſions kd them to cenſure the General as the occaſion 
of all this. They would ſay, that if he had gone on at firſt, he 
might 
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might certainly have got Dublin, and what he did was only to 

rotratt the War, and that he cared not how many died, ſo he 
was well himfelf ; but at beſt, that he was fo old that he was nor 
fit for Action, for if he had but rid out, he would forget in two 
or three hours that he ha:l been abroad that Day. Bur all thoſe 
were moſt falſe and ignorant Suggeſtions, as his Majeſty was 
very ſenſible of at that time ; and it appeared to all conlidering 


. People to be ſo afterwards. For beſides, prime Miniſters are not 


to level their Proceedings to the Capacities of all who pretend 
Vizilancy and Care of the State, and no Man living in publick 
Imployments can manage ſo as to have the good word of all 
People, neither indeed is it convenient or rational to endeavour 
or expect It. 

On the laſt of Ofober, all the Quarter-maſters had Orders

Sometime after our coming to Quarters, I was told a very re- 4 Remarkable 
markable Story relating to the manner of our decamping at Dan- Sto. 


dalk - It was by one Mr. Hambleton 'of Tollymoore, a Juſtice of 
Peace in his. Country, and a ſober rational Man, which was to 
this effect ; Himſelf and two other Gentlemen, with their Ser- 
vants, coming from Dabl:n into the North, atleaſt a Year before 
our Landing ; As they came towards Dardalk, about nine a Clock 
at Night, they eſpied ſeveral little twinkling Lights in the Air, 
with two larger than the reſt : They ſtaid ſome time in the 
Town, and deſigning for Newry that Night, Mr. Hambleton went 
2 little before his Company, and ſaw the ſame Lights again, as 
nigh as he could gueſs, about the. Ground where we afterwards 
Encamp'd : On the ſide of the Hill, as he was to go towards the 
Mountains, he turned about and look'd at them, and at the 
ſame time he heard the moſt diſmal and heavy Groans in the 
World. This ſtartled him ſomething, and preſently his Com- 
pany came up, who all ſaw the Lights, and heard the Noiſe, 
which continued rill they got almoſt to Newry ; but the Lights 
they ſaw no more after they turned their Backs off the Plains 
of Dundalk, They have a great many Stories of this kind in 
Ireland : And the Innickilling-Men' tell you of ſeveral fuch things

and the Hoſpital was ordered to be at Belfaſt, which is a very 
large Town.and the greateſt for Trade in the North of 1relazd 
it ſtands at the head of the Bay of Carickfergws, and: the Inha« 
bitants have lately built a very famous Stone-Bridg, but the 


Wars coming on, it 1s not as yet quite finiſhed. 


I doubt not but moſt People will be curious to know how ma- 
ny died this Campaign, and in Quarters, aad what could be the 
occaſion of ſuch Mortality ; as likewiſe how many the Ene- 
mies Numbers were when they lay ſo nigh us, and wonder why 
two Armies ſhould lie ſo near together (for our Front and 
theirs were for above a Fortnight not two miles aſunder) and 
yet ſo little of Action happen. As to the firſt, whatever the 
World may think, yet I can attribute thoſe Diſtempers amongſt 
us. to: nothing elſe. but the Badneſs of the Weather, the moiſt- 
neſs of: the: Place; the unacquaintednaſs: of the Engliſh to 
hardſhips, and indeed their lazy Careleſsneſs : for I remember a 
Regiment of Dutch that Encamp at the end of the Town, 
were ſo well hntted, that not aboye eleven of them died the 
whole Campaign ; but it's the ſame thing with the Engliſh when- 


ever you take, them firſt out of their own Country -as it was.

LV Ny that they had at Dundalk 17 Regiments of Horſe and Dragoons, 


with as many Foot as made them nigh forty thouſand, though 
their Foot were not all very well armed, but ſome had Scithes in- 
ſtead of Pikes: yet Lieut. General {Jamzlton denies that they 
wereever ſo many in the Field. And as for ſo little of Attion hap- 
pening in ſo long atime, the reaſon on the Duke*s ſide (asI hum- 
bly conjecture) might be, that he found himſelf exceedingly 
out-done in the number of his Horſe : nor did the ſmall Body that 
he had, come all at one time, but ſtragling, by degrees : And 
therefore he was unwilling to venture a few, except he had e- 
nough to puſh for all, which he had not. And our entrenching 
our ſelves might make the Enemy thiok it was to no purpoſe to 
alarm us, ſince they believed it impoſlible to force our Camp, 
which it certainly was not, if we had had any other ſort of Peo- 
ple to deal withal but Iriſh. Bur it may be they conſidered that 
Maxim, that the Invader is {till to profter, and the Invaded to 
decline a Battel.

diers were new Men, and had never ſeena Sword drawn in An- 

ger, nor a Gun fired in Earneſt in their Lives ; and what ſuch 

Men will do till they be tried, there's none can tell. I believe 

the Men had- as good Hearts, and were all as ready I am ſure to 

engage as was poſlible ; but ſeveral of them were ignorant of 

the true uſe of their Arms, far when they came afterwards to 

fire at a Mark ſingly, they = too great proof to any Man of 

ſenſe of their Unskilfulneſs. This is no Refleftion upon the 

Officers, for it's ſcarce poſlible to make new-raiſed Men good 

Souldiers till they have ſeen ſome Action ; and yet ſeveral Offi- 

cers might have taken more care than they did. If it be ob-' 

jected, that the Enemies Men were far worſe in this reſpect than 


- ours ; Ianſwer : Not, for a great many of them had been Soul- 


diers for at leaſt four Years before : and if we had gone out in- 
to the Plain, and had our Foot charged by their Horſe at the 
rate we were afterwards at the Boyne, I know not what might 
have followed. 


Beſides, we had an Enemy in our Boſom at that time undiſco- 
vered, (I mean the French) ; and if thoſe at the beginning of 
an Engagement ſhould haye fired in the Rear or Flank of our 
Army upon our own Men, and then run over to the Enemy as 
was deſigned, this might quickly have bred an apprenhenſion 
of Treachery in the whole, that a Conſternation, and from 
this ſuch a Confuſion, that our whole Army might eafily have 
been diſordered; for thoſe that underſtand Armies, know that 
a ſmall thing in appearance may do a great deal of Miſchief at 
ſuch a time. And ſome are of Opinion that the 1r:|þ did not

lieving us to be a' great many more than we really were, be- /?4 by an hand- 
gun to ſhrink, "which occaſioned our Men to Huzzab, and 


then 'the Rogues run away, many of them for haſte wading 
through the River vp to their Necks, (the Tide being high 
at that time) they were followed down to the Bridg by 
a Captain and a very ſmall party of Men,-and though they 
were both threatned and intreated by -their Officers to rally 
again,.yet all would not do. They had a Lieutenant-Colonel -

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November. led, and left fix Men dead on the place 3 but afterwards we were 


informed they carried off twelve Horſes loaden with dead and 
"wounded Men.: we took only one or two Priſoners, and if we 
had had a party. of Horſe or Dragoons to purſue them, . not 
many had gone home to tell the News 3 thoſe that were kill'd 
had not above two Bandileers full of Powder a-piece, and 
the reſt full of Salt, which made us believe the Enemy at that 
time were: ſcarce of Ammunition : they killed vs two Cap- 
tains and ſix Men, wounding a Lieutenant and Enſign. It was 
thought very odd that not ſo much. as -a Field Piece ſhould be 
left at that important Paſs of Newry, nor yet a party of Horſe : 
but the Reaſon of that might be, becauſe there were no Hou- 
ſes left ſtanding to put them in, nor any Forage thereabouts 
for them.

Sir Febn Lanier and Col. La Millinier were ſent out with a Par- 


ty, who went as far as Carlingford, and returned with an account

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February. that there were only 3 Regiments at Dundalk as formerly. But 
LV the Deſign of the Iriſh lay another way : for whilſt the Duke was: 
upon this Expedition, Col. Weolfely had notice that the Iriſh had 
a deſign to fall upon Belrarbet ;, to which purpoſe a conſiderable: 
Number of them was come toCavan, and more to follow in a day 
or two. Col. Woolſely to prevent them, marched from Beltarbet 
with 700 Foot and zoo Horſe and Dragoons ; he began his march 
in the evening, thinking. to ſurprize the Enemy next morning 
early,(the diſtance between being about 8 miles ;) but he met with: 
ſo many Difficulties in his March, (and the Enemy had notice 
of his coming) that inſtead of being at the Place before day, as 
he deſigned, it was half an hour after day-break before he came 
in ſight of it; ſo that inſtead of ſurprizing them, the firſt thing 
our Men ſaw was a Body of the Enemy drawn up in good order, 
judged to be nigh 4000 : this was ſevere, but there was no help. 
for it, fight we muſt, for retreating was dangerous. Col.Woolſely 
encourages his Men, and tells them the Advantages of being brave, 
and the inevitable Ruin of the whole Party if they proved other- 
wiſe : they were as ready to go on as he to defire it : And then 
he ſends an advance-Party of [nukillin Dragoons towards the E- 
nemy, who were preſently charged by a great Party of the Ene= 
mies Horſe, and beat back paſt the Front of our own Foot, who 
were ſo enraged at them,that ſome of M.G. Xirk's and Col.Whar- 
ton's Men fired, and killed 7 or 8 : ſome of the Enemies Horſe 
purſued them ſo far, that many of them were kill'd by our Foot 
as they endeavour'd to get off By this time the Body of our Par- 
ty was advanced pretty near the Iriſh, who were poſted upon the 
Top of a riſing Ground not far from the Town : As our Men 
advanced up the Hill, the Iriſh fired a whole Volley upon them, 
and then ſet up the Huzzah, but ſcarce killed a Man, (for they 
ſhot over them ;) our Men however went on till they were got 
within Piſtol-ſhot of them, and then fired, by which they galled: 
the Iriſh ſo, that they immediately run towards the Town : We 
purſued, and they retired to a Fort ; but Col. Woolſely's Men fal- 
ling to plunder in the Town, the Iriſh ſallied out, and gave us a 
very fierce Attack. Col. Woolſely having 250 Foot and about 80 
Horſe for a Reſerve, the Enemy was beat off again, their Horſe 
flying beyond the Town, and their Foot taking to the Fort. Our 
Souldiers got good ſtore of Shoes, and all ſorts of Provitions, and 
about 4000 pounds in Braſs Money, a great deal of which the 
Souldiers threw about the Streets as not thinking it moms on

ons deſtroyed (for Col. Woolſely was forced to ſet the Town on 
fre to get his own Men -out in the time of the Salley). The 
Colonel knew not what might happen, and therefore he drew off 
his Men, and marched homewards. The Ir; they fay were com- 
manded by the Duke of Berwick, who had his Horſe ſhot under 
him ; and in two or three days they were to have 10000 Men at 
Cavan to fall upon Belturber, and other places. The Enemy loſt 
in this Expedition, Brig:deer Nagerr, and as they fay O Riley, 
Governour of Cavan, with a great many Officers, and about 
300 Souldiers. 

In this Attion we loſt about thirty, with Maj. Traherne, Capt. 
Armſtrong, and Capt. Hays, who were killed by purſuing too 
far; a French Reformed Officer, and Capt. Blood an Ingineer, 
were wonnded. We took twelve Officers and about ſixty Soul- 
diers Priſoners, 'who were brought ſoon after to Carickfergw. I 
have ſpoke with ſeveral Iriſh Officers ſince, and they will not al- 
low their Loſs to be ſo great, or ours ſo little in this Action as 
we make them, yet give us the Advantage to a great degree. 

At the General's return to Zi-burn, he received an Account 
from Col. Woolſely of this Aftion, much to the ſame effect as I 


have related it. And on the 15th of February, Sir Fohn Lanier, Sir John La- - $00 


with a Party of 1000 Horſe, Foot, and Dragoons, went from 
Newry towards Dunkglk ; it was in the Evening when he marched, 
and next Morning early, being Su*day, he appeared before the 
Town.- The Enemy had Fortified it very well, ſo that the Major- 
General did not think fit to attaque it, (nor do I believe he had 
any Orders to do it) he drew up his Foot however on the ſide of 
an Hill, between the left of our old Horſe-Camp and the Town, 
a good Muſquet-ſhot from the Bridg 3 his Horſe he ſent nearer, 
ſomewhat to the Right at the ſide of the Lane. The Enemy at 
the Allarm appeared without the Town at firſt ; but as we ad- 

vanced, they retreated, till they got within their Works, from 

whence they fired inceſſantly. Whilſt the main Body was ſo 
poſted, Maj. Gen. Lanier ſent a party of Horſe and Dragoons be- 
yond the River, who burnt. the Weſt part of the Town, from 
Mortimer-C aſtle to Blake's Houſe, (being a great part of the Sub-

Bedloe's Caſtle, and took the Enſign that Commanded it, with 30

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Febr., and about it, nigh 1500 Caws and Horſes : The Enſign that was 
CLYV NS taken, was brought to Lisborn, and carried before the Duke into 
his Garden, where he commonly uſed to walk before Dinner * 
Bcfore the Duke ask'd him any Queſtions, me-thought he gave 
him a pretty Caution to be ſincere in his Anſwers, ( though the 
. General knew at the ſame time, he being a Priſoner, was not ob- 
liged to fay any thing); You (ſays the Duke) have a Commiſſion, 
and for that reaſon (if not otherwiſe ) you are a Gentleman ; thu ovli- 
ges you to ſpeak, Truth, which if you do not, I can know it by examining 
of other Priſoners, and then 1 ſhall have no good Opinion of you. 
After ſome publick Queſtions, the Duke took him aſide, and 
talk*d with him nigh half an hour 3 but I ſuppoſe he could, or at 

leaſt would fay little that was material.

Monſieur Calimot with his Regiment was poſted upon the Black- 
water nigh Charlemozt, and had kept them in very much on that 
ſideduring Winter. On the 8th of March he took poſſeſſion of 
a little Village within leſs than two miles of the Caſtle; the E- 
nemy at firſt pretended to diſlodg us, but having loſt three of 
their Meu, they retired. 

Afonficur Call On the 1 2th at Night, Col. Callimot went, with a Party of his 
aroma > own, and ſome of Col. St. Fehn's Regiment, being in all about 80 
_—_ Bride. Souldiers and 20 Officers, with thoſe he deſigned to cut down 
the Bridg at Charlemont, (it being Wood) and ſo toprevent the 
Triſh from making Excurſions in the Night as they uſed to do. In 
order to which, he put his Men into three Boats, and coming up 
the River within a mile of Charlemont, he landed his Men 3 and 
though they were difcovered at a diſtance, yet he marched upto 
the Bridg and ſet Fire to it, taking. a Redoubt at the Bridg- 
end, as alſo another near the Gate that leads to Armagh, killing 
about 20 : But Day coming on, the Colonel thought it convenient: 
to retreat, having loſt only five or ſix Men ; but Major De /a Bord 
was killed as he went off; Lieut.Col.Belcaſſel,and a Captain whoſe 
Name was Le Rapin, wounded. This Attempt was very brave, 
for the Caſtle it ſelf was within Muſquet-ſhot of the Bridg, and 
nearer to thoſe Works that we took. About this time were four

Priſoners brought to Zzburn that were taken nigh Charlemont 3 


time before, and that the Souldiers and Officers who came in 
lately, did not like Teagze O Regan's Government ; that Bread 
and Salt were ſcarce within, and that they believed the Gariſon 
could not hold ont long if they had not freſh ſupplys of Victu- 
als. All this while the General was daily ſending up Proviſions 


to our Stores upon the Frontiers, ſo that our Men were pretty 


well ſupplied every where; but the Ways were very bad, and 
Carriages ſcarce, ſo that the Trouble and Charge were both ex- 


traordinary. 


We had News before this, that his Majeſty deſigned to come #is Majeſty's 


in Perſon for Ireland againſt the ſucceeding Campagne ; and 
it was made certain, which was great Satisfaction to all, both 
Officers and Souldiers, and that upon ſeveral Accounts; ſome 
had been diſpleaſed, judging they had not fair play in their 
Preferments z others hoped to ſhow themſelves worthy the King's 
Notice by their future Actions; and moſt People expected a con- 
ſiderable Sum of Mony to pay off the Army. 

Then every one knew his Majeſty's Induſtry, Courage, and 
Reſolution to be ſo great, that he would endeavour to make a

great Ships, he took the 2Lnmonth-Yatch, and one or two more, 
with ſeveral Long-Boats, and went to Polebeg, where the Frigat 
lay, (being one half of the: Scorch Fleet that was taken in the 
Channel the Year before) having fixteen Guns and four Pattera- 
roes. King Fames when he heard of it, ſaid, /c was ſome of his 
Loyal Subjetts of England returning to their Duty and Allegiauce ; 
but when he ſaw them draw near the Ship, and heard the firing, 
he rid out towards R3rngs-end, whither gathered a vaſt crowd 
of People of all forts, and there were ſeveral Regiments drawn 
-out if it were poſlible, to kill thoſe Bold Fellows at Sea, who 
durſt on ſuch a good Day perform ſo wicked a Deed (as they 
called it). Capt. Benzet that commanded the Frigat, run her

The General had ſent him a Summons ſometime before, but 
he was very ſurly, and bid the Meſſenger tell his Maſter from 
Teague O Regan, that he's an old Knave, and by St. Patrick he 
ſhall not have the Town at all, (and God kiicows there was no 
Town ſtanding but the old Caſtle). The Duke only ſmiled at 
the Anſwer, and ſaid, he would give Teague greater Reaſons to 
be angry in a ſmall time, Our Forces now lying ſo near them, 
and two Detachments being kept there againſt their wills, 
made every thing ſo very ſcarce, that they were reduced to 
great Straits, and no hopes of Relief appearing, on the 12th of 
May the Governour (having got leave from the Officer Com- 


manding without, and. a Guard for them) ſent a Lieutenant- 


Colonel, and a Captain, with Terms of Surrender to the Duke, 


which with ſome Ammendments were agreed to, for the Duke

5+ That there ſhall be a ſufficient Convoy appointed for the ſaid 
Gariſon to condutt them to the place before mentioned. 

6. That they ſhall deliver fully and wholly, without any imbezzle- 
ment or diminution, all the Stores belonging to the ſaid Fort ; And that 
an Officer ſhall be immediately a4mitted to take an Account of the 
ſame. 


7. That the Fort ſhall be put into the poſſeſſion of ſach Forces as* 


his Grace ſhall think fit, at eight of the Clock, on Wedneſday, being 
the 14th day of May, at which Hour the ſaid Gariſon ſhall march 
out ;, and an Hour before the outward Gate. ſhall be delivered to ſuch 
Forces as his Grace ſhall appoint, in Caſe a ſupply of one Months 
Proviſion for 800 Men be not brought into the Garifon for their Re- 
lief,, between the ſigning hereof and the ſaid time. 

8. That the above-mentioned Articles ſhall be inviolably performed 


' on both ſides, without any Equivocation, mental Reſervation, or 


Fraud whatſoever, according to the true intent and meaning thereof. 
Laſtly, All Aits of Hoſtility ſhall ceaſe between the ſaid Gariſon 
and Army, ſo ſoon as #otice can be given on both ſides. 


The Articles being ſigned, 2 Truce was publiſhed, and the

my, and gave an Account, that the 'Body which then was 
removed from Dundalk was about 20000. It was the diſco- 
very of our Advance Parties which made them draw off, 
and they gave it out that they would ſtay for us at the 
Boyne, The King ſent Orders back to the Major Gene- 
ral to march a Party next Morning over the Pals towards 
Dundalk. 

The 24th. in the Morning Lieutenant-General Douglas 
decamped and marched over the Paſs towards Dundalk : And 
that day His Majeſty ſet out a Proclamation to be read at 
the Head of every Regiment , That no Officer or Soldier 
ſhould forcibly take any thing from the Country People and 
Sutlers, nor preſs any Horſes that were coming to the Camp, 
that thereby we might be the better ſupplied with Proviſions. 
On the 25th. we marched from Lowghbritland to Newry, where 
a Deſerter of Sir Henry Bellaſis's Regiment was ſhot. And on 
the 26th. towards Dundalk, on our march, we heard great 
Shooting at Sea, which we once lookt upon to be the French 
and Engliſh Fleets, but ic was only our own Fleet coming 
towards Dundaik. We encamped that Night about a mile to 
the South- Eait of our laſt Years Camp: As we got near to 
Dundalk ſome of my Lord Meath's Men eſpied ſeveral of the 
Iriſh skulking, not far from the Road, to obſerve our march ; 
they purſued them towards the Mountains, killed one, and 
took another, who proved a French Man that had deſerted 
from Hillshorough about three weeks before. On the 275th. we 
marched through Dundalk, and encamped about a mile be- 
yond it, where the whole Army joyned, Engliſh, Dutch, Danes, 
Germans and French, making in all not above 36000, though 
the World calld us a third part more: but the Arm 
was in all reſped&ts as well provided as any Kingdom in the 
World ever had one for the number of Men. That Afternoon 
a party of Eyingars Dragoons came within ſight of a party of 
the Enemies Horſe, who retreated towardstheir own Camp, 
which then was on this ſide the Boyue, I was told by a Ge- 
neral Officer of theirs ſince, that whenſoever our Army mo- 
ved, the i had a ſmall party of Horſe that knew the Coun- 
ery, and kept themſelyes undiſcovered in ſome rg 

place 
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place, to give them an Account of our motions and poſture. 
They had fortified Dundalk lait Winter very regularly and 


well, not, I ſuppoſe, that they did deſign to maintain it in_ 


the Spring, but to ſecure the Garriſon from any attempts that 
we might make during the Winter: As we went through 
the Town we found ſeveral of the Tr; that Jay dead and un- 
buried, and ſome were alive, but juſt only breathing. "Thar 
evening a party of 1500 Horſe and Dragoons went out, and 
next morning early the King followed them. His Majeſty 
went as far as Ardee and viewed theGround where the Enemy 
encamped laſt Year; He returned to His Camp that night, but 
left the party to make good that Poſt. 

On Saturday morning the 29th. there hap'ned an 1;þ Man 
and a Woman to be near a Well that was by the King's Tent, 
they had got —_— about them which the Soldiers be- 
lieved was Poyſon, to ſpoil the Waters, and fo deſtroy the 
King and His Army ; this ſpread preſently abroad, and a 
great many Soldiers flocked about them, they were imme- 
diately both Judges and Executioners, hanged the Woman, 
and almoſt cut the Manin pieces. 

That afternoon the King views the Daniſh Forces, and ear» 
ly next morning, being Sunday the 3oth. of Fune, the whole

my had likewiſe fortified, eſpecially the Caſtle ; we marched Ardee. 


within ſight of the Sea a great part of this day, and could ſee 
our Ships fail all along towards Drogheda, which certainly muſt 
needs be. a great mortification to the Th : upon the Road as 
we marched there was a Soldier 'hanged for deſerting, and a 
Boy for being a ſpy and a murderer z the ſtory of this Boy is 
very remarkable, which was thus, About three weeks before 


we took the Field, one of my Lord Drogheda's Sergeants was A remarkable 


gathering Wood-ſorrel nigh his Quarters at Tandrogee, this Boy ſtory. 


comes to him and tells him, if he'll goalong, he would take him 
to a place hard by,where te might get ſeveral'good Herbs; he 
follows the Boy, and is taken by tive or ſix 1rþ Men that were 
Armed, they take him. to a little Houſe and bind him, but after 
ſome good words unty his Hands, but withal kept him a pri- 
loner, deſigning to carry him to Dundalk next day ; he endea- 
veurs in the-night to make his eſcape, and did it, though they 
purſued him and wounded-him in ſeveral places, the Boy _ 
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'7une- ſelf being one of the forwardeſt. Next week the ſame Boy 


was at Legacory, where he was telling fome Dragoons, that if 
they would go along with him, he would take them to a place 
where they might get ſeveral Horſes and a good prey of Car- 
tle; they were very ready to hearken to him, when at the 
{ame time one of my Lord Drogheda's Soldiers going that way 
by chance, knew the Boy, (ier he had bcen often in their 
Quarters) and having neard the ſtory of the Sergeant, told 
it the Dragoons; upon which the Boy was ſeized, and after 
ſomecime confeſied, that all -the laſt Dandalk-Camp he had 


gone frequintly between the two. Armies, that he had tra» 


pand ſeveral, and had half a Crown Braſs money for every 
one that he cauld bring in; that he could obſerve as he went 


amongſt our Regiments how they lay, and what condition 


they were in, both as to Health and other matters ; that he had 
lately ſtab'd a Dragoon, in at the Back, as his Father held him in 
talk, and that his Father would give him nothing but the Dra- 
goons Hat. and Waſte-coat, which he had then on: all this I 
have heard the Boy ſay, and much more to the ſame purpoſe, he 
ſpoke Ergliſh and Iriſh both very well,he was brought priſoner to 
this place 3 and upon the march, after he had received Sentence 
of Death, he proter'd for a'Brafs Six-pence to hang a Country 
Man that was a prifoner for - buying the: Soldiers Shooesz and 
when he came to be. hang'd himſelt,he was very little concern'd 
at it. WE nt lie Bs, 

The Kipg was always _ Aian ; He obſerved the Coun- 
try as he rid along, and faid; is-was worth Fighting for, and 
ordered the manner of Eficatnping that day himſelf: After 
that, with a ſmall party, His Majeſty' before He eat or drank 
rid about four milesfurther towards the Enemy. As the Army 


. was marching through Ardee, a French Soldier hap'ned to be | 


very fick with drinking Water, and deſpairing to live, plucke 
out his Beads and fell to his Prayers 5 which one of. the Danes 
keing, ſhot the French Man dead, and took away /his Mirſquet, 
without any further Ceremony. There were none'of the iſh 
to be ſeen but a few poor ſtarved Creatures who had ſcraped 
up ſome of the Husks of Oats nigh a Mill, to eat inſtead of 
better Food. It's. a wander to ſee how ſome of thoſe Creatures 
hve; I my ſelf have ſeen them ſcratching like Hens amongſt 
the Cindars for Viuals; which put mein mind of a ſtory m" I 
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have read in the Annals of Ireland, where ir is ſaid, that in the Tune. 
year 1317- the Ulfer Iriſh roved up and Cown the Kingdom in CFO 
a Body, whillt the Scots Army was down towards Limerick, and 
thoſe people were ſo hunger ſtarved at lat, that in Church-yarus 
they took the Bodies out of their Graves, and in their Skulls 
boild the Fleſh and fed thereupon, and women did eat their 
own Children for hunger, ſo that of ten thouſand, there re- 
mained art laſt only three hundred, the reaſon of this plaguethe 
Supertticion of thoſe Times attributed to their eating of ficth in 
Lent, for which this Curſe came upon them. . 
By this time his Majeſty underſtood that all the Iriſh Army ng bat 
was marched over the B»yn, the night before, except flying par- = <a 
ties, ſo that on Monday morning, the laſt of Zune, very early, 
our whole Army began to move in three Lines towards the Boys, 
which was but eight ſhort miles off. The Enemy bzing near,our 
advance Guards of Aorle, commanded by Sir Fobn Lanier, made 
their approaches very regularly, and by that time they had got 95 vane. 
within two miles of Drogheda, his Majzſty was in the front of 
them : Some of our Dragoons went into an old Houſe, 
where they found about 200 Scythes ſtretch'd out upon Beams, 
which the lriſh, either had forgot, or had not time to carry over, 
they brought one of them to the King, whoſmiled; and -faid ir 
wasa deſperate weapon. | | 
A little way further there was an Hill, to the Eaſt of the Ene- His Me 
mies Camp, and North from the Town ; upon this His Majeſty 92s ir Are 
went, from whence he could ſee the Town, and all the Enemies ””* 
Camp which lay to the Weſt of the Town, all along the River 
ſide intwo Lines, here his Majeſty had a great deal of diſcourſe 
with the Prince, Duke Schomberg, Duke of Ormond, Count Solmes, 
Major General Scravemore,my Lord Sidney, and other great Of- 
ficers,who were all curiousin making their Obſervations upon 
the Enemy,Major General Scravemore called them wne peret Ary- 
znee(for we could not reckon above five or fix and forty Regi- 
ments that lay Encamped) his Majeſty Anſwered , that they 
might haye a great many men in Town, that there was alfo an 
Hill to the Southweſt, beyond which they might have men En- 
camped, and that poſlibly they did not ſhew alltheir Numbers 
however he ſaid he was reſolved toſee very foon what they 
were. Such a great Prince; knowing that to be warm in under- 
taking a great Defign , and _ in jirſtifying it, when it comes 
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to a puſh,is ſeldom attended with Succeſs or Reputation, his 


WAS Majeſty therefore went boldly on, and obtain'd both. 


By this time our Horſe were advancing a pace, and the E- 
nemy we could diſcern were all in a hurry, to get up their 
Horſes, which were many of them at Graſs,and to ſet all things 
in order ; his Majeſty ſent out ſeveral parties of Horſe, ſome to- 
wards the Town of Drogheda,and ſome towards the paſs at 0/4 
Bridge , and then rid ſoftly along weſtward,viewing the Enemies 
Camp as he patled,he made alittle ſtoptowards ſome old Houſes 
and every one commended mightily the order of our Horſe 
marching in,here ic was that the Enemy fired their firſt Guns, 
from a Batterey of ſi'x Canons , that they had a good way be- 
low, but they did no hutt; two of our 'Troopers, went to the 
very Ford , and took away an Horſe, as alſo a. Barrel of Ale 
that the 1rþ had been taken over- 

His Majeſty rid on to the pals at 0/4 Bridge , and ſtood up- 
on the ſide of the Bank within Muſquet KS of the Ford, 
thereto make his obſervations on the Enemies Camp and poſture, 
there ſtood a ſmall a party of the Enemies Horſe in a little 
Iſland within the River,and onthe other bank there were ſe- 
veral Hedges,and little 1riþ Houſes almoſt Cloſe to the River ; 
there was one Houle likewiſe of Stone, that had a Court, and 
ſome little works about it , this the ti had filled with 
Souldiers, and all che Hedges, and little Houſes we ſaw,were 
lined and filled with Muſquiteers, there were alſo ſeveral Breſt 
works caſt up to the right, juſt at the Ford. However, this 
was the place thro which his Majeſty reſolved to force his way, 
and therefore he and his great Officers ſpent ſome time in con- 
triving the methodsof paſling, and the places where to plant 
our Batteries. After ſome time, his Majeſty rid about 200 
yards further up the River, nigh the Welt of all the Enemies 
Camp, and whilſt his Army was marching in, he alighted, and 
fate him down upon a riſing ground, where he refreſhed him- 
ſelf, whilſt his Majeſty fate there, we obſerved five Gentlemen 
of the: Iriſh Army, ride ſoftly along the other ſide, and make 
their Remarks . upon our Men as they marched in, thoſe I 
heard afterwards, were the Duke of Berwick, my Lord Tyrco- 
nel, Sarcefield, Parker, aud ſome ſay Lautun. - Captain Pownel of 
Collonel Leviſens Regiment was ſent with a party of Horſfeand 
Dragoons towards the Bridge of Slane, and whillt his Majeſty 
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ſate on the Graſs (being about an hour) there came fome of 


the Iriſþ with long Guns, and ſhot at our Dragoons, who WW NJ 


went down to the River to Drink, and ſome of ours went down 
to return the favour; then a party ofabout forty Horſe, advan» 
ced very ſlowly, and ſtood upon a plowed fi:1d over againſt 
us, for near half an hour, and fo retired co their Camp; this 
ſmall party, (as I have heard from their own Officers lince ) 
brought'two Field Pieces amongſt them, droping them by an 
Hedge on the plowd Land, undiſcover'd; they did not offer 
to fire them, till his Majeſty was mounted, and then he and 
the reſt riding ſoftly the ſame way back, their Gunner fires 
a Piece, which killd us ewo Horſes and a Man about roo yards 
above where the King was, but immediately comes a fecond, 
which had almoſt been a fatal one,for it Graized upon the Bank 
of the River, and in the riſing {lanted upon the Kings righe 
ſhoulder, took out a piece of his Coat , and tore the Skin and 


Fleſh , and afterward broke the head of a Gentlemans Pi- 
{tol. 


Mr.Coningsby(now one of the LordsJuſtices of Ireland)ſeeing his The Kirg 
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Majeſty ſtruck, rid up and put his handkerchief upon the place, wwnded. 


his Majeſty took little notice of it,bur rid on for about forty yards 
further,where there was an high Bank on either ſide, but it being 
open below, we returned the very ſame way again, the Enemies 
Canon firing upon us - all the while, they did ſome damage 
amongſt our Horſe that were drawing up juſt before them kil- 
ling two of the Guards,and about nine of Coll.Coys Horſeswith 
three Troopers,and alſo ſome few more out of Coll. Byerleys,and 
other Regiments, which made the King give orders tor his 
Horſe to draw a little backwards, to have the advantage of a 
riſing ground between them and the Canon. | 

When the Enemy ſaw their great Shot diſturbed us, they fee 


up a moft prodigeous ſhout all over the Camp,as if our whole 


Army had been undone, and ſeyeral Squadrons of their Horſe 
drew down upon a plain towards the River, but in ſuch a place 
as they knew it was impofiible for us to come at them, the Ri- 
ver being very deep and a Bank of nigh ten yards high onour 
fide. I have often obſerved the Ih very fond of ſhouting and 
Hallowing before an Engagement , and there is a Tradition 
amongſt them, that whoſoever does not Shout and Huzzah as 
the relt do in Battle,he's ſuddainly caught up from the ground 

into 
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into the Air, and fo into a ceitain defart vale in the County of 
Kerry, where he eateth Graſs and lapeth Water, hath ſome ule 
of reaſon, but not of Speech, but ſhall be caught at length by 
Hunters and their Hounds, and ſo brought home, but this ſtory 
is a little too light for ſo grave an Author as Cambden, tho? he on- 
ly relates it as a fooliſh fancy- 

The King went to change his Coat, and get his ſhoulder dref: 
ſed, and then rid about to ſee his Army come in, which were 
all this while marching, and encamping in two Lines. And 
here I cannot but take norice of a fignal peice of Providence in 
the preſervation of the Kings Perſon, for whatever ill effects it 
might have had for the future, it would have been of fatal conſe- 
quence to the Army at that time,ifhe had fallen, ſince inſtead of 
our goivg to them,the Iriſh would have been ready to havecome 
to us next morning,and how we would have received them there's 
none can tel]. I have met with ſeveral that will not believe, that 
the King was touched with a Canon Bullet at all, and if 1o,that 
it was impoflible it ſhould not kill him, but I was preſent when 
the thing hapned, and therefore can affirm the truth of it. 
I have ſeen a great many odd accidents in wounds with Canon 
Bullets, and yet the Parties live, particularly one of my Lord 
Drogheda's Men, who had all the Fleſh of his right Cheek ſhot 
from the bone without breaking his Jaw, and he's yet alive 
and very well. Tho itſeems at the Court of France, they could 
not believe any ſuch thing, when they made Bone-fires for 
King Williams death. 

But to go one with the Story, about three a Clock the firſt 
of our Field Pieces came up, and we loſt no time, but took 
two or three of them down towards the River, and Planted 


OarGuns arrive them on a Furry bank over againſt the paſs,the firſt ſhot (made 


by one Nelſon) we kill'd an Officer, that lay ſick in the Houſe 
beyond the River, and the ſecond or third, wediſmounted one 
of thoſe Field Pieces that the Iriſh had been fo brisk withal,and 
then their Horſe that were drawn up towards the River made 
what haſte they could into the Camp; we continued all that after- 
noon pelting at them and they at us,their Canon did us little more 
harm, but our Gunners planted ſeveral Batteries, and threw a 
great many {mall Bombs intotheir Camp , which obliged them 
co remove ſome of their Tents, one Bullet as we heard afte:- 
wards fell very nigh a Crowd of great Officers, that were = 
the 
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the late Kings Tent, and kill'd a Horſeman that ſtood Centre 
nel, they then removed their Counſel to fome other place, and 
were not admitted to crowd there any more. A French- Max 
of ours, that afternoon, run thro the River before our faces to 
the Enemy, When they ſaw him coming, a great many of them 
came down to receive him, and crowding about him to hear 
news, our Canon threw a Bullet amongſt the very thickeſt of 
them, which killd ſeveral, and as twas ſaid the Fellow him- 
ſelf, however the reſt made what haſt they could back again. 
We had ſome Deſerters alſo that came from them to us, but I 
heard of no more that left our Army, except that one man. 
There was one Deſferter that gave the King an account, that 
the Enemy were about 25000 Men, and that they had ſent 
away part of their heavy Baggage towards Dublin. 

About 8 or 9 a Clock at night, the King called a Council of 
War, wherein he declared, that he was reſolved to paſs the 


River the next day,which Duke Schonberg at firſt oppoſed but;

ſeeing his Majeſty poſitive in it, he adviſed to ſend part of our 
Army that night at x2 a Clock, to paſs the River at, or near 
Slane-bridge, tome three miles above, and ſo to get between 
the Enemy and the paſs at Daleek, which was about four miles 
behind them,but this advice was not taken.One thing under con- 
ſideration was, where to get Guides that were truſty and good, 
whilſt this matter was in queſtion, my Lord George Hambleton 
was by,who immediately brought four or five of his Iiskilling 
Officers'that knew the Fords very well, and took upon them 
to Guide the Army next day, and here it was concluded how 
the Army ſhould March, and who ſhould Command at the 
difterent Poſts, which was ordered thus, Lieutenant General 
Deuglas was to Command the Right wing of the Foot, and 
Count Schonberg the Horſe, who were to march early, towai ds 
the Bridge of S/ane and other Fords above to flank the Ene- 
my, or get between them and Duleet, my Lord Portland, and 
my Lord Overkiek had their Poſts here as Mareſchals de Camp, 
the left wing of our Horſe were to paſs between the Enemies 
Camp and Drogheda, whilſt in the mean time a Body of Foot 

forced their way at the Paſs at 01d Bridge. | 
The-Enemy aeld likewiſe a Council ot War,wherein Lieuten- 
ant General Hambleton,adviſed to ſend a party of Dragoons to a 
Ford that was below the Town of Drogheda (which we either 
Knew 
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June. knew not of,or elſe didnot regard) and all the reſt (being eighe 
PrSIx Regiments) with their whole left line towards the Bridge of 
Slane. King James's Anſwer was that he would ſend fifty Dra- 
goons up the River, which the other ſcenrd to be Amazed ar, 
the place to be defended, being of ſuch importance ; however 
they reſolved to defend the Pattes, and if it were poflible to re- 
treat with their Army towards Dublin, in order to which they 

drew off moſt of their Canon in the night. 
Orders that Towards the cloſe of the Evening, the Canons ceaſed on 
night, borh ſides, and Orders were given out,that every Souldier ſhould 
be provided with a good ſtock of Ammunition, and all to be 
ready at the break of day, to March at a minutes warning, with 
every mana green Bough or Sprig in his Hat, to diſtinguiſh him 
from the Enemy ( who wore pieces of paper in their Hats ) All 
the Baggage with the Souldiers great Goats, were to be left 
behind with a ſmall Guard in every Regiment to look after 
them. The word that night was Weſtminiter, his Majeſty was 
not idle, but about 12 a Clock at night, rid with torchzs quite 

through his Army, and then 


FN AD Tueſday the firſt of Fuly 1690. The day was very clear, as 
July. if the Sun it ſelf had a mind to ſee what would happen ; about 
The Battle a} {ix a Clock, Lieutenant General ys marched towards the 
the Boyn, Right with the Foot , and Count Schonberg with the Horle , 
which the Enemy perceiving, drew eut their Horſe and Foot 

Our Right wing towards their Lejt, in order to oppoſe us: the Right wing at 
Sraws out. firſt were ordered to paſs all at Slane, but being better inforn'd, 
ſeveral Regiments were Commanded to pals at other Fords 

between our Camp and that place. As fome of our Horſe 

marched to the River, there ſtood a Regiment of the Enemies 

P::agoons( ſent thither over night ) nigh the Bank on the other 

ſide who fired upon us, and then thought to have retreated 

to their main Body , but before they could do that, they 

were flanked in a Lane, and about ſeventy of them cut off ; 

we met with little more oppoſition in paſling the River but 

marching forwards we found the Enemy drawn up 1n two. 

lines ; we had then twenty four Squardons of Horſe and Dra- 

goons, with ſix Battalions of Foot, thoſe being too few ,Lieu- 

tenant general Doxglas ſent for more Foot, and in the mean. 


time we drew up in two lines alſo, my Lord -— 
; or 
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for the more ſecurity to mix our Horſe and Foot, Squadron 
with Battalion ; (this is no new way of managing, but was firſt 
practiced by Ceſar at the Battle of Pharſa/ia againſt Pompey, for 
he there quite altered the manner of embattleing amongſt the 
Romans, covering one of his Flanks with a ſmall River, and 
then placing ſeveral Bactallions of his beſt Foot amongſt his 
Squadrons in theother, by which he ſoon routed Pompeys Horle, 
and then falling into the Flanks, and Rear ofhis Enemy, ob+ 
tained the Vitory.) However more Foot coming up, our great 
Officers altered the firſt Figure, and drew all the Horſe to the 
right, by which they outflanked the Enemy conſiderably. - But 


as our men were advanceinsg, they met with a great deal of 


difficulty in the Ground, for there were large Corn Fields, with 
great Ditches, and thoſe very hard to be got over, (eſpecially 
tor the Horſe, who were obliged to advance in order, when 
they were in the face of an Enemy,) and beyond all thoſe . 
there was ſuch a Bogg, as few of -our men ever ſaw before ; 


the Horſe tho' went to the right of it, but the Foot being Com- 


manded to niarch through, found it as great an hardſhip as 
Fighting it If, yet when the Enemy ſaw our men take the 
Bog, inſtead of charging them in it , they retreated in haſt 
towards Duleek, which Count Schonberg ſeeing, fell in among(it 
their Foot with his Horſe and kill'd a great many, 

The King did not know of this diſadvantage of Ground , 
but computed the time when he thought our right wing was 
got well over, and then he ordered his Foot to attack the pals 
at O/d Bridge ; during all which a great part of the Enemies Horſe 
and Foot were ſtill marching towards S/ane, (where every one 


expected . the main Battle would be,) and in their march, our 


Canon plaid continually upon them, yet tho we killd ſeveral 
ic did not diſorder their Trops: The blew Dutch guards poſt 
being to the right, chey.were the firſt that took the River art 
O1d Bridge. . The Iriſh had lined the Houſes, Breaſtworks, and 
Hedges beyond the:River,, with my Lord Tyrconnels Regiment 
of Foot Guards, and ſome other Companyes ;: they had poſted 
allo ſeven Regiments ot..Foot , about 150 yards backwards , 
who ſtood drawn up behind ſomelittle hills,to thelter them from 
our Canon, which played all this while, beſides theſe, were 2 
Troops of Guards,4 Troops of my Lord Tyrconnels,and 4 Troops 
of Parkers Regiments of Horſe,polted in the ſame manner,(tho if 
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they had poſted the Frexch here inſtead of the 1/;ſþ it would have 
been more to their advantage, but the reaſon of this was, the 
Iriſh Guards would not loſe the poſt of Honour.) The Dutch 
beat a march till they got to the Rivers fide , and then the 
Drums ceaſing, in they went, ſome eight or ten a breaſt, being 
preſently almok up to the middle in the Stream ( for they ftopt 
the Current by their ſudden motion, and this made it deeper 
than uſual) the Enemy did not fire till our Men were towards 
the midſt of the River, and then a whole peal of Shot came 
frem the Hedges, Breaſt-works, Houſes, and all abour, yet we 
could not perceive any fall except one, and another ſtagger'd ; he 
that was formoſt was a Lieutenant of Granadeers, who as he got 
footing on the other ſide,drew up two files of men,then ſtoopt,and 
they fired over him at the next hedge, which was not fifteen yards 
from them, at which fire thoſe in the Hedge quitted it, which 
the reſt ſeeing, all left their Poſts, and were followed with a 
Volley of Shot from our men that were Advancing. The 
Iriſh Foot run ſcattering into the next Field, and before the 
Dutch could get well over, and draw up, they were .charged 
very bravely by a Squadron of the I; Horſe, who came 
down in a full carreer, but were quickly beat off again. One 
would have thought that Men and Horſes had riſen out of the 
Earth, for now there appeared a great many Battalions and 
Squadrons of the Enemy, all on a fſuddain, who had ſtood 
behind the little Hills. We had two French Regiments, and 
Collonel St. Fobn's, who paſſed the River near the ſame time 
the Dutch did, but about 100 Y ards below ; which Lieutenant- 
General Hambleton perceiving, (who commanded at the Paſs ) 
he Advanced with a party of Foot to the very River, and him- 
ſelf with fome others went into it, giving orders at the ſame 
time for my Lord Antrim*s Regiment, and ſome more, to go 
and Flank Sir Fohy Hanmer and Count Naſſaw's Regiments, 
who were paſling about 200 Yards further down ; bur neither 
would his men ſtand by him, nor conld'theother be perfwaded 
to come near Hanmer : however, as Hambleton retreated a Sqa- 
dron of their Horſe charged our French fo bravely, that about 
forty of them broke quite through Monſieur Lz Callimot's Re- 
giment, and wounded himſelf mortally : thoſe muſt go back 
the ſame way, or elſe paſs through the Village and ſo wheel 
to the Left, to recover their own Men; they choſe the m_— 
ut 
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but were ſo paid off by ſome of the Dutch and Innikillin Foot, 
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that not above ſix or eight of them gor beyond the Village, WWW 


moſt of their Horſes ſtragling up and down the Fields. 


The Dutch and the reſt of our Foot advanced all this while, 0«r = Ads 
and then the iſh Foot quitted a ſecond Hedge that they were Y& 22/14 


perſwaded to rally to; another Body of Horſe came down 
upon the Datch, who negle&ted the Hedges and met them in 
the open Field, but keeping ſo cloſe that it was impoſltble to 
break them ; but as the Ir;Þþ came on, the Dutch begun to tire 
by Platoonss and both flanked and fronted the Horſe, by 
which: they killed a great many ( though not without ſome 
loſs to themſelves) before this party drew off: By this time

ſome of the French and Innirkilliners were got into the Field , Are Charged 
from whence the Enemy diſturb'd us with their Canon the 98%" 


day before, and then a freſh Squadron of Horſe coming 
down upon the Dutch, thoſe two Regiments ſtopt them, and 
obliged them to Retreat with conſiderable loſs. Much about 
this time there was nothing to be ſeen bur Smoak and Duſt, 
nor any thing to be heard but one continued Fire tor nigh half 
an hour; and whilſt this Action laſted, another party of the 
Iriſh Horſe Charged Sir Fob Hanmer as he paſſed the River, 
( nigh a place where the Enemy the day before had a Bar- 
tery of ſix Guns, but now they were gone» as was molt of 
their Artillery: ) It was the Duke of Berwick's Troop of 
Guards ; and as they advanced, one that had been formerly in 
Sir 7. Hanmer's Regiment came out ſingly and called one of the 
Captains by his name; who ſtepping towards him, the other 
fired both his Piſtols at him, but was taken Priſoner : this 
Troop was beat off again with the loſs of only three of 
Sir Fobus Hanmer's Men. 

All our Horſe went over to the Right and Left except one 
Squadron of Danes , who paſled the River whilſt our Foot 
were engaged, and Advancing to the Front, Hambleton ſent 
out ſixty Horſe, 'who charged the Danes ſo home that they 
came taſter back again than they went, ſome of them ne” 
ver looking behind them till chey had croſſed the River again» 
The want of Horſe was fo apparent at this place, that the 
very Country People cry'd out Horſe, Horſe; which ward 
going towards the Right, and they miſtaking it for Halt, ſtopt 
the Right Wing nigh half an hour > which cime> well _ 

might 
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might have done ſervice. This and the Iriſh breaking through 
the French Regiment hap'ned much about a time 3 which, 1 
am apt to believe, was the occaſion of Duke Schonberg's go- 
ing over ſo unſeaſonably, for in this hurry he was killed near 
the little Village beyond the River : the Ir; Troopers as they 
rid by, ſtruck at him with their Swords; and ſome ſay that our 
own Men Firing too haſtily, when the Duke was betore them, 
ſhot him themſelves; however it was, his mortal wound was 
through his 'Necks and he had one or two cuts in the Head 
beſides, he fell down and did not ſpeak one word ; and Cap- 
tain Foubert was ſhot in the Arm as he was getting him off ; 
Do@or Walker going, as ſome ſay, to look after the Duke, 
was ſhot a little beyond the River, and ſtript immediately 
for the Scotcb-Iriſh that followed our Camp were got through 
already, and took off moſt of the Plunder. 

This Action begun at a quarter paſt Ten, and was ſo hot 
till paſt Eleven that a great many old Soldiers faid they ne- 
ver ſaw brisker work : butthen the Ir; retreated to a riſing 
Ground, and there drew up again in order, both Horſe and 
Foot, deſigning to Charge our Party again that had paſt the 
River. Whilſt this Action at the Paſs laſted, the Left Wing 
of our Horſe (conſiſting of Danes and Dutch, with Collonel 
Wootfley's Horſe and ſome Dragoons ) patled the River at a 
very difficult and unuſual place : And the Daniſh Foot, with 
Collonel Cutts's and ſome others, went over a little above 
them. My Lord Sydney and Major-General Kirk went from 
one place to another, as the poſture of Affairs required their 
preſence. His Majeſty, during thoſe Tranſactions, was al- 
moſt eyery where; before the Action begun. He rid between 
our Army and theirs with only one Dragoon, and had or- 


dered every thing in other ' places as well as poflible, He 


paſſes the River with the Left Wing of His Horſe, and that 
vith as much difficulty as any body, for His Horſe was Boggd 
on the other ſide, and He-was forced to alight till a Gencle- 
man helpt him to get His Horſe out. As ſoon as the Men 
were got upon the other Bank, and put in order, His Ma- 
jeſty drew His Sword ( which yet was troubleſome to Him, 
His Arm being {tiff with the Wound He received” the day be- 
tore) and marched at the Head of them towards the Enemy, 


who were coming en again in good order upon. our Foot 
that

that had got over the Paſs, and were Advancing towards 
them, though they were double our Number ; but when thzſe 
twp Bodies - were almoſt within Muſquet ſhot of one ano- 
ther, the Enemy eſpied the Lefe Wing of our Horſe march- 
ing towards them, at which they made a ſuddain Halt, faced 
about, and ſo retreated up the Hill to a little Church and a 
Village called Dwnore, about half a mile from thz2 Pais; our 
Men marched in order after them; and at this Village the 
Enemy faced about and Charged ; our Horſe were forced to 
give Ground, though the King was with them : His Majeſty 
then went to the Imiskilliners and aske what they would do 
for Him ? and Advanced before them ; their Officer told his 
Men who it was, and what Honour was done them: At the 
Head of thoſe Men the King received the Enemies Fire, and 
then wheeling to the Left, that His own Men might have

to put Himſelf at the Head of ſome Dutch that were Ad- wen, 


vancing ; and the Inskillners being ſenſible of their miſtake, 
came up again, doing good ſervice : ſome of Duke Schon- 
berg's French Horle were here alſo, who behaved themſelves 
well, and took one or two of King Famess Standards Ano- 
ther party, Commanded by Lieutenant General Gznkel, Char- 
ged in a Laneto the Left, but the Ir; being two many for 
them they retreated 3 which a party of Sir Albert Cunningham'”s 
Dragoons, commanded by his Lieutenant-Collonel, and ano- 
ther of Col. Lewiſon's, commanded by Captain Brewerton, per- 
ceiving, the Officers ordered their Men to alight and Line an 
Hedge, as alſo an old Houſe that Flanke the Lane, from 
whence they poured in their Shot upon the Enemy. Lieute- 
nant-General Ginkel ſtaid igrthe Rear of his Men, ( being much 
vext at their retreating F and was in ſome danger by our own 
Dragoons ; for the Enemy being cloſe upon him, they could 
not well diſtinguiſh ; however the Dragoons did here a piece 
of good ſervice in ſtopping the Enemy, ( who came up very 
voldly ; ) and our Horſe Rallying both here and to the Righr, 
atter near half an hours diſpute the Enemy were again bear 
from this place, and a great many of them killed. Lieute- 
nant-General Hambleton finding his Foot not to anſwer * his 
expectation, he put himſelf at the Head of the Horſe, —_ 
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Tuly. when they were defeated he was here taken priſoner, having 


WY NV received a wound on the Head. When he was brought to 
Treatenant- the King, His Majeſty asked him, Whether the Iriſh wopld 
| oorghr ſight any more? Yes, (ſaid he ) ar't pleaſe Your Majeſty, up- 
Priſoner, on my Honour I believe they will, tor they have a good Bo. 

dy of Horſe ſtill. The King lookt a little aſide at him when 
he named his Honour, and repeated it once or twice, Your 
Honour ? Intimating ( as He always ſays a great deal in few 
words ) that what the other affirmed upon his Honour was 
not to be believed, ſince he had forfeited that before in his 
ſiding with my Lord Tyrconnel5 and this was all the Re- 
buke the King gave him for his breach of Truſt. There 
were ſeyeral other priſoners taken here alſo, but not many 
of note. 

How things Now, you muſt know, that whilſt all this hap'ned here, 
_ w=_ our Men on the Right were making their way as well as 
7 a they could over Hedges , and Bogs towards Dwleek, and as 

they Advanced the Enemy drew off, till they heard what had 
hap'ned at the Paſs, and then they made greater haſte, yet they 
could not retreat fo faſt but ſeveral of them were killed, eſpe- 
cially of their Foot, amongſt whom a party of our Horſe tell 
in; but they preſently ſcatter'd amongſ(t the Corn and Hedges 
till they got beyond a great Ditch, where our Horſe could not 
follow. Collonel Lewviſov, with a party of his Dragoons, got 
between ſome of the Enemies Horſe and Daleek and killed 
ſeveral; yet if they had not minded retreating more than fight- 
ing he might have come off a loſer. When moſt of them 
were over the Paſs they drew up and fired their great Guns 
upon us; and we ours upon them, though we could not ea- 
fily come at them with our ſmall Shor, (for there are ſeveral 
Bogey Fields with. Ditches at Dukek, and in the midſt of 
theie a deep ſtrait Rivulet, very ſoft in! the bottom and high 
Banks on each fide, there is only one place to get over, and 

there not above fix Can go a breaſt.) | 
Their confuſion, however, was ſo great that they left a 
great many Arms, and a conſiderable quantity of Ammuniti- 
on in that Village of Duleek, and, indeed, all the Country 
over ; but our Men were fo fooliſh as to blow up the Pow- 
der wherever they met with it, and few or none of the Men 
eſcaped that came in their Hands, for they ſhot —_ like 
ares 
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* Hares amongſt the Corn, and in the Hedges as they found 


them in their march. * 


By that time therefore a Body of our Horſe was got over þ few kills. 


the Paſs, that was ſufficient to Attack the Enemy, they were 
gone at leaſt a mile before, their Horſe and Artillery in the 
Rear, and their Foot marching in great haſte and confuſion ; 
we went after them for at leaſt three miles, bur did not ofter 
to Attack them any more, becauſe of the Ground. Then night 
coming on, the King, with ſome of the Horſe, return'd to 
the Foot that were Encamping at Duleek ; ut the greateſt parr 
of them remained at their- Arms all night, where they lett off 
the purſuit. 


On the Triſh ſide were killed my Lord Dungan, my Lord Car- The Number 
lingford, Sir Neal O Neal, with a great many more Othicers ; f the dead. 


they loft at the Paſs, at Dunore, Duleek, and all the Fields ad- 


joyning, between 1000 and 1500 men; one thing was obſer-. 


vable, that moſt of their Horſe-men that charged 1o deſpe- 
rately were drunk with Brandy, each man that morning having 
received half a Pint to his ſhare ; but ic ſeems the Foot had nor 
ſo large a proportion, or at leaſt they did not deſerve it fo well. 

On our ſide were killed nigh tour hundred. The Dutch 
Granadcers told me, before we got to the Church at Dunore, 
that they had loſt ſeventeen, and the reſt proportionably ; the 
French alſo loſt ſeveral, but all this was nothing in reſpe& of 
Duke Schonberg, who was more conſiderable than all that 
were loſt on both ſides ; whom his very Eneniies always called 
a Brave Man,and a Great General. I have heard ſeveral reafons 
given for the Dukespaſling the River at that juncture : but,doubt- 
leſs, his chief deſign was to encourage the French, whom he had 
always loved, and to rectifie fome. miſtakes tar he might ſee 
at a diſtance: However *twas, this Im certain of, that we ne- 
ver knew the value of him till we really loſt him, which often 
falls out in ſuch caſes; and fince it was in our Quarrel that he 
loſt his life, we cannot too much Honour his Memory, which 
will make a conſiderable Figure in Hiſtory whilſt the World 
laſtss He was certainly a Man of the beſt Education in the 


World, and knew Men and Things beyond moſt of his time, 


being Courteous and Civil to every Body, and yet had fom- 
thing always that lookt ſo Great in him, that he commanded 
reſpe& from men of all Qualities and Stations, Nor did we 
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Fuly» know any fault that he had, except we might be jealous he 
CPV ISS lometimes was too obliging to the French : As to his perſon, 
he was of a middle ſtature, well proportion'd, fair complexi- 
on'd, a very ſound hardy man of his age, and fate an Horſe 
the beſt of any man ; he loved conſtantly to be neat in his 
Clothes, and in his Converſation he was always pleafant: he 
was fourſcore and two when he died, and. yet when he came 
to be unbowelled, his Heart, Intrails and Braig, were as freſh 
and as ſound as if he had been buttwenty ; ſo that it's pro- 
bable he might have lived {ſeveral Years, if Providence had 
not ordered it otherways: Monſteur Cal/limer, an honeſt wor- 
thy Gentleman, died foon after him of his Wounds, having 
tollow'd that great Man in all his Fortunes. 

Some who pretend to more skill than poſlibly they are 
really Maſters of, will needs affirm, that there were two 
overtights committed at this time ; one in not purſuing the 
Enemy cloſler. atter they were once broke, which had been 
leſs hazardous, confidering all things then what followed af- 
terwards; my Lord of Oxford and my Lord Portland were 
for ſending three thouſand Horſe, with each a Muſqueteer be- 
hind him, to fall upon them in the Rear as they retreated , 
which' might have done great matters; for the Enemy were in 
fuch a Conſternation that they marched all that night in 
great fear ahd confuſion, expecting us at their Heels every mi- 
nute. But thoſe that have ſeen the Ground at Dualeek, and 
thereabouts, will ſay that it's ſcarce poſſible to make an order- 

ty purſuit at ſuch a place; for whilſt an Enemy continues in a 
Body, there's no going after them as if Men were a Fox-hun- 
ing, ſince nothing encourages, even a flying Enemy more to 
rally and fight again, than to ſee a diſorderly purſuit of them : 
The Paſſes therefore were fo natrow and troubleſome, that be- 
fore we could get over a Body of Men, ſufficient to attack the 
Enemy, they were got a mile or two before us, and new dif- 
ficulties between us and them: nor was the caſe the ſame with 
them, for they got over any where as well as they could, ex- 
cept the Rear, who kept their order as far as we could ſee 
them. As for his Majeſty himſelf, he choſe the Field, drew up 
his Army, gave his General Orders to his Officers, and the beſt 
Orders wherever he was in Perſon ; but the greateſt Captain 
that ever was,or will be, is-not, nor can þe, of himfeclf ſuffici- 
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ent, to-redre all Diſorders, or lay ,hold on all Advantages in 
an inſtant, when Armies are once ingaged. And further, his 
Majeſty having committed a conſiderable part of his Orders to 
the care of his General, the death of him muft needs be a 
diſadvantage to the whole Army. 

Another thing they pretend'to find fault with was, in not 
ſending ten thouſand Men immediately from the Boyne tos 
wards Athlone and Limerick, ſince we were as nigh thoſe places 
here as at Dublin; and if we had gone behind them, Limerick 
and Galloway would certainly have yielded , for it was at 


- * leaſt a fortnight before any number of their Army got thi- 


ther, and then (they fay ) the Ih Army muſt either have 
fought again in the Field or elfe ſubmitced, ſince Dublin is 
not to be kept by thoſe that are not Maſters of the Field. 
But there are very good reaſons why this was not done, for 
his Majeſty knew at this time that the French Fleet was ho» 
vering nigh the Engliſh Coaſt, and therefore would not di- 
vide his Army, nor draw them from the Sea 3 nor did his 
Majeſty know as yet whether the Iriſh would not ſtay for 
him | berween that and Dublin, and ſo fight again. And before 
he was afſlurd of it, the News of the French Fleets ſucceſs 
at Sea, altered both his and the Triſh Peoples meaſures; for 
this put them into heart again, eſpecialfy when ic came with 
a report (ſpread a broad, T ſuppoſe, on purpoſe ) that King 
William was dead, as well as Duke Schonberg, and that the 
Dauphin of France was landed with an Army in Exg/and. Bur 
though there was little of Truth in theſe reports, yet they ani- 
mated - the Tri, (who of all men living are the fooneſt dif: 
couraged , but up again with the leaft hopes, ) and to work 
they went in making provifions to defend their Towns, eſpe- 
cially beyond the Shannon ; but this Pm afraid will be choughc 
impertiaent, at leaſt it's out of order, 'and therefore to_res«

when he ſaw how things were like to go, he marched off to Battle and af- 
Duleek, and from thence towards Dublin : the firſt news that '** 
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ſhut up in Priſons all over the Town : but towards night they 
obſerved ſeveral Officers come to Town in great confuſion, 
ſome wounded, and others looking very dull upon the mat- 
ter, which they thought were no ſigns of Victory, and 
then begun to hope better things. . About nine a Clock King 
Fames came to Dublin, with about two hundred Horſe with 
him, all in diſorder. My Lady Tjrcomel met him at the 
Caſtle-gate, and after he was up-{tairs, her Ladyſhip askt him 
what' he would have for Supper ? who then gave her an Ac- 
count of whar a Breakfaſt he had got, which made him have 
but little ſtomach to his Supper : He ſtaid all Night in the 
Caſtle, and next Morning ſending for the Lord Mayor and 
ſome others, he told them, © That in Emg/and he had an Army 
* which durſt have fought, but they proved falſe and deſerted 
"him; and that. here he had an Army which was Loyal 
"enough, but would not ſtand by him ; he was now neceffi- 
* tated to provide for his Safety, and that they ſhould make the 
© beſt Terms for themſelves that they could, and not to burn or

with about twelve in Company went towards Bray, and fo 
to Waterford , where he took Shipping for France. The lriſh 
Horſe came moſt of them into Dublin that Night, and moſt 
of the Foot next Morning. And before Night on Fedneſ* 
day they were all gone, taking the City Militia along, who 
were all Papiſts 3 but they releaſed all the -Priſoners, not 
out of love to them, but for fear leſt we had been at their 
Heels. 

Some ſay that K. James ſent Sir Patrick Trant,and another Gen- 
tleman towards Waterford to provide Shipping for him before- 
hand, for fear of the worſt, but I have not heard the certainty 
of it; However this was not the way that Heroes uſed former- 
ly to take in England, for the Romans burnt their Ships when 
they landed there , that their Men might have no hopes of a 
Retreat, buttoconquer or die : And fo did the Duke of ' Noy- 
andy, who ſoon after got the name or Conquerour. But King 
William gave his Army better proofs of his Courage and Con- 
dud, nor canT pretend to be able to give his Majeſty the juſt 
commendation his merit forces from his very Enemies, only 
this I am ſure of, that he dare do any. thing, and has not 


- a Soul ſubje& ro fear, or any thing thats below a Prince, ]. 


nCVEr 
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never had an Army a better opinion of a King, than ours of 


him, - their only fear was that he would expoſe himſelf too far, CW Nu 


and whatever difference happens between fiim and them can 
be only this, that they deſire to ſtand between his Majelty 
and all danger, But he alwayes has a-mind to put himſelf be- 
tween them and it, may we long therefore have ſuch a Gee 


neral in a King, and he not only Souldiers , but Subjects of : 


all profeflions, that love him as well. Prince George accom- 
panied his Majeſty in moſt of his dangers; and in the great- 
eſt of them, was always near him, and nothing but the bra- 
very of fuch a King, could hinder him, of the greateſt Char- 
racer in this Account. As to our Erglih Forces, there 
were few of them, that had an opportunity at this place, to 
ſhew themſelves, but thoſe that had, acquitted themſelves ve- 
ry well, the French and Iniskilliners did good ſervice, and to 
give the Dutch Guards their due, they deſerve immortal ho- 
nour for what they did that day. -I enquired at ſeveral, who 
they were that managed the retreat, the 1r;þ made that day 
ſo much to their advantage, for (not to ſay worſe of them 
then they deſerve) it was in good order ſo far as we could 
ſee them, (I mean with the Horſe, and French Foot,) whatſo- 


ever they did afterwards, but I could hear of none in parti- 


cular, only Lieutenant Gen. Hambleton ſays, it wasmy Lord Gil- 
70y, Who is not thought anextraordinary Souldier ; but this is 
certainthat the French were towards the left of their Army that 
day, and fodid little or no ſervice, except it was in the retreat, 
whereas if they had poſted them, inſtead of the 7 Foot, at 


the Paſs, we had found warmer work of it: But Providence © 


orders all things, and amongſt thoſe the Counſels of the greateſt. 
The night after the Battle we lay upon-our Arms at Duleck, 
and next morning were ſent a Party back out of every Regi- 


"ment, to fetchup our Tents aud Baggage from beyond the Boy» : 


As likewiſe Brigadeer La Aillinier was lent with a Party of a 
thouſand Horſe and Dragoons, about three hundred Foot, and 
eight peice of Canon to ſummon Drogheda. 

The Governour received the firſt Summons very indifferent- 
ly, but then he had word ſent, that if he forced the Canon 
co be fired on them, they ſhould have no quarter : The Go- 
vernor at length confidered better of it, and believing the Iriſh 
Army tobe totally routed, he ſurrendred upon Condition to

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TFuly. be conducted to the next Garriſon, which was Arhlove, And 
ASC the next day about x 300. of them marched out without their 
Arms, having a Convoy according to Agreement. Colonel 

Cuts's Men took poſileſfion of the Place, where they found 

good ſtore of wine and other things that were confiderabl-, 

and took great care to preſerve the Town from any violence 

of the Souldiers. This Town is one of the beſt in Ireland, un- 

to which- King Edward the Second, for Theobald Verdens fake, 
granted Licenſe for a Market and Fair, and ſucceeding Kings 
confirmed many and great Priviledges to it, amongſt others 

that of a Mint : Cromwel at his firſt landing in Ire/and took i: 

by Storm, and put above 2000. men to the Sword in it. The 

River Boyz runs thro' the Town, which takes its name from 

ſwift running, for Boin both in Iriſh and Brittiſh ſignifies Swift, 

as the Learned fay : Its a great and rapid River, and what- 

ever it has been formerly it will be famous in ſucceeding Ages 

for this Action : I have ſhewn the ſpot of ground to ſome who 

deſign to erect a Pillar where the King eſcaped ſo narrowly, 

to perpetuate ſo memorable an Action: Near the ground, 


where we encampr, ſtands Mellifonr Abby, founded inthe year 
1168. by Donald King of Uriel, and is much praiſed by St. Ber- 
»ard, it was given afterwards by Queen Elizabeth to Sir Ed- 
ward More of Kent , for his good ſervice in the Wars both at 
home and abroad, and is now the Seat of the Earl of Drogheda. 

But this I'm afraid will be thought a little out of my preſent 
rode, and therefore Wedneſdy, the 2 of Jy, we marched not 


above a mile, to convenient Ground, and there pitched our 
Tents : I remember we had a kind of Alarm that afternoon, 
and ſome ſay it was five Troops of Horſe, and threeRegiments 
of Foot, that came from Munſter to joyn King Famesrs Army, 
who appeared in the flank of us, but ſending two Spies to dil. 
cover who we were, they were taken and hanged, tho the Par. 
ty marched off untouched. Mounfieur Cambon had almoſt fer 
his own and my Lord Droghedas Regiment by the Ears by or- 
dering a Detachment of his men to take away by force the 
Graſs trom the Rear of the other Regiment : The matter came 
ſo high, that both Parties were charging their Peeces, but. my 
Lord Drogheda ordered his men to their Tents, and Lieut. Gen. 
Douglas ordered Mounſieur Cambon to defilt from his pretenſions, 
this might have been of dangerous confequence, and yer ws 
or 
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Lord was ſo kind to Mounfieur Camber, as not to acquaint the 
King with it- 

On Thurſday the 3. of July, his Majeſty marched forwards 
with his Army to a place called Bally Brighan, and there en- 
camped; on his march he had an account by one Mr. Sanders, 
(whom the Biſhop of 2death, Dr. King,Captain Fitz Gerald, and 
other Proteſtants, that had taken upon them , the protetion 
of the City, had ſent for that purpoſe) that the rh had letr 
Dublin : towards which the Duke of Ormond marched with 
rto00 Horſe, and found Captain Farlow Governour, wha 
two days before had been a Priſoner. The Dutch Guards 
were ſent alſo, who took poſleſſion of the Caſtle, as the Duke 


of Ormond did of the out Guards of the Town with his Horſe, 


next day we lay Encamped, and above 3oo Citizens came 
out from Dablin, to wait upon the King, and to welcome 
our Army, and abundance of people flocked from all places, 
to ſee our Camp. The Country all hereabouts, is moſt of ic 
Inhabited with old Ergliſh, and is called Finga!, that is a 
Nation of Foreigners: Its ſcarce worth the Relating what is 
writ in the 1riÞþ Annals of a Country man nigh this place, 
that in the year 1341, found a pair of Gloves, in drawing on 
of which, he Barked like a Dog, and from that preſent, the 
Elder in that Gountry Barked like big Dogs, and the young 
ones like Whelps, and this continued wich ſome for eighteen 
dayes, with others a month, and with ſome for two years, 
and entred alſo into ſeveral other places; and they tell you 
likewiſe of the men in the County of Tipperarys being turn'd 
into Wolves at a certain time of the year; but theſe are trifles, 
for they are commonly Dogs or Wolves in their Nature, but

Saturday the 5 of Fuly, we marched to Finglaſs, two miles 
wide of Dublin , his Majeſty did not go to the City , but 
ſtaid in the Field with his Army , yet next day being Sur- 
day, he went to St. Patricks Church, and returned on orſe- 
back to the Camp to dinner. This City of Dablin, is by much 
the Largeſt and Beſt in all Ireland, and inferiour to none in 
Evnpland, except London, moſt of the Houſes and Streets, are 
very Regular and Modern, and the people as Faſhionable as 
any where.

things from the 1r5þ, who had ſtaid upon the Kings Declaration; 
and frequent complaints came already to the General, but 
Plundering went on ſtill, eſpecially amongſt the Northern Men, 
who are very dextrous at that ſport: Suzdzy morning Cap- 
tain Aughmonty, of Colonel YWoolſleys Regiment, went with a 
party of Horſe towards the County of Longferd. And Mun- 
day the 14th. they met the Army at Mullingar, ( whither we 
marched ) and ſeveral of the 1h came in for Protections, 
though when they had them they were of little force to: ſe- 
cure their Goods or themſelves.

Fleets; that Duke Schonberg was dead ; and it was ſaid the 
Prince of Orange was ſo too; that their King was gone for 
France, but it was no great matter (he ſaid) where he was, 
for they were better without him. Then he adviſed his Father 
not to take a Protection, becauſe thoſe that did were lookt upon 
as Enemies. And after his Letter was ſealed, he had writ on the 
out-ſide, Fuſt now we have an Account , by a Gentleman that's 


' come Fo 6 from Dublin, that Orange is certainly dead, ſo that 


all will be well again. Such weretheir Hopes and Expectations 
at that time : But though they believed moſt of thoſe things, 
yet they did not certainly know what to make on't, for they 
had no good opinion of the late King, as may appear by a 
great many inſtances ; for Sarcefield ſometime afterward, ſpeak- 
ing of the Action at the Boyn, 1wore if we would change Kings 
they wonld fight it over again and beat us. For, certainly, the 
Courageand Countenance of the Chief Commander in Armies 
is a material Point in the ſucceſs of the Action, and eſpecially in 
Kings for he that has a Genius tothe War has Advantages above 
other Men; that makes his Gentry, Nobility, and Officers ftrive 
co imitate his Example, by which he is better ſerved, and com- 
monly more fortunate. 

The 1 5th. we remained Encamped at Mulngar, and about 
5co Creights came from the. County of Longford, with their 
Wives, Children, Cattle, and every thing that they could bring 


' away; their buſineſs was to procure the Generals Protection, 


which was granted them, and they moved homewards as the 
Army marched. forwards, bur were molt of them plundered af 
rerwards. There had been a Friery at Mullingar during the late 
Kings Reign, but the Friday before we got thicther the Fathers 
thought fit to go a Pilgrimage into Conaught. This Evening a 
party of Col. Rſſel's Horſe went towards Athlone, and came 
within three miles of the place, but did no feats worth the men- 
tibning ; next day we marcht to Ballimoor, where ſtands a ſtrong 
Houſe at the ſide of a Lough, which the Enemy has ſince fort» 


fied: And Thurſday, Fuly 19th. we came before Athlone, and 
encamped 
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of the Affairs of Ireland. 


encamped within a quarter of a mile of the Town ; the Ene- 
my playing their great Guns upon us as we marched, but did 
us little dammage- The General fent a Drum to Summons 
the Town ; but old Colonel Grace, the Governor, fired a Piitol 
at him, and ſent word thoſe were the Terms he was for. The 
Town it ſelf ſtands on a narrow Neck of Land between two 
Bogs, (one on either fide the Shannon, ) and you cannot 
come to it, much lefs paſs the River any where, up or down, 
within fix or eight miles except at the Town, through the 
midſt of which the River Shannon runs, and is both very 
broad and deep, being by much the greateſt in theſe three 
Kingdoms. Ptolomy calls this River Senns; Giraldus Flumen, 
Senenſe ; but the Irih call it Shannon , that is, the Ancient 
River. lt ariſes out of Theru Hills in the County of Le- 
#4, and running through an excellent Country, and eve- 
ral Towns, ( particularly Limerick and Athloze,) it falls into 
the Sea beyond Knock-Parrick, a Mountain upon which St. Pa- 
trick conjured all the Venomous Creatures in Ireland, and 
threw them into the Sea , infomuch that nothing of that 
kind has appeared, or will live, in that Kingdom ever ſince, 
(if you'll believe what the 5 do; ) however, this River is Na- 
vigable for above twenty Leagues. That part of Athlone ſtand- 
ing on the South-ſide the Shannen is called the Engliſh Town, 
and that on the other, the 1b Town, where ſtands a very 
ſtrong Caſtle. Athlone is the head Town in the County 
of Roſcommon, and was. formerly the Barony of the: © Kellys. 
There is a very good Stone-Bridge between the two Towns, 
which was Built by Sir Henry Sidney in Queen Elizabeth's time, 
and becauſe this is commonly accounted the Center of Ireland, 
that Queen once deſigned to make it the Reſidence of the 
Lords Juſtices. 'The Engl;h Town not being 1o eaſieto defend,the 
ih Burnt it the day before our coming, and broke down the 
Bridge. "They had ſeveral very convenient opportunities to 
diſturb us in our march to the Town, becauſe of the Bogs, 
Woods, and Paſles that lay very advantageous for that pur- 
poſe, but they retired over the River, to detend che other lide 
about 200 Yards above the Town they had raiſed ſome Breaſt- 
works ; on the River-fade, nigh'the end of the Bridge, they had 


caſt up ſeveral Redoubts, and other Works, and had planted 
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two Batteries of ewo Guns a piece, beſides what were in the 
Caſtle. - | 

Friday we ſpent in contriving our Batteries z and our 
Works, and on Saturday we planted two Field-Pieces, which 
did the Enemies Guns fome damage; then one hundred 
and fifty Men out of each Regiment were ordered to 


make and carry Faſcines z and in two days more we had a 


Battery of ſix . Guns finiſhed , nigh the Bridge-end, which 
plaid upon the Caſtle » "and made a ſmall Breach to 
wards the top. On Sunday the 20th. the General ſent a De- 
tachment of Horſe, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Barry, 
and 150 Granadeers mounted, commanded by Major Aorgiſon 
and Captain Carlike, towards Lanesbrough Paſs, but they re- 
turned the next day, without doing any thing that was Re- 
markable ; the Enemy having a Fort well mann'd towards the 
Bridge, and four Companies of. Foot in the Town. That day 
one Captain Mackgill, a Voſuntier, was kill'd at our Battery with 
a Canon-ſhot from the Caſtle. Our Train at Athlone was 
only two twelve Pounders , ten leſſer Guns, and two ſmall 
Field Mortars ; which, when planted againſt the Caſtle, did it 
littls or no damage : ( This;was. a misfortune that Lieucenant- 
General Douglas found Athlone ſtronger than he expected, for 
it's faid, he had what Guns and: Men he deſired to reduce it 
withal.) The firing continued, however, on both ſides 3 and 
on Tweſday one Mr, Nelſon, our beſt Gunner, was killed wich 
a ſmall Shot, On Wednefday we had news that Sarcefield, with 
I5oco Men, was coming to raiſe the Siege; which made the 
General ſend all his ſick and wounded Men towards Mulln- 
gar. Next Morning early, the Beſfieged hung out a Bloody 
Flag, which occaſiond ſmart firing ; and in the Evening the 
General called all the Colonels to a Council of War, where 
he told them the neceflity of Removing from the Town ; for 
we had very little Bread all che while, and there was ſome 


reaſon to believe the I;þ Army would cut off our Commu- 


nication from Dublin. So that we had Orders to be ready 


to march at twelve a Clock that Night ; we begun at the 


time appointed to ſend away our Baggage, and at break of 
Day, or a little after, we marcht off, the Enemy not ſo much 


as firing one Gun at us | 
| I know 
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I know that whilſt we lay here there were ſome that prof: 
ferrd to paſs the River at a Ford a little above the Bridge, 
and fo beat the 1 out of their Works; but this was ſooner 
ſaid than done, for the Ford is naturally very deep and dan- 
gerous; beſides, the Iriſh had fortified the other ſide with 
Breaſt-works, two Batteries, and a conſiderable Fort : And then 
if we had forced our way over, and could not . have taken 
the Caltle in a ſmall time, we muſt have been obliged to fight 
the greateſt part of the 1r;þ Army, which was then drawing 
down upon us. Nay, if we had been Maſters of the Town 
and' Caſtle, the Iriſ might ſo have ordered it, as to have cut 
off our Communication from Dublin, and ſo ſtarved 


us, for we were already glad of a very ſmall Allowance of 
Bread. 


Colonel Grace, the Governar,.had been very active on the 
Iriſh ſide in the laſt Wars, but was now very old, and this was 
the third time that he had burnt that Town ; the Enemy had 
in it three Regiments of Foot, nine Troops of Dragoons, and 
two of Horſe, and. more lay. encamped.not far off. During 
our ftay here ( which was from Thurſday. the.17th. to Friday the 
2 Fth.) the Country People, of. all Perilwaſions, begun to think 
us troubleſome. | 


This muſt be ſaid for Lieutenant-General Douglas, that both 
whilſt he ſtaid here, and all along on his march, he conſtantly 
gave out very ſtrict Orders againſt Plundering or- Stragling 
tromthe Army. But it were better that good Ruks were not 
made, than when they are fo, they ſhould not be obferved, and 
the: breakers efcape puniſhment. For ſome Peoples taking li- 
berty & break Rules, encourage others to loſe their Reverence 
to them. Example always goes further than Precept, and moſt 
Men. ſee better than they underſtand ; ſo that whatever Rules 
are made in an Army by a General, they are to be obſerved 
by every one; elſe with what juſtice can one be puniſhed 
tor the breach of thoſe Orders, which others make no Con- 
ſcience in- obeying- 
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We loſt in this Expedition not above thirty Men before the 
Town, and the Enemy very few ; but in our march too and 


What Men ft again, what with ſickneſs, hard marching, the Rapperees ſur- 


priſing as they ſtraggled, and ſeveral other diſadvantages, we 


tell ſhort of our Number three or four hundred ; though be- 


fore we got to the Kings Army we killed and took Pri- 
foners a great many thouſands, but more of theſe had four 
Feet than two. 

All the poor Proteſtants thereabouts were now in a worſe 
condition than before , for they had enjoyed the benefit of 
the Tri Protetions till our coming thither : and then ſhew- 
ing themſelves Friends to us, put them under a necefſlity of 
retreating with us ; which a great many did, leaving all their 
Harveſt at that time ready to cut down, &'c. and yet were 
hardly uſed by our own Men. 


On our firſt Days march backwards, the General received 
an Expreſs from the King, (ſome fay it was to draw off 
and joyn the Army, and that he had poſitive Orders before 
not to paſs the Shannen at all:.) And at the fame time we 


had an Account of a Conſpiracy in Eng/and againſt the Queen, 


and that fome French- were. Landed there, having burnt 
fome Towns on the Coaſt: And it was reported alſo that the 
late King was Landed in that Kingdom. We marched back 
that Day to Ballimore, where we ſtaid four Days; on one 
of which there hap'ned the greateſt Thunder and Lightning 
that has been heard of in thoſe parts. And about this time 
ſeveral of the 1riſþ that had' taken. Proteions, when they 
could not have the benefit of them, began to turn Rappe- 
Tees, ſtripping and' ſometimes killing our Men. that they 
found ſtraggling. | .

Shot immediately, for Morodeing (as they called it. } The Gene- 
ral had given out orders, that none ſhould ſtir out of their Ranks 
on pain of Death, however this poor Fellow 'and four more 
were not ſo obſervant of their duty as they ought tobe,which the 
Generaleſpying cauſed them to be ſeized immediately,and throw 
Dice for their lives.We had an Account at Ballyboy,that the Ene-> 
my was at Banoher Bridge, with a very ſtrong party to diſturb 
our march, which made us next day ſtrike to the let, to Roſ- 
creaugh,inſtead of going to Bur as we deligned, for that way 
was full of Woods and narrow Paſles, where the Enemy had 
great Advantage of us. We ſtayed at Roſcreaugh, the ſecond of 
Augeſt, and onthethird in the Morning, came twelve Troopers 
from the Kings Army (who lay then at Goulden Bridge) to 
haſten our march, for the King expreſt himſelf ta be in trot- 


ble, leſt the Enemy ſhould be too many for us in that place. 


That day we marched beyond the Dewls Bit , and all along 
as we paſſed, wecould ſeethe Rapparees looking upon us from 
the Mountains, but we had now ſo many Cattle, Horſes and 
Attenders, on our marches, as made us look as big nigh hand 
as the other part of the Army, and the Souldiers uſed to 1ay,that 
the Cattle and Sheep themſelves could tell by their differenc 
tones to whom they belonged. From this place all down to 
Caſhel, and fo towards Clonmel and Waterford one way, and to- 
wards Tipperary and Limerick another, is one of the fineſt Coun-- 
tries I ever faw,if it had Inhabitants accordingly. ( Great pare 
of it is called the Goulden wale.)On the 4 Colonel Wooſleys Horle, 
Colonel 7ifins and St. Fohns Foot marched back trom hence 
towards Mullingar , to ſecure the Country, they came 1o far 
teſt the Enemy ſhould attackus, and now.we being ſecure, they 
marched back another way:

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Auguſs old, and therefore he gave his Souldiers liberty this afternoon, 
APrYS> to take what they pleaſed for their {aſtenance,but the true reaſon 
was, becauſe we had no Bread. The 6. we marched to a Village 
call2d Dundrum, a little to the North of Caſhel, one of the moſt 
Ancient Cities in Ire/and, famous of old, for the Preaching of 
St. Patrick, where afterwards was built a very conſiderable 
Cathedral, it was made an Archepiſcopal dignity by Eugenius 
the third Biſhop of Rome, and had under it in times paſt, many 
Biſhopricks and Suffragons. As you go up to this Church,there 
is a Stone upon which Antiently all the Kingsof 14zfer uſed to 
be Crowned. (I ſuppoſe it was after the ſame manner with the 
Ulſter Kings, which was by throwing an old thoo over 
their heads, and ſometimes by killing a white Cow, &c.) 
There are ſeveral Monuments of good Antiquity in this 
Church , and it was remarkable in the late Wars , * for 
In th?

The 11. the Army 
marchedto K/] Kulley Bridge,the King this morning paſling by the 
Neſs, ſaw a Souldier Robbing a poor Woman, which inraged 
his Majeſty ſo much, that he beat him with his Cane, and gave 
orders that . he and ſeveral others guilty of the like diſobedience 
ſhould be Executed the AMdonday following, ſome people were 1o 
wicked as put a bad conſtruction on this Action of the Kings 
but it had ſo good an effect upon that part of the Army, that 
the Country was ſecured from any violence done by the Souldi- 
ers during that whole march, two of the other Sufferers, were 
Iniskillin Dragoons. On Sunday the Army reſted, and on Mua- 
day they marched to Tommalin, 1everal of the Country people 
and ſome Gentlemen that were Papiſts coming in, to whom 
the King ordered Protections. We heard all long on our march 
of the Confuſion the Enemy was in, and had Accounts daily, 
of their reſorts to Limerick,and other ſtrong places;whilſt we were 
here,ſeveral came to usfrom Kil/kenny,who gave his Majeſty an 
Account of the State of that Garriſon, that part of the Enemies 
Horſe and Foot were there ſtill, but with thoughts of quitting 


the Town upon our approach, and at their going off they made. 
the Inhabitants give them a ſum of mony, to ſave the Town. 


from plundring. From Tommalin we marched to Caſtle-Der- 


mot, Where ſtood in old time, two or three Religious Houſes, . 


the Ruins of whichas yet remain; one oftheſe was of the Fryars 


Minors, Sackt and Plundred by the Scots, under Bruce, in the 


year 1316; In which year, the I; were here alſo overthrown 
by Edward Bottilar (or Buttler) Lord Juſtice of Ireland. Here 


the King received ſome Packets from England, giving him a 


further Account of his Fleet, and Sea affairs, which was eaſily 


underſtood not to be very grateful , and as is ſuppoſed was:

We had alfo 
an-Account here, ot ſome that took Prote&ions, and yer in the 


night made their eſcape to the Enemy, having only got thoſe 


Protections thereby to procure a better opportunity of going off 
with what they had, upon which parties were ſent out on all 


hands to clear the Mountains and Woods near the Army,which 


kept the reſt at home, from hence Colonel Eppingar , went 
with a party of 1000 Horſe and Dragoons, to ſecure Wexeford, 
which 1ome time before was deſerted by the Irih Garriſon, 
this Town was firſt taken by Fitz, Stephen, in the Reign of 
King Hen. 2. And hereabouts were the firſt Engliſh planted 
in Ireland, they were a Colony of Weſt-Country men, and 
retain their oid Erglifh Tone and Cuſtoms to tliis day. I am 
credibly informed that every day about one or two a Clock 
in Summer, they go to Bed the whole Country round, nay 
the very Hens fiyup, and the Sheep go to Fold as orderly as ic 
were night. 

The Army reited a day at Ca#tle Dermot, and the next 
day marched beyond Carlow, ſending forwards a party. of 
Horſe, under the Command of the Duke of Ormond to take 
poſſeflion of Kill Kenny, and to ſecure the Proteſtants, and o- 
ther Inhabitants in the Country about, from being Plundred 
by the Enemy,for by this time ſome ofthem ad ventured to look 
behind them , and to return to take along what they had 
not time nor conveniency to carry off at firſt, here the Ar- 
my ſtaid a day alſo, and the next day marched to a place 
called Kells, two miles beyond LeughlindBridge , and the 
day following to Bernets Bridge, three miles to the Northeſt 
of Kill-Kenny upon the ſame River. 

The 19. his Majeſty dined with the Duke of Ormond, at his 
Caſtle of Ki! Kenny, this Houſe was preſerved by the Count de 
Lauzun, with all the Goods and Furniture, and lefc in a good 
Condition, not without the Cellars well furniſhed with what 
they had not time to drink at their going off. K://kenny ſig- 
nifies the -Cell or Church of Canick, who for the San&timo=- 
ny of his Solitary Life in this Country was highly Renowned ; 
this was one of the beſt Inland Towns in Ireland: the Iriſh 
Town has in it the faid Canicks Church, now the Cathedral of

the Biſhop of Ofſory. The Engliſh Town was built by Randolph 


the third Earl of CheFter, and tortified with a Wall on the Weſt WY VN 


ſide, by Robert Talbot a Nobleman, and this Caſtle by the 
Butlers, Anceſtors to the preſent Duke of Ormond. 

 Oa Sunday the 20th. They marched ſix Miles farther, and 
Encamp'd at a Place called Roſed-Narrow upon the Eſtate of one 
Mr. Read, where the King had an Account of one Fitz Morrice, 
Sheriff of the @ucens County, that was under Protedion,and after- 
wards went off in the Night with his Family and all his Stock : 
the King had alſo News that the Enemy had quiited Clonmel, 
whither Count Schomberg marched with a Body of Horſe. 
This is one of the ſtrongeſt Towns in Ireland, and coſt Oliver 
Cromwel at leaſt 2000 Men in taking it : the Ti» made ſome 
Pretenſions to hold it out now ; in order to which they levelled 
all the Suburbs and Hedges, but all they did was to make the 
Inhabitants pay them 300 /. to fave the Town from being burne 
or plundred : it ſtands upon the River Sure, in a pleaſant and 
fruitful Country. Here my Lord George Howard, and fome more, 
came in and ſubmitted, who had Protections.

Sollicitations from the Inhabitants to haſten to cheir Reliet, 
which at that time they repreſented as a thing very eaſje. 

. On the 224. Major General Kirk with his own Regiment, 
and Colonel Brewers 3 as alſo a Party of Horſe went towards 
TVaterford, more Forces deſigning to follow. The Major Ge- 


neral ſent a Trumpet to Summon the Town, who ar firſt retu- yygacerforg 
led to ſurrender, (there being Two Regiments then in Gariſon) ſumnan'd, 


their Refuſal however was in 1uch civil Terms, that we eaſily 
underſtood their Inclinations ; for ſoon after they ſent out a-

The King

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of their own ; which were, That they might enjoy their F- 
ſkates, The Liberty of their Religion, A ſafe Convoy to the 
next Garriſon, with their Arms and proper Goods: thoſe would 
not be Granted, and then the heavy Cannon were drawn down 
that way, and ſome more Forces ordered to march ; but the 
Iriſh underſtanding this, ſent to ask Liberty to march out with 
their Arms, and to have a ſafe Convoy, which was grante( 
them; and accordingly on the 25th. they marched out with 
their Arms and Baggage, being conducted to Mellow. 

In the mean time the Fort of * Duncanon, Seven Miles below 
Waterford, was ſummon'd. This is a Strong and Regular Forti- 
fication, being at that time Commanded by one Captain Burk, 
and well furniſhed with Guns, and all other Neceſlaries : the 
Governour required Seven days to Conſider of ic, which being 
denied him, he ſaid he would take fo much time ; but upon the 
approach of our Forces, and the appearing of ſome Ships be- 
fore it, he ſurrendered upon the ſame Terms wich 7a- 
terford. 

The day that Waterford Surrendred, the King himfelf went 
to ſee it, and took great care that no Perſons ſhould be diſturb- 
ed in their Honfes or Goods. Here we found my Lord 
Dover, who was admitted to a more particular Prote&tion, he 
having formerly applyed himſelf when the King was. at Hills 
borough, by a Leter to Major General Kirk, to defire a Paſs for 
himlelf and Family into Flanders. "Fhe City of Waterford 
was built firſt by certain Pyrates of Norway, and afterwards 
won from the Tr:ſh by Richard Earl of Pembrook : The Citizens 
hereof had large Privileges granted them by King Hen. 57. for 
demeaning themſelves Loyally againſt Perkzz Warbeck, It was 
Granted by Patent from King Hen. 6. to Fob Talbot Earl of 
Shrewsbury and his Heirs, who by the fame Patent were to 
be Seneſcals of Ireland, But this City afterwards was annexed 
to the Crown. . 

At the King's returning to the Camp, His Majeſty held a 
Council, wherein he declares his Reſolution to go for England ; 
In the mean tinie our Horſe Encamped between Carruck and 
Clonmell, and the Earl of Granard came to wait on His Majeſty ; 
he receiving at the ſame time an Expreſs irom Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Dewg/aſs, who gave but an indifferent Account of that 
Expedition. |

On the 257:b the King left the Camp at Carruck, and went 
towards Dublin, in order for England; which occaſioned va- 
rious Conje&tures, and ſome Apprehenſions that the Aﬀeairs of 
England were in no pleaſing Poſture, His Majeſty lefc Count | 
So!mes Commander in Chief, and went thac night to Carlow, ,... mc 


where ho met wich ſome Accounts from Ergiand, upon which 
he expreſt himſelf doubtful whether to. go over or return to the 
Army. However he went on as far as Chappel [k2rd, and there 
he was employed for about Three days in hearing Petitions ; 
ſome of which related to the violation of Protections, and the 
Outrages committed by Lieutenant General Douglas's Party : 
As alſo others about Abuſes and Inconveniences trom the late 
Commiſlion 3 and ſeveral Complaints were made againſt Col, 
Trelawney's Regiment then in Du«blin, Here the King gave Ocders 
that Count Schomberg's Horſe, Col. Mathews's Dragoons, Col. 


 Haſting's and Col. Tre/awney's Foot, with one Troop of Guards 


ſhould be ſhipt for England ; and on the firſt of Auguſt publithed 
a Second Declaration, not only confirming and ſt:engthning the 
former, but alſo adding, That if any Foreigners in Arms againſt 
Him would ſubmit, they ſhould have Paſles to go into their own 
Countries, or whither they pleaſed. And another Proclamati- 
on came out, dated Fuly 31. Commanding all the Papitts to de- 
liver up their Arms 3 and thoſe who did not were to be look*d 
upon as Rebels and Traytors, and abandoned to the diſcretion 
of the Soldiers. And at the ſame time was likewiſe publiſhed 
a Proclamation for a General Faſt to be kept conſtantly every 
Friday during the War, in all parts of thz Kingdom under his 
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left General,

and that the French nad only byrnt a ſmall Village in

ving his ſpare Horſes to the Train ; and then, on the 24 of 
Auguſt.went back towards his Army, which he found then at 
Goulden Bridge on which day a Soldier was hang'd for muti- 
ning. Here the King ſtay'd a day or ewo, and had Accounts 
from ſeveral Deſerters of the Preparations the Enemy was 
making for their own. defence and ſafety. On the 67h, the 
King with his Army march'd to Sallywood, having the day be- 
fore ſent a Party of Horſe towards Limerick. And on the 5h 
his Majeſty march'd to Carigalls, within five miles of Limerick. 
Upon our approach thither the Enemy burnt and levelPd all 
the Suburbs ; as alſo ſet fire to all the Houſes in the Country 
between us and the Town. © On the the 8th of Auguff early in 
the Morning my Lord Pertland, and Brigadeer Sruart were ſent 


A Party ſent towards Limerick, with about Eleven hundred Horſe and Foot, 
zoward Lime- who advanced within Cannon-ſhot of the Town , but met 


rick. 


with little oppoſition from the Enemy ; and before they return- 
ed his Majeſty went out with about Three hundred Horſe, be- 
ing accompanied with Prince George, the Heer Overkirk, Ma- 
jor General Ginkle, and ſeveral other great Officers. When 
theſe went nigh the Town, a Party of the Enemies Horſe ad- 
vanced toward them : But Captain Selby, of my Lord of Ox- 
ferd's Regiment having the Advance Guard, drew towards them, 
with a deſign to charge them ; which they perceiving, thought 
fit to draw homewards, their Cannon firing from the Town ſe- 
veral times. Then in the Evening Lieutenant General Dou- 
glaſs with his Party join'd the Kings Army, | 
The 9th of Auguſt in the morning early, the King ſends three 
Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons, with a Detachment of 
One Thouſand Foot, commanded by Sir Henry Bellafis ( as 
Brigadeer) my Lord Drogheda, and Colonel. Earle, as an Ad- 


The whole Ar- vance Guard to make the firſt approach, and all the Army both 
my make their Horſe and Foot followed in order. About fix a Clock our Ad-

vance Party diſcovered ſome of the Enemy upon the top of an 
Hill, three Miles on this ſide the Town: our Men drew up, 
and then marched ſlowly forwards ; and as we proceedad 
the Enemy diſappear'd by degrees, till they were all gone off 
the Hill: Wedrew forwards 3 and about half a mile further we 
cou'd fee a great partofthe Town from a riſing ground, but could 
not diſcoyer the ways to it, nor who were between us _ ir, 

ecauſe 
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becauſe of a great many thick Incloſures and Lanes ; in one of Avguſ. 


which the Enemy appeared again. Our Men halted a little 
till the Pioneers had cut down the Hedges to the right and left ; 
which done, they advanced, and the Enemy drew back. This 
took ſome time a doing, and therefore the Front of our Army, 
both of Horſe and Foot came up: The King was here at 
firſt, riding from one place to another to order Matters, as his 
Cuitom always was. We cut the Hedges in a great many 


places, and went forwards, and the Enemy they drew home-. 


wards, till they came to a narrow Paſs between two Bogs, 
within half a Mile of the Town. The Neck of Land be- 
tween theſe Bogs is not above 150 Yards over, and this 
full of Hedges, with a large Orchard, a Stone-Wall, and al- 
ſo the Ruines of a great Houſs upon the Lane-ſide, which the 
Iriſh had burnt the Day before. But there were Three Lanes 
that led this way towards the Town, the middlemoſt being the 
broadeſt, the Tiþ Horſe ſtood in it, on the Paſs beyond this 
old Houle ; and whilſt our Pioneers were at work, the Front 
of our Horſe went up ſoclole, that there were ſeveral little Fi- 
rings, but not much damage doneon either ſide : To the Right 
and Left of the rj. Horſe, the Hedges were all lined with: 
Muſqueteers, of whom our Foot were got now within leſs than 
ewo hundred Yards, The Pioneers laboured at the Hedges all 
this while, and the Army made their Approaches in excellent 
Order : The Detached Party. of Foot was upon the Advance 
towards the Centre, the Horſe-a little to the Right of them, 
followed by the Earl of Drogheda's Regiment, and Lieutenant 
General Deuglas at the Head of them (my Lord Drogheda him- 
ſelf being upon the Advance Guard), The Danes were to- 
wards the Left, led on by the Prince of Wirremberg, anqyMajor 
General Kirk : The Blue Dutch, and ſeveral Engliſh Regiments, 
were upon the Right: All thoſe were lined with Horſe, and theſe 


fupported again with more Foot : So that all Men that under» 


ſtood it, ſaid it was a moſt curious ſight; for though the 
Hedges were very thick and troubleſome, yet it was ſo ordered, 
that the Front kept all on a Line, except the advance Party, 
who went. always ſome diſtance before. Whilſt things were 
going on thus, the King ordered Two Field-Pieces to be plant- 
ed towards the Lefr, where they could bear upon the Enemies

whilſt the Pioneers were at work, they would fit them down, 
and ask one another, whether they thought they ſhould have 
any Bread to day ? (for they began to want their Breakfaſts, 


.chough ſome few of them went to the next World for it.) The 


Danes to the Left ſtood with all the Care and Circumſpeion 
in the World 3 but obſerving the Poſture of ſome of our Men, 
and hearing what they ſaid, they believed we had no mind to 
fight 3 yet no ſooner were the Hedges down, and our Front 
advancing in a narrow Field, but the Ir; fired a whole Vol- 
ley upon them from the Neighbouring Hedges; which our 
Men leeing, ſome of them cry'd- aloud, 4b ye Toads, - are ye 


there? we'll be with you preſently : And being led on by my Lord 


Drogheda and Colonel Earle, they ran along the Field directly 
towards the Hedges where the 1; were planted ; which the 
others ſeeing, immediately quitted, and then our Men fired 
upon them as they retreated to the next Hedges, .and ſo beat 
them from one Hedge to another, even to the very end of 
the Suburbs, which then were all burnt and levelled. During 
this Action the Danes advanced in the Left, and the Blue Dutch 
with the Engliſh on the Right, the Horſe coming on in the 
Centre. So that in leſs than half an hour from the firſt Vol- 
ley, the 7 were driven under their very Walls; nor did we 
loſe a Dozen Men in all this Aﬀtion : When as if the Tiſh 
had managed this Advantage of Ground, and fortified the 
Paſs, as well as Tretor's Fort on the Right of it, (which was 
built by Ireron on his firſt coming before Limerick : It ſtands on 
a Riſing Ground, and over-looks the Paſs on one fide, and the 
Town, on the other: (This. we commonly called CromwePs Fort) 
they might have kept us ſome Days from approaching the 
Town; at leaſt, they might have kill'd us a great many Men : 
But the truth is, they had not time for all this: They had drawn 
up, however, ſeveral Companies of Men in the Fort, but when 
they ſaw us coming on, they retreated towards the Town with- 
out ever firing a Shot. 

We were not as yet ſaluted with one Great Gun from the 
Town, becauſe their own Men had been between them and us, 
but as ſoon as they retreated under the Walls, they let fly a- 
main amongſt us, and kill'd ſeveral as they marched in ; a- 
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Cromwel's Fort, playing them upon the Town and the Our- 
works; and before Five a Clock in the Afﬀernoon, all our 
Army was marched in, and moſt of them enacampt within 
Cannon-ſhot. In a Siege th firit two things that are to 
be regarded, 1s the ſafe encamping our. Men, and the drawing 
theLine of Countervallation, to prevent the Enemy from Sal- 
lying ; but the latter of theſe we did not much mind, becauſe 
I ſuppoſe we did not much fear any deſperate Sallies ; and the 
former was in ſome mealure prevented by the fituation of our 
Camp. The Danes encampt to the Lett, where they found an 
Old Fort built by their Anceſtors, which they were very proud 
of; and from thence they fired Three or Four Field-Pieces up- 
on the Iriſh that lay entrenched between them and the Town. 
The Detached Party kept an Advance Poſt cill they were relie- 
ved about Nine a Clock, and the Lord Drogheda's Regiment 
was placed next the Town, nigh CromwePs Fort , where they 
were to ſtop the Enemies Career, if they attempted a 
Sally. 


As ſoon as our Army was poſted, the King ordered a Trum- 7h Town Sun 
pet to be ſent with a Summons to the Town ; and, as we un- 


derſtood 1ince, a great part of the Garriſon were for Capitula- 
ting, but Monſieur Boz/e/eau, the Governour, the Duke of Ber- 
wick, and Colonel Sarsfie/d oppoſed it with a great deal of 
Heat, telling them, that there were great Divitions and In- 
{urreQions in England ; That the Dauphin was landed there 
with Fifty Thouſand Men, and that the Prince of Orange 
would be obliged ſoon to draw home his Army into England. 
The Trumpeter- was ſent back from Montieur Boiſeleau, with 
a Letter directed to Sir Robert Sonuthwell, Secretary of State 
(not ſending dire&tly to the King, becauſe he would avoid (I 


{uppoſe) giving him the Title of Majeſty), That he was ſur- The Anſwer. 


priſed at the Summans, and that he thought the beſt way to 
gain the Prince of Orarge's Good Opinion, was by a vigorons 
defence of that Town which his Maſter had entruſted him 


{ wWithal. . That Evening a Party of Dragoons was ſent to view 


the Paſs at Annaghbegg, "Three Miles above Limerick, where 
Six of the Enemies Regiments of Foot, Three of Horſe, and 
Iwo of Dragoons wers poſted, on the other ſide of the Ri-

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monegſt others, a French Captain had both his Legs ſhot off, and Avuga#. 
died preſently. We drew Four Field-Pieces immediately to WW 
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Auguſt, wer, where there ſtood a large New Houfe, with a great ma-

ny Brick Walls about it, and ſeveral convenient Hedges were 
adjoyning to the River : They fired from thence upon our 
Men , but did little or no Execution, and that Night they 
marched off to the Town. The Cannon play'd on both 
ſides till it grew dark, and next Morning early, being Sunday, 
the 107h, the King ſent Eight Squadrons of Horſs and Dra- 


Regiments of Foot, under Major General Kirk, who paſſed 
the River without any oppoſition, and immediately His Ma- 
jeſty went thicher Himſelf : The Stream was very rapid and 
dangers, though the River has not been known to be fo low 
theſe many Years. The King at his Return, left Major Ge- 
neral Kirk, with his ovn, Brigadeer Stuart's, and my Lord 
Mesth's Regiments, who encampt one beyond the Ford, and 
two on this ſide , having a Party of Horle ( relieved every 
Twenty Four Hours) to ſupport them. 

A Cornet this Morning deſerted the Enemy, who told the 
King, That a great many in Town were for ſurrendring, but 
prevented by Sarsfield and Boiſeleau z "That Count Lauzyn, 
with the French, were encampt nigh Galloway, the Iriſh refu- 
ſing to receive them into Town (becauſe themſelves had done 
ſo with the 1rih ſome time before at Limerick) : That my Lord 
Tjrconne! , with moſt of the 1r;5þ Horſe, and fome Foot, were 
encamped on the other fide, about Six or Eight Miles from 
Limerick: That there were Fourteen Regiments of Foot, with 
Three of Horſe, and Two of Dragoons then in Town, The 
King ſent that Afternoon a ſmall Party of Horſe to diſcover

further off towards Galloway. :

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ſtands on Munſter ſide, and is called. the Iriſh Town, being Auguſt. i 
compaſſed about with a very ſtrong Stone-Wall, and without WWW of 


this a Counterſcarp with Palliſado's, and alſo ſeveral Forts and 
Baſtions ; and on the in-{ide the Wall they had caſt up a vaſt 


Ditch, with-an huge Bank of Earth and Stones, having only 


a place left to go in and out. The River about a quarter of 
a Mile above the Town, fplits it felf in two, and between the 
Branches lies a moſt pleaſant ſpot of Ground, called the King's 
I/land, being about 'Two Miles Circumference, on the lower 
end of which ſtands the greater part of Limerick, where there 
is a Caſtle, and a Cathedral Church. This alſo is inveſted 
with a Stone-Wall, and is called the Engliſh Town, between 
which and the Iriſh Town there is a very large Stone-Bridge 
and beyond the Engliſh Town, upon the further Branch of che 
River, there is another Bridge that leads into the County of 
Clare, near which ſtands a conſiderable Fort of Stone, and the 
Iriſh caſt up ſeveral more of Earth, and made great Fortificati- 
ons in the King's land, at which they were buſie all the while 
we continued there : Here the Tr; kept continually a ſtrong 
Guard, having alſo during our ſtay Two or Three Regiments 
entrenched, oppoſite to the Danes on' Munſter fide, towards the 
Iyeſt of the Iriſh Town. 

This Place was firſt won from the Triſh by Reimond the Groſs, 
an Engliſhman, and Son of William Fitz, Gerald, but afterwards 
burnt by Duvenald, an Iriſh Petty King of Thoumond; and 
then in proceſs of time Philip Bruce was inteoffed of it, and it 
became an Ergliſh-like Town, being fortified with a- Caſtle, 
and walld, by King John. In the late times Cromwel was cal- 
led over into England before his Army reached that Place, and 
Ireton managed the Seige, who died here afterwards, He laid 
a great many Months before it, and did not take it at laſt. 
Colonel Fennel, and others of the Triſh, in ſome reſpect, be- 
tray'd the Town to him 3 for againſt the Governour*s Conſent 
they drew up Arcicles, and ſending them to [reton's Camp, on 
the 27th of Ofober 1651. they received Two Hundred Men ar 
St. Fohn's Gate, and more into another Fore, called Price's 
Mill ; next day getting poſleflion of the Town, Ireton hang'd 
ſeveral of thoſe that were ſtill for defending of it. 


But to come again to our bufineſs : -The Triſh began alſo to The Triſh ere2 
make Two ſmall Forts between us and the 7þ Town, one £9.

There was a Spur at the South Gate, whereon the greateſt of 

their Guns were planted, and at another ſmall Gare, with a 

Sally-port ( called St. Foby's Gate) towards the Eaſt, they 

had alſo a Battery of Three Guns, which from its Colour we 

called rhe: Black Battery : This was juft under the place where 

we made our Breach. Our Camp was ordered thus : The 

King's Camp was to the Right, in the Second Line ; next him 

the Horſe Guards, and Blue- Dutch. ; then fome Engliſh. and 

Dutch Regiments, then the French and Danes, and behind all 

were the Horſe, though afrer ſome time we rather encamped 
conveniently than regularly. 

Whether it was that His Majeſty was made believe the 

Town would ſurrender upon Summons, or what elfe-was in it 

I know not 3 but when we ſate down before Limerick, we had 

only a Field-Train , though we had been a Month in our 

March from Dublin thither ; and whether it be uſual to go be- 

fore a Town without ſufficient Materials to force it, I am no 

Competent Judge : However, there were Six Twenty Four 

Pounders, Two Eighteen Pounders, a great quantity of Am- 

munition, much Proviſions, our Tin Boats, and abundance of 

other things all at this time upon the Road from Dublin, under

Aſhes, before any could prevent it. The Jriſh took no Priſo- 


ners, only a Lieutenant of Colonel Ear”s being ſick in a Houſe 


hard by, was ſtripe and brought to Sarsfe/d, who us'd him ve- 
ry civilly, telling him, if he had not ſucceeded in that Enter- 
priſe, he had then gone to France. Our Party of Horſe chat 
was ſent from the Camp, came after the bufineſs was over, in 
ſight of the Enemies Rear ; but wheeling towards the Left, to 


endeavour to intercept their Paſſage over the Shanon, they un- 
happily went another way ; ſince if our Party had been For- 


eunate, they had a fair Opportunity firſt to ſave the Guns, and 


then to Revenge their loſs, and if either had been done, the: 


Town had ſurrendred without much more Battering. Sir 
Albert Cmmnigham*s Dragoons were abroad alſo, who met with 
ſome of the Iriſh, kill'd a Major, one Captain Fames Fitz-Ger- 
raid, and about Fifteen more, but the Main Body marched off 


ſecure. Colonel Yillers went alfo with'another Party of Horſe 


towards Bryans Bridge, but the Enemy did not return that 
wayYe. , | : 
This News was very unwelcome to every body in the 


Camp, the very private Men ſhewing a greater concern at- 


the loſs, then one could expe from ſuch kind of People ; 


the loſs of the Guns was not ſo great, as that of the Horſes and: 


Ammunition ; but to make the beſt of a bad Market, the 
Duke of Wyrremberg, and ſeveral Great Officers, ſent their own 
Horſes, and every Foot Regiment furniſhed ſo many Garrons, 
to bring up the Gnns and broken Carriages 3 as alſo to bring 
up two great Guns and a Mortar that were coming from 


Waterford. We went on with the Siege however, and planted The Seige £2: 
ſeveral more Guns, and Fireings continued briskly on both ſides, 9 


all the Army both Horſe and Foot being ordered to make ſuch 
a number of Faſcheenes a clay; and bring them to the Heads 


of their reſpective Regiments ; to which end we cuc down molt:

were brought Priſoners to the Camp, being 126 in number, 
commanded by one Captain Baluwell, This is a ſtrong place 
upon the River Shannen, Four Miles above Limerick, built by 
Richard the Red Earl of Ulfcr. (Queen Elizabeth gave the Title 
of Baron Caſtle Connel. to William Bourk, for killing Fames Fitz 
Morice, who was a Rebel in thoſe Days.) Here we kept a Gari- 
ſon till the Siege was raiſed, and then it was blown up. During 
theſe Tranſactions ſeveral Parties of Horſe were ſent abroad ; 
and Wedneſday the 13. Lieutenant Colonel Caulfield was ſent to 
Calle, with a detacht Party of 300 Foot mounted upon Garrons, 
there to remain as a Guard to thoſe who paſled to and. from 
the Camp ; as alſo to ſcour the Country, the Rapperees (upon 
the miſcarriage of the Guns, and being partly plundered con- 
trary to the Kings Orders) beginning to diſturb us. Next day 
there came an Expreſs from Yeughal, giving an Account, That 
they had killed ſome of the 7-;ſh thereabours that robbed and plun- 
dered the Country. (This Place was ſurrendred to us about 10 
days before,and had now a Gariſon of 80 Foot and Dragoons. ) 
Upon ſome complaints from the North of Ireland, on the 
15th, the King ſends out his Proclamation, Command- 
ing all to pay .Tythes as formerly. Theſe troubleſome 
Times have tallen heavy upon the Clergy of Ireland (who 1i- 
ved very plentifully before) and yet it will be a great while 
ere they be ſo poor as their Predeceſſors : For they ſay in 
times paſt they had no other Rents or Revenues but three Milch 
Kine a-piece, which the Pariſhioners exchang'd for others new, 
when they went dry3 as Adam Brenenſis, a German tells the Story 
from themſelves, as they returned that way ona time from Italy . 
Tho I ſuppoſe the People were then as ignorant as the Clergy 
poor; but now the Caſe is altered, and they want neither En- 
couragement nor Reſpect. - | 
Sunday the'17., Monſieur Camboy, our Quarter-maſlter | Gene- 
ral, was very diligent, in order to have the "Trenches opened 
that night ; and all things being prepared, Seven Battalions, 
conſiſting of Engliſh, Danes, Dutch, and French Foot, command- 
ed by the Prince of FWhrtenberg Lieutenant General, Major 
General Kirk, Major General Tettau, and Sir Henry Bellaſis m_

one another, ſeveral Regiments having never been in Trenches 
before : they were commonly Seven Battalions on at a time,and 
relieved at Twelve a Clock at night : but this method was al- 
tered, for a reaſon to be given atterwards. This night we ad- 
vanced our Trenches, and artacke the Trih at the two old 
Chimneys, the Granadeers threw in their Granades, and then 
endeavoured to get over : this occaſioned a general firing from 
our Trenches, and alſo from the Town 3 the King himſelf was 
at Cromwells Fort to ſee what happen'd (as he was conſtantly 
every night.) The 1riſh in the Fort made no great reliſtance ; 


but after once firing they cry'd out Murder, and Quarter, but - 


made the beſt of their way toward the Town; thoſe that ſtay'd 
in the Fort were knock'd on the head : The firing from the 
Walls and Frenches continu'd for at leaſt ewo Hours longer, By 
which time we had ſecured this Fort from the Enemies reta- 
king it, 


Next day, being Monday the 18, we planted a Battery below 4 pattery 
the Fort, to the right of our Trenches, and diſmounted fome planted. 


of the Enemies Cannon. All that day the Guns plaid briskly 
on both ſides 3 and at night the Trenches were relieved by 
Lieutenant General Douglas ; my Lord Sidney, and Count Naj 
fau, as Major Generals, and Brigadeer Stuart, We made our 
Approaches toward the Fort without the Wall ; and Lieut. Gen. 
Deuplass, and Brigadeer Stuart's Regiments were poſted to- 
wards the right : It was dark when they went on, and they 
did not perceive the Enemy to be ſo near them as they really 
were; for there was at that time ſcarce Twenty yards diſtance 
between them : they were ordered to lye down. upon their 
Arms ; which they did, and a great part both of the Officers 
and Soldiers fell aſleep : The Enemy perceived this, and at- 


tack'd them, which put them prefently into a Confuſion, and 


ſeveral of them gave ground, but preſen:iy recovered them- 
{elves and fired, but they did not know at what : The Danes 
to the left took our own Men for the Enemy fallying, and 
ſo fired upon them ; they believed the Dazes to be the Triſh, 
and fo return'd the Complement. The Tj fired upon both, 
and they at one another. This Confulton laſted nigh ewo hours; 
in which time ſeveral were killed ; nor did the King, or any - 
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Auguſt, dy elſe know what to make of it. At laſt our Men found their 
miſtake, and the Iriſh were beat in, crying quarter and murder, 
as they uſed todo. Afﬀeer this his Majeſty ordered the Tren- 
ches to be relieved in the day ; and our Men marched always 
in and out, 'in the very Face of their Cannon. 

About this time we had an Account of one Balderock Rh. 0 
Donnel, of the ancient Family of Tyrconnel: this Man was born 
and educared in Spain. But there being a Prophecy amongſt 

the Iriſh, that he ſhould free his Country from the Engliſh, doing 
great matters in his own Perſon, and more by his Condud& ; he 
was ſent for on purpoſe, and came to Limerick. It's incredible 
how faſt the vulgar Iriſh flocked to him at his firſt coming ; fo 
that he had got in a ſmall time Seven or Eight thouſand Rappa- 
rees, and ſuch like People together, and begun to make a Fi- 
gure; but after a while the Buſineſs cool'd, and they were 
weary of one another : and he is only now a Colonel in Lime- 
rick. They had another Prophecy alſo, That we ſhould come to 
the Field above Crcmwell's Fort, where ſtands an old Church, 
where on a Stone hard by we ſhould pitch our utmoſt Colours, 
and afterwards be undone ; with a thouſand ſuch like Foppe- 
ries, not worth the naming. | 

Tueſday the 19th. our Battery plaid upon the Walls, and allo 
the Guns from Cromwell's Fort upon the Houſes in Town : And 
the Enemy were not idle ; for their Shot flew very thick, info- 
much that the King riding ſoftly up towards Cromwell's Fort, 
His Majeſly dire&tly as His Horſe was entring a Gap, a Gentleman ftaid His 
had a narrow Majelty to ſpeak to him, and in the very moment there ſtruck 
Tor a Twenty four pounder in the very place , which would have 
ſtruck His Majeſty, and Horſe too, all to pieces, if His uſual 
g00d Angel had not defended Him ; it ſtruck the Duſt all about 
Him however, tho* He took little notice of it, but alighting, 
came and laid Him down on the Fort, amongſt all the Duit. 
That Night we planted Four Twenty four pounders at the An- 
ole of our Trenches, near the South-eaſt corner of the Wall, 

where we made the Breach afterwards. 
A Fort taken . Wednz{day the 20th. Colonel Cars's Granadeers, commanded 
fron the Iriſh. þy Captain Foxcn, and my Lord Meath's, by Captain Needhary, 
| were placed conveniently in the Trenches for an. Attack 3 and 
at Two a Clock in the Afternoon (the Signal being given by 
. firing Three Pieces of Cannon) they leapt over the Trenches, 
| and 
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and ran ſtraight to the Fort which the Enemy had to the Right 
of us, at St. Fobr's Gate. The Enemy fired from the Fort, 
and from the Walls; our Men did the like from the Trenches ; 
and the Great Guns went to work on both Sides. The Grana- 
deers threw in their Granades, and Captain Foxon made an At- 
tempt to climb up, but was thrown down again ; but entred 
at the ſecond Trial, and his Men with him : So did my Lord 
Meath*'s Men, with Captain Needham ; and in a ſmall time we 
were Maſters of the Fort. There were about Fifty kill'd in it, 
and Twelve with the Captain taken Priſoners, and ſome made 
their Eſcapes to the Town. The Firing continued however on 
both Sides for above an Hour, and all poſlible diligence was 
uſed to bring down Faggots, wherewith to make up that fide of 
the Fort that was open to the Town. Before the Attack, a 
Party of our Horſe were drawn up in a Lane, to the Right of 
the Trenches, to prevent the Enemy fromAallying, upon which 
the Enemies Cannon plaid 3 ſo that after the Fort was ours, they 
drew back beyond an Hill for their Security. About an Hour 
after, ſome Friend in Town gave notice that the Enemy were 
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going .to ſally, which they did immediately, both Horſe and They all. 


Foot, from St. Fobn's Gate : Their Horſe came up very nigh the 
Fort, tho? our Men fired from thence, and the Trenches, as taſt 
as they cou'd : Then the ſmall and great Shot on Þoth ſides be- 
gan afreſh again. Major Wood of Colonel Byerley's Regiment 
commanded an Advance Party of Twenty four French and 
Twenty ſeven Engliſh Horſe : At the Noiſe he advanced with 
this Party, and leaping a Ditch, he engaged immediately a 


Squadron of the Þijſh Horſe, and broke them. Then came in 


Lieutenant Colonel Windhbem, and Captain Lacy, as allo fome 
Dutch and Daniſh Horſe: Theſe charged the 1rjh that fallied, 
and beat them back, following them almoſt to the very Gare, 
But we being expoſed to all the Enemies Shot from the Walls, 
loft ſeveral in coming off; amongſt che reft, Captain Lucy, a 
Gentleman much lamented by all that knew him. The King 
ſaw all this Action, (as indeed he did molt things that hapned, 
going often 1nto the Trenches, and never without danger) ex- 
preſling Himizlf to be in pain for Major 0d, when he faw 
him and his Party in fuch danger, loling the greateſt part of 
them. Captain Needham, after ail was over, and he leading his 
Men off, was ſhot by a _—.- and died im 
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We loſt at the taking of the Fort, and at the Sally afterwards, 


\L > 58 Foot killd, and 140 wounded ; Horſemen, 21 kill'd, 52 


wounded ; 64 Horſes kilPd, 57 wounded ; beſides the Dare:, 
Theſe Men fold their Lives dear, and you may eafily believe 


the Enemy gain'd nothing by this Afrernoons Work ; for the 


next Morning two Drummers made their Eſcape out of Town, 
who told us, the Enemy had loſt above 300 Men; and in two 
Hours after came a Cornet and four 'Irampeters from the Ene- 
mies Camp. That Aſternc-3n Captain Bourn was kilPd, as he 
was marching down to relieve the Trenches 3 and Major Aor- 
giſon was wounded with a Cannon-bullet as he lay in Bed, of 
which he died in two days. 

The 22d. we raiſed a Battery of Eight Guns, moſt Twenty 
four pounders, nigh the Fort that we took the day before, from 
whence we beat down Two Towers that ſtood upon the Wall, 
out of which the Enemy fired upon our Trenches. "That night 
we threw good ſtore of Bombs and Carcaſtes into Town, which 
diſturb*d the Enemy very much, moſt of them having never 
ſeen ſuch things before. 

The 23d. there was a Drum ſent, and a Truce towards the 
Evening, for the Burying the Dead kill'd on both ſides at the 
taking the Fort, When our People came to look amongſt the 
Dead, they found a French Officer wounded, and his Horſe Iy- 
ing upon him, and yet the Gentleman was alive, and, as I heard, 
he recover'd, tho' he lay from Wedneſday till Saturday in the 
Evening. I cannot omit a pleaſant Adventure that fell out at 
the taking the Fort, between a Chaplain in the Army and a 
Trooper. This Chaplain hapned to go down after the Fort 
was taken, and ſeeing a Trooper mortally wounded, in all 
appearance,he fancy'd himſelf obliged to give him his beſt Ad- 
vice : 'The other was very thankful for it ; and whilſt they were 
about the matter, comes the Sally. Our Horſe came thundring 
down, at which the Clergyman making haſte to get out of their 
way, he ſtumbled and fell down, The wounded Trooper ſee- 
ing him fall, judg'd he had been killd, and ſtept to him imme- 
diately to ſtrip him, and in a trice had got his Coat off on one 
fide: "The other calld to him to hold, and ask*d him whac he 
meant. Sir, (fays the other) I beg your pardon 3 for I believed 
you were kill d, and therefore 1 thought my ſelf obliged to take care 
of your Clothes, as well as you did of my Soul. | 
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This Afternoon were Eighty tour Priſoners bronghe to the Auguſt.

Auguft, days before this, it had rain'd fo violently for nigh twenty four 
WW > hours together, that the Soldiers were almoſt up to the Knees

ſtormed. 


in the Trenches. This look'd very ill, and therefore we were 
obliged to haſten our Work, left the Rains ſhould force us to 
deſiſt. That Night therefore a Council of War was held, whe- 
ther we ſhou'd make an Attack upon the Counterſcarp next 
day and it was deferred till Wedneſday, becauſe as yet the 
Breach was not wide enough : Monſieur Cambon was for defer- 
ring it for two or three days longer, which had been a great 
happineſs if it had 3 and yer this could not well be, for our Am- 
munition began to ſink. 

Tueſday the 26th. we piy'd the Breach hard all day with nigh 
Twenty Cannon from ſeveral Batteries, and in the Night falu- 
ted the Town after the uſual manner, with Fireballs, Bombs, and 
Carcaſſes. And on , 

FVedneſday the 29th. a Breach being made nigh St. 7ohy's Gate, 
over the Black Battery, that was about Twelve Yards in length, 
and pretty flat, as it appear'd to us, the King gave Orders that 
the Counterſcarp ſhould be attack'd that Afternoon ; to which 
purpoſe a great many Wool-ſacks were carry d down, and 
good ſtore of Ammunition, with other things ſuitable for ſuch 
a Work. All the Granadeers in the Army were, ordered to 
march down into the Trenches, which they did. Thoſe being 
above Five hundred, were commanded each Company by their 
reſpective Captains, and were to make the firit Attack, being 
ſupported by one Battalion of the Blue Dutch on the Right, 
then Lieutenant General Donglas's Regiment, Brigadeer Sru- 
art's, my Lord Meath's, and my Lord Ezburn's, as alſo a Bran- 
F:nburgh Regiment. Theſe were all poſted towards the Breach: 
upon the left of whom were Colonel Crs and the Danes. Lieu- 
tenant General Douglas commanded, and their Orders were to 
poſleſs themſelves of the Counterſcarp, and maintain it. We 
had alſo a Body of Horſe drawn up,. to ſuccour the Foot upon 
occaſion. About half an hour after Three, the Signal being 
given by firing three Pieces of Cannon, the Granadeers being 
in the furthelt Angle of our Trenches, leapt over, and run to- 
wards the Counterſcarp, firing their Pieces, and throwing their 
Granades. This gave the Alarm to the 7h, who had their 
Guns all ready, and diſcharged great and ſmall Shot upon us as 
talt as *ewas pollible ; Our Men wers not behind them x Ci- 
ther : 
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ther ; ſo that in leſs than rwo Minutes the Noiſe was ſo terri- Auguſt. 


ble, that ons would have thought the very Skies ready to rent ww WI 
in ſunder. This was ſeconded with Duſt, Smoke, and all the: 


Terrors that the Art of Man could invent, to ruine and undo 
one another ; and to make it the more unealie, the Day it ſelf 
was excel to the By-ſtanders, and much more ſure in all 
reſpe&ts terthoſe upon action. Captain Carlile, of my Lord 
Dregheda's Regiment, run on with his G-anadeers to the Coun- 
terſcarp, and tho' he received two Wounds berween that and 
the Trenches,yet he went forwards, and commanded his Men to 
throw in their Granades ; but in the leaping into the dry Ditch 
below the Counterſcarp, an Iriiman below ſhot him dead. 
Lieutenant Barton however encouraged the Men, and they got 
upon the Counterſcarp, and all the reſt of the Granadeers 
were as ready as they. By this time the Ir;ſh. were throwing 
down their Arms, and. running as faſt as they could into 
Town ; which our Men perceiving, entred the Breach pell- 
mell with them, ard above half the Earl of Drogheda's Grana- 
deers, and ſome others, were actually in Town. The Regi- 
ments that were to ſecond the Granadeers went to the Coun- 
terſcarp, and having no Orders to go any further, there ſtop. 
The Triſh were all running from the Walls, and quite over the 
Bridge, into the Erg/;h Town » but ſeeing but a few of our 
Men enter, they were wich much ado perſuaded to-rally ; and 
thoſe that were in, ſeeing themſelves not followed, and their 
Ammunition being ſpent, they deligned to retreat z but ſome 
were ſhot, ſome taken, and the reſt came out again, but very 
few without being wounded. The Þjþ then ventured upon 
the Breach again, and from the Walls and every place ſo pe- 
ſter'd us upon the Counterſcarp, that after nigh three hours re- 
ſiſting Bullets, Stones, (broken Bottles, from the very Women, 
who boldly ſtood in the Breach, and were nearer our Men: 
than their own) and whatever ways could be thought on to- 
deſtroy us, our Ammunition being ſpent, it was judged fafeſt: 


to return to our Trenches. When the Work was at the hotteſt; 


the Brandenburgh Regiment ( who behaved themſelves very 


well ) were got upon the Black Battery, where the Enemies. 
Powder hapned to take fire, and blew up a great many of: 


them, the Men, Faggots, Stones, and what not; flying into the 
Air with a moſt terrible noiſe. Colonel Catts was commanded 
by. 
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by the Duke of Wyrtemberg to march towards the Spur at the

he did, tho he loſt feveral of his Men, and was himſelf 
wounded : For he went within halt Musket-ſhot of the Gate, 
and all his Men open to the Enemies Shot, who lay ſecure 
within the Spur and the Walls. The Danes were not idle all 
this while, bur fired upon the Enemy with all imaginable fury, 
and had ſeveral kill'd ; but the miſchief was, we had but one 
Breach, and all towards the Lett it was impoſfiible to get into 
the Town when the Gates were ſhut, if there had been no 
Enemy to oppoſe us, without a great many Scaling-ladders, 
which we had not. From half an hour after Three, till after 
Seven, there was one continued Fire of both great and ſmall 
Shot, without any intermiſtion 3 inſomuch that the Smoke that 
went from the Town reached in one continued Cloud to the 
top of a Mountain at leaſt ſix Miles off. 

When our Men drew off, ſome were brought up dead, and 
ſome without a Leg others wanted Armsvand ſome were 
blind with Powder ; eſpecially a great many of the poor Bran- 
denburgers look'd like Furies , with the Misfortune of Gun- 
powder. One Mr. Upton getting in amongſt the iſh in 
Town, and ſeeing no way to eſcape, went in the Crowd un- 
diſcovered, till he came at the Governour, and then ſurrendred 
himſelf. There was a Captain, one Bedloe, who deſerted the 
Enemy the day before, and now went upon the Breach, and 
fought bravely on our ide ; for which His Majeſty gave him a 
Company. 

The King ſtood nigh CromwelPs Fort all the time, and the 
Buſineſs being over, He went to His Camp very much con- 
cern'd, as indeed was the whole Army ; for you might have 
{zen a mixture of Anger and Sorrow in every bodies Counte- 
nance. The I; had two ſmall Field pieces planted in the 
King*s Iſland, which flankt their own Counterſcarp, and in our 
Attack did us no ſmall damage, as did alſo two Guns more 
that they had planted within the Town, oppoſite to the Breach, 
and charged with Cartridge-ſhot.

a ſecond Attack, and ſeem'd reſolv'd to have the Town or dye | 
But this was too great a hazard to run at one | 
Place, and they did not know how ſcarce our Ammunition was, 
it being very much walted the day before ; this day however | j 
we continued Battering the Wall, and it begun to Rain; and -; 
next day ir was very Cloudy all about, and Rain'd very faſt; 
{o that every Body began to dread the Conſequences of it. ; 
The King therefore calls a Council of War, wherein it was Re- þ + 
foly'd to quit the Town and Raiſe the Siege, which as the Caſe 4 
{ſtood then with us, was no doubt the moſt prudent thing that 
The Siege Raj- Could be done. We drew off therefore our h:avy Cannon 3 

from tne Batteries by degrees: And on Saturday Augu/# the 
30. we marched greateſt parc of them as far as Cariganliſs, the ' 
Guard being the Earl of Drogheda's and Brigedeer Stuarts Re- ; 
giments. The Rain which had already fallen had ſoftned the 
ways, and we found fome difficulty in getting of our Guns, 
eſpecially ſince for the moſt parc we were obliged to draw 
them wich Oxen, a part of our Train Horſes being difpoled of 
to the Enemies uſe before ; and this was one main Reaſon for 


every Man. 
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Raiſing the Stege 3 for if we had not (granting the Weather to 
continus bad) we muſt either have taken the Town, or of ne- 
ceflity have loſt our Cannon, becauſe that pare of the Country 
lies very low, and the Ways are deep. Therefore on Sun- 
day the laſt of Auguſt, all the Army drew off, (having a good 
Body of Horſe in the Rear) : As ſoon as the Ir/ſh perceived we 
had quitted our Trenches, they took Poſleflion of them with 
great Joy, and were in a ſmall time after over all the: Ground 
whereon we had Encamped ; two days before we Raiſed 
the Siege, a great many Waggons and Carriages were ſent to- 
wards Caſhell and Clonmel, with ſick and wounded Men, which 
was the Reaſonthat we were forced toleave a great many Bombs, 
Hand Granades, and other things behind which we buried in 
the Artillery Ground, but with a Train to blow them up ſo 
that when it took Fire the Ti were mightily afraid, and 


thought we were beginning a new Seige from under Ground : 


But yet they dug up moſt of our dead Officers and Sol:liers, 
only to get their Shirts and Shrowds.

An Impartial Hiſtory. 

His Majeſty, that day we Raiſed the Siege, went to Culley, 
and ſo to Clonmel, from thence to Waterford, in order to take 
ſhipping for England, accompanied with the Prince, the Duke 
of Ormond, and ſeveral of the Nobility. From Waterford His 
Majeſty ſent back the Right Honourable Henry Lord Viſcount 
Sidney,and Tho. Conyngsby Eſq; to the Camp 3 they,with Sir Charles 
Perter, having a Commiſſion to be Lords Juſtices of Ireland : 
The King ſet Sail with a fair Wind for Engiand, where he was 
received with an univerſal rejoicing; and the Two Lords Ju- 
{tices on the Fourth of Seprember came to ths Camp, then at 
Cullen, where they ſtaid till the Sixth; in which two days, they, 
and the General, Count Solmes, ordered all Afﬀairs relating to 
the Army. And here we received Money, which was very 
acceptable, for it had been very ſcarce all the Campaign, both 
with the Officers and Soldiers, and yet every body were con- 
tent, and our Wants were no Obſtruction to our Duties ; as: His 
Majeſty was pleaſed to take notice afterwards in His Speech to 
the Parliament.From Cullen we marched on the Sixth to 7 zpperary, 
blowing up a ſtrong Caſtle when we Decamped, and. the two 
Lords Juſtices took their Journey towards Dublin, in order to 
enter upon their Government. 

Some that are Men already prej 
Judges in this Aﬀeaic (though they never ſaw the Place or the 
Country) and affirm, that the 1h made never a falſe ſtep; but 
one, during this whole Siege, and that was, in not Fortifying 
the Paſs, and CromwelPs Fort without ; as alſo in not drawing a 
large Trench from the River towards the Ea/#,and thea runing it 
round that part of the Town, on which they might have raiſed 
ſeveral Forts and Breaſt-works; from whence they might 
have retarded our Approaches 3 but indeed they had not time 
tor all this, though they had done ſomething of that kind to- 
wards the Weff, where they keept Men Encampt all the while 
we lay before the Town ; and they had made alſo ſome Forts 
towards the Eaff, but they could not put Courage in their Men 


- to defend them, eſpecially when Walls were ſo near to fly to. 


What Objections they make againſt us were theſe, that we 
ought to have divided our, Army, and ſent a part beyond the 
River ; as alſo to have broke down the two Bridges, one be- 
eween the two Towns,and the other on the County of Clare fide; 
by which means we had prevented the Iriſh ay om 
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Eetween the two Towns, and alfo from without ; the great- Seprember. 
eſt hazard that we could run, being to Attack a Town that w Wm 
had one {ide open, to bring in what Men and things they 
pleas'd. All theſe, and a great many more inconveniencies 
were ſeen into at that Inſtant; but 'the dividing the Army 
was impracticable, becauſe that when one Part had been over 
the River, they muſt have marched ſeveral Miles to the Right, 
and then down again, before they could come nigh the other 
ſide of the Town, by reaſon of a vaſt Bog that runs from 
the Town a great way croſs the Country, and then it was no 
caſie thing to bring Proviſion to thoſe : and beſides, if the Rains 
had fallen (as it often threatned us) that part of the Army 
which had gone over, muſt have rin the hazard either of 
ftarving, or fighting their whole Army, or both ; for the Sha- 
201 riſes all on a ſudden, and the leaſt ſwelling in the World, 
would have made ic impaſlible for the Army, ſince it was 
with great difficulty that ſingle Regiments could get over as it 
was, and it never has been ſeen fo low in many years. Nor 
had we Men enough, to make what Works were convenient, 
to ſecure both Parts of the Army from Sallies or Aſſaults 
from without, if we had been divided. We know Ceſar 
at the Siege of Alexia, ſhut in Eighty thouſand Guals; 
made a Line of Countervallation of Eleven Miles Circumte- 
rence; and one of Circumvallation that was Fourteen, For- 
tifying both theſe wich Sharp Stakes, and vaſt Holes in the 
Ground, {lightly covered over ; by which, he both reduced 
that great Army within to his Mercy, and kept off a much 
greater, that detign'd to Raiſe the Siege. But his Army were 
Men of Fatigue and Labour, as well as Courage, and his 
Numbers fix times as great as ours. And though we were Com- 
manded by a Prince of as great Courage and Reſolution 2s 
ever Ceſar was, and he had Men that were as willing, yet ſe- 
veral of them were beginning to be tick, and were not able to 
endure the Fatigue ; except both our Time had been longer, 
and the Seaſon Hetter ; and though Kings are Gods in Wiſdom 
as well as Power, yet there is one in Heaven that limits them. 

September the 5th, Lieutenant General Douglas, with his own Lieutenant Ge- 
Regiment, Brizadeer Sruart's, Sir Henry Ballaſyſe's, Lord George = Douglaſs 
Hambilton's, a Derry Regiment, the Third ' Troop of Guards, "07: 
Colonel Ru/ſc]'s Horſe, and Guinn's Dragoons, marched irom 
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Seprember. Tipperary towards the North, to Winter-Quarters, and the reſt 
LW lay encamped. | 

September the 8th. my Lord Lxburne, with a Party of Foot, 
being about Four Hundred, and Monſieur La Foreſ?, with a 
Party of Five hundred Horſe, were ſent to Ki/lmallock, a Place 
between Cork and Limerick, where the Enemy had a Garriſon 
of about two hundred Men, who when they ſaw our Party, 
and Four Field-Pieces, which they brought along, they yeild- 
ed upon the firſt Summons, and had Conditions to march out 
with their Arms and Baggage. 

From the $:h to the 13th nothing of Moment hapned, except 
the General's ſending out ſeveral Parties unto all thelittle Towns 
and Caſtles thereabouts,having Engineers along toſee what could 
be done in order to their Defence, on which account Dr. Da- 
ws, Dean of Roſs, was very ſerviceable, who underſtood the 
Countrey thereabouts very well. 

And Maj Gz- This took up time till the 13:h, when Major General Kirk, 
EI —_ with Seven Foot Regiments, (viz.) Kirk, Hanmer , Meath, 
Eco 4 Cutts, Laburne, Earle, and Drogheda's ;- and Sir Fohn Lanier, 
' with his own, Lord of Oxford's, Langfton's, Byerley's Horſe, Le- 
viſou's Dragoons, and part of Cunningham's, marched towards 
Bir ; Which way we heard that Sarsfield was making, being 
then with a Body of about Five Thouſand Horſe, Foot and 
Dragoons, at a place called Banohar-Bridge, not Eight Miles 
from Bir. The ſame Day Major General Scravemore, and 
Major General Tatteau, with Twelve hundred Horſe and Dra- 
goons, as alſo Two Regiments of Daniſh Foot, went towards 
Mallow, in order to go to Cork, where we had a Report, that 
my Lord Marlborough deſigned to land. There were ſome 
Deſerters alſo that came from the Enemy, that gave us an Ac- 
count, that my Lord Tyrconnel, Count Lauzun, Monſieur Boi- 
ſeleau, with all the French Forces, were gone from Galloway to- 
wards France; for hearing of my Lord Mar/borough's Fleet 
coming abroad, they made more hafte: than they deſigned, 
and fo left ſeveral of their Men ſick at Galloway : They 
brought an excellent Field-Train in the Spring out of 
France , which they took along with them when they re- 
turned. | 
The reſt of the September the 14th, the reſt of the Army removed to Caſhel, 
" Chg, Andfrom thence were diſperſed to Quarters ; part of the Daves

Friday the 19th, the Enemy decamped, and marched to Ba- 
nohar-Bridge, though that ' Night a Party of their Horſe beat 
in our Qut-Guards. 

Saturday the 20th, our Army begun ſome Fortifications in 
Town, it being only an open place before, and part of them 
ſtayed here encamped for Ten or Twelve Days. Some fay al- 
1o, that here was a good opportunity loſt, in not falling upon 
the Enemy in their Retreat towards Banohar ; for they march- 
ed off in great Confuſion : Buc during our ſtay here, the Sol- 
diers, either by the bad Example of others, or making the 
SCarcity of Bread a Pretence, they begun to ſtrip and 
rob moſt of the Triſþ that had got Protetions ; which 
made it natural for them, after this, to turn Rapparees, and 
do us all the Miſchief they could. And it did not ſtop here; 
forithere was ſcarce any diſtin&tion made of Papiſt or Prote- 
{tant in this Aﬀair. | 

Towards the middle of September: my Lord Sidney, and Tho. 


Lords Juſtices Coningsby, Eſq; Lords Juſtices, came to Dxblin, and on the 1 5b 
come to Dubliv. they took the uſual Oaths of Chief Governours of that King- 


dom, before the Commiſlitoners of the Great Seal, with all 
the accuſtomed Formalitics, the People by their Bonefires, and 
other Signs of Joy, exprefling their ſatisfaction for the reſto- 
ring of the Civil Government. One of the firſt things they 
did, was to confider of the Settlement of the 14:/:r:ia, in ſuch 
hands as might be moſt for the King's Service, and the Coun- 
cries Intereſt ; and in ſome {mall time after, gave out Commil- 
fions accordingly. The ſame Day they ſent out a Proclamati- 
on, to encourage all People to bring in their Goods to the Mar- 
ket at Dublin, torbidding any Officers or Soldiers to preſs ſuch 
Peoples Horſes, which has been a trick too frequent in that 
Country. And whereas the Rapparces began to be very nume- 
rous in ſeveral places, the Lords Juſtices iflued out a Proclama- 
tion, requiring all Papiſts to remain mm their reſpedtive Pariſhes, at 
leaft net to go Three Miles farther , and only then to Marker. 
This bears date the 18th, And becaule the hardſhips that the 
Soldiers had endured, occaſioned a great many of them, - 
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the breaking up of the Camp, to ſteal from their Colours, September. 
and make the beſt of their way for England, a Proclamation w WS 


came our the 19th, Forbidding all Maſters of Ships, or Seamen, to 
tranſport any Officers or Soldiers, or other Perſon whatſoever, except 
known Merchants, and Perſons of known Quality, not belonging to 
the Army, without a Paſs from the Lords Fuſtices, or the General 
of the Army. The Papiſts on the Frontiers were very angry at 
us, and gave conſtant Intelligence to the Enemy of all our Af- 
fairs; by which means our Men, in ſmall numbers, were of- 
ten ſurprized and murdered, and ſeveral other Inconvenien: 
cies fell out; fo that a Proclamation came out on the 26t#h, 
Forbiddmg all Papiſts to dwell within Ten Miles of the Frontiers: And 
another bearing the ſame Date, Commanding all the Wives , Chil- 
dren, and Dependants upon any of the Iriſh m King Fames's Army, 
or of thoſe who had been kill'd, or taken in that Service, to remove 
beyond the River Shanon, by ſuch a Day, or elſe to be proceeded a- 
gainſt as Enemies and Spies. And accordingly moſt of them 
went, having a Guard to conduct them to our Frontiers. And 
a Third there was dated that day alſo, Forbidding any of the Pro- 
tefted Iriſh ro Harbour any that belonged to the late King's Army, . or 
that robb'd and plundered the Countrey in the Night. And becauſe 
Coals were now very {carce at Dublin, and other Firing not 
coming. in ſo- plentifully as formerly. , fome Days before this, 
there was a Proclamation publiſhed, Prom/mg Protettion to all 
Ships and Mariners that ſhould be imployed in tranſporting Coals 
from any part of the Kingdom of England, or Wales, to the City of 
Dublin. One there came out on the 30th , Forb:dding all people 
to buy any Goods but in open Markets, becauſe ſeveral Abuſes were 
committed by the Soldiers, taking peoples Goods, and ſelling them at an 
undervalue. And on the 75:5 of Offober there was another Pro- 
clamation, Forbidding any to pretend to be Soldiers in Colonel Fouks, 
and Colonel Herbert's Regiments, that were not ; Thoſe two Regi- 
ments being then in Town, and ſeveral Abuſes committed that 
way 3 and {ome of the Soldiers affronting the Militia, had like 
one Night to have made a great deal of Miſchief; upon which 
the Alarm was beat, and ſeveral people wounded; one or two 
being kill'd out-right. 


By this time the Soldiers every where had got to Quarters, 4! the Arm) 
andit was propoſed by. ſeveral Juſtices of. the Peace, and De- in Quarters. 
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September. puty-Lieutenants in the Countrey, Thar if the Soldiers would 
WY be quiet, and not take things at their own hands, the Coun- 
trey ſhould find them with Meat and Drink, with whatever 
elic they could reaſonably think on ; which was very well liked 
by ſame Colonels, but others, for their own Gains-ſake, order- 
ed the Countrey-people to bring in moſt of their Corn to ſuch 
and ſuch places, and ſecured it for their own private uſe, al- 
lowing the Soldiers in the mean time to do what they would. 
This.made the Ii and Engliſh both plundered at all hands 
and it by chance an Engliſhmanhad any thing lefr, the Rapparees 
being ſtripe of what they: had thetnſelves, were ready to comein 
the Night, and ſteal that ; by which things were not in ſuch or- 
der as good Men could have wiſhed. 
But before I go any farther this way, it . will be convenient 
to look back, and ſee how Major General S:rawemore, and his 
Party went on, and how the buſineſs of Cork and King/ale was 
managed. 
_ Onthe 17th of September Major General Scravemore and Ma- 
jor General Tatteau, ſent Colonel Donap to burn the Bridge of 
AMallow, and to view the Caſtle ; which he did, and .brought 
an Account of a Body of Rapparces, to the number of about 
Three Thouſand, that were not far off ; upon which they ſent

chearfulneſs, and the Duke of Grafton at the Head of them, tho? 
Two Troops of Dragoons, and a Body of Foot appeared with- 
out the Town; but our Men firing ſome Field-Pieces upon 
them, they retired. That Day the Duke of W:rtemberg fenc 
Dean Davis to my Lord Marlborough and Major General Scre- 
wvemore, to give them an account, that h2 was marching to 
joyn them with a Decachment of Four Thouſand Foot. There 
was then a Report, that the Duke of Berwick deligned to raife 
the Siege, and therefore Major General Scravemore ſent the 
Dean back to haſten the Duke's March, and the next day or- 
dered a Party of Horle to go and cover the Duke's Foot. The 
ſame Afternoon Major General Tatteau, with a Party of a 
Thouſand Men, having drawn down ſome Cannon to the Farr 
Hill, reſolved to attack one or both of the New Forts ,'and 
New: Shanon Caſtle ; but no ſooner were his Men poſted in or- 
der to chat Detign, but the Enemy ſet Fire on the Suburbs be- 
tween him and them, and having deſerted both the Forts and 
Caſtle, retired in haſte into the City. 

On the 26h the Prince of Wyriemberg, with his Danes, and a And the Duke 
Detachment of Durch and French Foot, came, and encampt on Y Hirtemberg.

We now being in poſleflion of Sian Caſtle, planted our 4 Battery 
Guns there, and played them both into che Fort and Town _— _w 
and Major General Scravemore, with his Horſe, took up his | 
Quarters at Cill Abbey. | 

The 25:rh, the Enemy having delerted their Works at the 
Cat-Firt, without a blow ſtruck, we were Maſters of it, and I 
planted a Battery there, playing our Bombs into the City, and 
our Guns upon the Fort, from the Friars Garden, and another 
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Battery above the Forc, near the Abby. There was alſo a Þ 


Church in our poſſeffion, into the Steeple of which Major 
General Scravemore ſent Lieutenant Townſend with a Party 
(laying Boards croſs the Beams for them to ſtand upon), who 
did good Service in galling - I:ſh within the Fort. i 
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Seprember. Battery of Three "Thirty Six Pounders was made by Red 44. 
WY wo jy, which playing againſt the City-Wall , made a Breach ;

whereupon they came to a Treaty, whereon a 'Truce was 
granted till next Morning. 

The 28:4, the Enemy not accepting the Conditions that 
were propoſed , our Cannon began to play very furiouſly, 
which made a confiderable Breach ; and when the Enemy be- 
gan to appear on the Wall near it, they were raked off by our 
ſmall Ordnance from the Car. Laſt Night a Captain, Lieute- 
nant, and Forty Men, were poſted in the Brick-Yard, near 
Cill Abby, to hinder the Enemy from making their Eſcape that 
way through the Marſh ; and accordingly ſome attempting it 
about Midnight, Captain Swimey, and Four more were kill'd, 
and Captain Mackertey taken, (being wounded,) and the reſt 
forced to retire to the City again. About One a Clock that 
Afternoon, the Danes from the North, and Four Regiments of 
Engliſh from the South, under Brigadeer Churchil, paſſed the 
River into the Eaſ#-Marſh, in order to ſtorm the Breach that. 
was made there in the City-Wall: They paſſed the Water up 
to the Arm-pits; the Granadeers under my Lord Colcheſter led 
the Van, and marched forwards, expoſed to all the Ene- 
mies Fire : There went on Volunteers with this Detachment, 
the Duke of Grafton, the Lord O Brian, Colonel Granuill, 
and a great many more. Immediately the Van poſted them- 
ſelves under the Bank of the Marſh, (which ſeemed to be a 
Counterſcarp to the City-Wall,) in which Approach the Duke 
of Grafton received a mortal Wound on the point of his 
Shoulder. The Salamander alſo, and another Veſlel, which 
came up the Morning-Tide, lay at the Marſh-end , dire&ly 
before the Wall, playing their Cannon at the Breach, as like- 
wiſe throwing Bombs into the City. In the midſt of which 
Puther my Lord Tyrone, and Lieutenant Colonel Rycate came 
out, (having beat a Parley before) and made Arricles for its 
Surrender; which were theſe :;

But 
as ſoon as the Bridge” could be mended, the Earl of Marlborough, 
Duke of Wyriemberg, and Maj. Gen. Scravemore entred, and took 
much pains to ſave the City from further Damage. In the 
Afternoon all Papiſts were ordered by Proclamation , on pain 
of Death to deliver up their Arms ,. and repair to the Eaſt ' 
Marſh, where all that had been in Arms were ſecured, and 
put under Guards, the Officers in the County Courr- Houſe, a- The Number of 
mongſt whom were the Earls of Clencarty and Tyrone, Colo- the Priſoners.

which our Horſe ſeeing, rid in, and quenched the -Fire, killing 
ſeven or eighrof che Ir: that they found in Town. 

On the 3oth. a Party of our Foot marched to Five-mile- 
Heuſe towards Kingſale, and the Magiſtrates of Cork reafſuming 
their Places, proclaim'd King William and Queen Mary, and 
put the Place into ſome arder, Mo 

On the Firſt of Occber the Earl of Marlborough marched out 
of Cork to Five-mile Bridge,. and. the next day came near the 


' Town, then in the poſſeflion of our own -Men': Towards the 


Evening the Lord Marlborough pofted his Men towards the New 
Fort ; and Major General Zetreau, with 860 Men, the next 
morning early paſſed the River in Boats,& ſtormed the O!d Forr, 
in which he ſucceeded very well : Several Barrels of Powder at 
the ſame time accidentally taking-fire, blew up nigh Forty of 
the Enemy; the reſt flying .into an old: Caſtk in the midft of 
the Fort, were a great many of them kilPd before they gor 


' thither, and all that made refiſtante, as we ſcaled the Walls 


were Cut in pieces : So that of 450 Men in this Fort, abour 
200 were blown up and kill'd, and the reſt ſubmitting to Mer- 
cy, were made Priſoners. Some endeavoured to eſcape to the 
New Fort by Water, but: were moft of them kill'd from the 
Shore. The Governor and ſeveral Officers that would have 
prevented our Men from coming over, were killed upon the 
Ramparts. : 

My Lord Marlborough having gained this Fort, reſolves to 
make as quick work as he could with the New one ; for the 
Weather was now very bad, and Provitions were growing 
ſcarce ; and withal, his Men: began to fall fick, which made 
him judge it was the beſt way to attack the Place briskly, in 
which he was like to loſe fewer Men, than if .by lyihg long be- 
fore it, he ſhould have it ſurrendred : He ſends a Summons 
however to the Governor to ſurrender, who return'd him an- 
ſwer, That it-would be time enough to talk\sf that a: Month hence. 
Whereupon the Cannon being planted, we began to batcer the 
Fort in two Places, the Danes on the Left, and the Ermghſh on 
the Right. On the Fifth of O&ober the Trenches were opened, 
and on the Ninth we were got nigh the Counterſcarp. On the 
Twelfth in the Morning Six Pieces of. Cannon were mounted 
at the Danes Attack, and Two Mortars at the Engliſh, which 
fired all day, and the Mortars continued all night. On the 
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Thirteenth Two Guns of Twenty four pound Ball were planted Oftober. 
on the Evgliſh Battery, and on the Fourteenth Three more ; WO Wa 


for the Danes on their ſide had made a pretty large Breach. 
We then ſprung a Mine with very good ſucceſs, and were pre- 


paring to ſpring another 3 and being Maſters of che Counter- 


{carp, on the Fifreenth the Cannon plaid all che Morning, 
and every thing was ready to lay our Galleries over the Ditch : 
But at one a Clock the Enemy beat a Parly, and delired a 
Treaty about the Surrendry of the Fort; which being done, 


the Articles were agreed to and ſigned, by which the middle 7he Fort ſur- 
Baſtion was to be delivered up next Morning, and the Garri- rendred. 


fon (being about 1200 Men) to march out the day after, with 
their Arms and Baggage, and be conducted to Limerick, We 
had kill'd and: wounded in our ſeveral Attacks about 200; but 
a great many more were fick and dead by reaſon of bad 
Weather. In this Fort we received a very conſiderable Maga- 
zine, and: great plenty of all forces of Proviſions, ſufficient to 
have ſupported a thouſand Men tor a Year ; there were 1000 
Barrels of Wheat, 1000 Barrels of Beef, Forty Tuns of Clar- 
ret, a great quantity of Sack, Branuy, and ſtrong Beer. My 
Lord Marleborough did a conſiderable piece of Service in redu- 
cing thoſe Places, which will be of great advantage to the next 
Campagn. 

(In Ofeber, 1601. Don Jobn 4 Aquila landed at King/ale from 
Spain, with an Army to atlift the 1rih againſt Queen Elizabeth, 
calling himſelf Maſter General and Captain of the Catholick King 
in the War of God, for bolding and keeping the Faith in Ireland: 
But by the Courage and Induſtry of Sir Charles Blunt Baron 
Meuntjoy, then Lord Deputy, the Iriſh were defeated, and the 
Spaniards forced to go home upon diſhonourable Terms.) 

But to return again to Dublin, and the Afﬀairs of that 
part of the Kingdom. On the 18th of Ogober the Blue Durch 
Guards ſet ſail for England, and a day or two afterwards land- 
ed Colonel Mathews's Dragoons and Count Schonterg's Horſe 
from thence. And now aſter the taking of Cork and Kingſale, 
part of the Jriſh Army that was in Kerry made ſeveral Incurſi- 
ons, and burnt all the Towns and Villages of the Counties of 
Cork, and Limerick, that had hitherto efcap'd. My Lord Duke 
of Berwick dined in Charlevil-houſe, one of the Second-rate 
Houſes of theſe Kingdoms, built by the late Earl of Or 


rery, 
and 
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OZober. and after Dinner/order'd it to be fir'd, and ſtaid to fee it in 
eWne Afhes. And thofe of the Iriſh Army that lay between Limerick 
and Athlone, burnt Balliboy , wherein were Six Companies of 
my Lord Drogheda's Regiment: The thing was thus. Lieut. 
Col. Brifow was at the Breaking-up of the Camp at Bzrr or- 
dered to Kilkormack Caſtle, a contiderable Paſs, and within 
Two Mites of Bafliboy ; but he liking Balliboy better, as a Place 
of more Forrage and Shelter for the Men, quitted the other, 
and took moſt of his Men into that open Village; which the 
Iriſh having notice of, came in the night, and lay in che Hedges 
nigh the Town. Our Men had heard of the deſigned Attempt 
the day before, and defired Colonel Briſtow to deliver out 
Ammunition ; but he apprehending no danger, took no care to 
prepare for fach a Miſchief : However, our Men fate up all that 

' Night, and ſent out a Lieutenant, with Twenty Men mounted, 
to learn Tidings of the Enemy, who returned without difcove- 
ring any, for they were all this while cloſe in the Hedges. At- 
ter Revallia, the Officers and Soldiers, thinking all ſafe,: went to 
their Lodgings, all but the ordinary Guard : They had noct 
been diſperſed balf an hour, till the Triſh ſet both ends of the 
Town on fire. The Officers and Soldiers made what haſte 
they could to a Mount towards the middle of the Town, 
where they ſtaid till a Party of Dragoons came from Birr to 
their Relief; for the Tri after ſome imall time drew off, and 
would not adventure to force them from the Mount, tho' they 
were four times our number. We had about Twenty eight 
kill'd, and fome. wounded : And Captain Henry Gore, as he was 
going towards the Mount, had a Rencounter with ſome of 
the Ir;þ Granadeers , in which with Club-Musket he had 
his Jaw-bone broke, and ſeveral Wounds on the Head ; but 
he is fince recover'd. We kilPd ſeveral of the Enemy , 
both in the Streets, and in the Houſes 1that they went to 
lunder. NS | |

The Fourth of November, .being His Majeſties Birth-day, was 
obſerved with allthe Splendour that Place could afford, all the 
Town Miltia were drawn out, being 2500 Foot, two 'Troops of 
Horſe, and two of Dragoons, all well Cloathed and Armed; and 
at night the Lords Juſtices made an Entertainment for the moſt 
Confiderable Perſons in and about the Town: The next day alſo 
being the Fifth of Nowember, . was obſerved according.to the 
A& of Parliament. By this time Commiſflions being given out 
for Lords Lieutenants and Deputy Lieutenants; as alſo for Ot- 
ficers of the Militia in the Country, they had got Arms, and 
were in a pretty good Condition. And on the Firſt day of 
the Term, Mr. Sergeant O-burn, Their Majeſties Serjeant at

And the Gene- 
ral and Lords Juſtices conſulting together, the Juſtices ſend 
out a Proclamation the Fourteenth , for regulating the Quar- 
tering the Army, and aflertaining the Rates of things ; as whac 
ſhould be paid by each Soldier for all forts of Proviſions, and 
Confirming the General's Orders Publiſhed the day before. 
We had News brought from Limerick, by a Lieutenant that

mies Quarters. Thoſe who were carrying theſe things were 
purſued, and overtaken in the County of Kildare, upon a By 
Road : they all made their eſcapes howeverz but one of them 
being a Woman, dropt a Petticoat, in which was found a Let- 
ter, and alſo another in a Rowl of Tobacco, which gave grounds 
to believe, that a Correſpondence was kept between the Papiſts 
in D«bliz and the Enemy beyond the Shanorn 3 and theretore on 
Sunday Night the 30th. of Nowember a general ſearch was 
made through the City, and moſt of the Papiſts ſecured. This 
Piece of Service the Militia performed - very dextrouſly, with- 
out noiſe or ſuſpicion, till the thing was done.

ſtice Cox being formerly ſworn there: In the Exchequer, 
Fo.

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merly ſworn there. This day we had News of the Enemies December. 
paſſing the Shanon at ſeveral Places, and Orders were fent to wWWoae 
our Frontiers to be in readineſs ; and Colonel Guſfavas Hambleton | 
ſent a Party from Birr towards Portumna, who met with a Par- 
ty of the Enemy, which they routed, killing ſome, and 
brought off two Officers, with Eleven Priſoners being Dragoons 
and Foot. PRALYN - 
December the 2d. A Proclamation was iſſued out by the Lords December. } 
Juſtices and Council, forbidding all Their Majeſties Subjects WW > 
of Ireland, to uſe any Trade with France, or to hold any Cor- 
reſpondence or Communication with the French King or his 
Subjects : This was the firſt that was Signed by the Council, ' 
and theſe were preſent, wiz. Fran. Dublin, Drogheda, Long ford, i þ 
Granard, Lishurn, Robert Fitz:Gerald, Anth. Meath, Charles  / 
Merideth. 
We had at that time an Account from Cork, that on the 
224, of November laſt there were 60 of our Horſe and Foot, who 
met with near Five hundred of the Rapparees, in the Barony 
of Weſt Carberry near Ca#lehaven ; our Men at that diſadvan- 
tage. Retreated towards. Ca/Hebawen, the Enemy followed in 
the Rear, and fired at a diſtance ſeveral times, our Party facing 
about killed Nine ; and afterwards being Attacke again, they 
killed one Brown an Enſign of the Enemies. The Enemy next 
day Beſieged Caftlctown, an Houſe near Caftlebawen; they were Cafilerows 
Commanded by O Donavan, O Driſcoll, and one Barry : As they 3%*#*<- 
approached the Houſe, our Men killed Twelve of them); 
this put them into an humour of Retreating, though one 
Captain Mackronive with his Sword drawn: endeavoured to hin- 
der them; but he and tome: more of the Party being kill'd, 
the reſt got away as well as they could. Several of chem had 
Bundles of Straw faſtned upon their Breaſts inſtead of Armour 3 
but this was not Proof, for about Thirty of them were killed 
upon the Spot, amongſt whom; were young Colonel O Drz/cof, 
Captain Tiege O Dongwan, beficles ſeveral that wene off Wound- 
ed ; we loſt only two Men. 
At this time Colonel Byerley being at Mountmelick with part of _ es dec 
his own Regiment, ' and ſome of Colonel EarPs Foot, he was _—_ 
frequently Allarumed ; as well by Parties of the ;jſþ Army, as 
by Gonſiderable Numbers of the Rapparees, who had a defign 
to burn the Town, as they had Lg {cyeralothers —

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December. but the Colonel was very watchful, and kept good Intelligence 
Www (a main Matter in this Aſlair.) He was told of a Party that 
defigned to burn the Town ; and he took care to have all his 

Men, both Horſe and Foot, in readineſs to welcome them ; 

but they heard of his Poſture and durſt not venture ; however 

on the Third of 'Decembermne had notice of a Body of Rapparees, 

that were not far from the Town, and defigned him a mil- 

chief; he ſends out Lieutenant Dent with Twenty Horſe, and 

ordered each Horſeman to take a Muſqueteer behind him 3 when 

the Horſe came almoſt within fight of the Rapparees, they 

dropt their Foot, who marched cloſely behind the Hedges un- 

perceived by the Enemy. When the Enemy eſpied ſo ſmall a 

Party of Horſe, they Advanced from the fide of the Bog to- 

wards them; the Horſe feen''d to Retreat a little, till the Rap- 

parees were Advanced wichin Muſquet-ſhot of our Foot, who 

firing amongſt them, killP'd ſeveral, and then Lieutentant Dexr 

fell in with his Horſe ; as alſo the Foot Charged them a ſecond 

time, that after ſome reſiſtance they kilPd Thirty nine, and 

took Four, whom they hanged without any further Ceremo- 

ny. Therelt eſcaped to the Bogs, and in a moment all dif: 

appeared 3 which may ſeem ſtrange to thoſe that have not ſeen 

it, but ſomething of this kind I have ſeen my felt ; and thoſe 

of this Party aſſured me, that afcer the Aion was over, ſome 

of them looking about amongſt the Dead, found one Pur a 

Serjeant of the Enemies, who was lying like an Otter, all under

How the Rap- ed. When. the Rapparees have no mind to. ſhow themſelves

Abont this time the Lords Juſtices Ocdered Four Long: Boats, Boats fitted up 
like Men of Wars Pinnaces, to be fitted up with Pattereros and to be ſent to 
liccle- ſinall Guns, "the Sides to be fortified with Boards and other *** Shanou. 


Materials, and thoſe to be filled wich a hundred Choice Men, 
commanded by Captzin Hoord, who had been Provoſt Martial, 
but turned out for ſome Irregular things, and was reſolved to 
do ſome deſperate Service to be readmitted. Theſe Boats 
were to be drawn upon Carriages to the Shanon, and there 
put in ; the Delign was very plaufible, and might have done 
Service if purſued ; for there are ſeveral Iſlands in the - Sha- 
20n, wherein the Iriſh have very conſiderable Riches ; and be- 
ſides, Hoord and his Men deſigned to make Incurhons into the 
Enemies Country, and to burn and deftroy all before them ; 
1 a ſmall Party appeard, then they would fight them, bur if 
a great Body, then they could retreat to their Flect, and go a- 
way to.another Place : And further, one deſign of thoſe Boats, 
was to Carry over a part of our Army (at leaſt their Necefſa- 
ries) that ſhortly deſigned an Expedition beyond the Sharon 3 
but the Boats were ſtopt beyond Mwullingar and ordered to go no 
further. 


Nigh this time, one Kirowen, an Irih Officer, came from A Syy ſeized, 


Athlone to Mullingar, he pretended to be a Delerter, and told a 
fair Story ; but next day a Proteſtant that made his eſcape, 
gave an Account, that he was a Spy, and had ' ſome Bad De- 
tigns; upon which being examined and fearched, he had on a 
Pair of Breeches, made of the Petticoat of a Gentlewoman 
whom he had murdered, and upon ſtrict examination of his 
Boy and others, it appear'd, that he was ſent on purpoſe to burn 


_ the Garriſon, ſo was the Saturday following hanged for his pains. 


There was alfo a- Diſcourſe, as. if the Papiſtshad a. deſign to 
burn Dubliz whenixhe Iriſh Arnty was to approach, - which they 
expected every Gay : | this was diſcovered by a Letter from 
Lieutenant Colonel Woogan's Lady to him in Limerick : the Let- 
ter was intercepted, anda:gave an Account, that the Protected 
Papiſts were-ready to join-with the 1 Army-in doing us:what 
miſchief they .could.; vpon, which moſt of thera were'feoured (as 
I have ſaid) but however thoſe of them that ——_ 
: , "a . 
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ecember. of Allegiance 'to K. 7. and Q. M4. were releaſed (but the refu- 
WW fers kept in Priſon,) yet were Ordered by a Proclamation from 


the Lords Juſtices and Council December the Eight, to obey the 
former 'Ocders, in removing from D«blin, and all Their Maje- 
ſties Garriſons on the Frontiers. And ſeveral of the Papitts 
who had Sons in the Enemies Quarters, having made Applicati- 
on to the Lords Juſtices, for further time to bring them 1n, pur- 
ſuant to a Proclamation November the 19th. they fet out ano- 
ther December the Sth. allowing them time till the Tenth of 
Fanuary ; but for all this, I heard of very few that came 
over. Another Proclamation was Dated the ſame day, Orde- 
ring all the Laws in that Kingdom, for the Reſtraining the Ex- 
portation of Wooll, to be put in Execution, except to England 
and ales only, and this with Licence after the uſual manner. 

We had an Account from Clonmel, that Captain Archer, with 
a Militia Troop, met with a Party of the Tri, kill'd Twenty 
five, and took a Booty of Three hunder'd Cows, with ſeveral 
other things. And Colonel Woolley fent word, that what Provili- 
ons and Ammunition were ſent to the North, were ſafely arrived, 
his Men having kilPd Eight of the Ih the day before, and 
hang'dThree Spies. And about the middle of December, we had 
News from Limerick by a Deſerter, that all things were very ſcarce, 
the Soldiers wanting both Meat and Cloaths. But Leiutenant 
Kelly, who was taken Priſoner at Birr, and now releaſed, ſays the 
Iriſh are not in ſo very bad a Condition, becauſe they have got 
nigh Ten thouſand Horſe load of Corn out of the County of 
Kerry this Winter, which poſlible we might as well have had as 
they, if we had been as diligent. 

Nigh this time one Mack Finin, one of the Priſoners that e- 
ſcaped from Cork (as they ſay a great many did by ſiniſter 
means) marched with a Party of about 400 of the Army and 
Rapparees towards Iniskeen in the County of Cork, and finding 
it guarded, they went to Cafletown, where there was a Licuten- 
ant and Thirty Dragoons ; they defended the Place bravely for 
fome time, killing Ten of the Enemy, but their Ammunition 
being ſpent, and having Five of their Men kill'd, they were 
forced to ſurrender upon Quarter, but the Lieutenant was at- 
terwards murdered, though a Party coming from Isiskeen from 
Major Culiford, fet upon: the iſh, kill'd Twelve, and took 
Five Priſoners. | | iy 
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The Lords Juſtices and Council now fearing, that in thoſe December. 


Houſes where there dwelt Papiſts, if any publick Trade was. 
kept, as to the ſelling of Ale, Wine, Coffee, ec. they might 
be Plotting and Contriving Miſchief 3 therefore they Publiſh a 
Proclamation, December the 12ch. That no Papift ſhall keep a 
Publick Houſe in or about the City of Dublin, after the 25th. of 
December next. And now His Majeſty deſigning for Holland, 
and having thoughts of making my Lord Sidney one of the Se- 
cretaries of State, ſent for him over, who on Monday the 1 57h. 
of December Embarqued with a Fair Wind for Cheſter, leaving 
every one ſorry for his departure, in that by his Atﬀable and 
Courteous Demeanor, and his Diligence in His Majeſties Service, 
he had gain'd the Hearts of all People. And on the 24th. Sir 
Charles Porter, one of the Lords Juſtices came from England, who 
on the 29:54. was ſworn Lord Chancellor, receiving the Purſe 
and Great Seal from the late Commiſlioners. 

We had now a part of our Army on their March towards 
Lanesborough-Paſs, Commanded by Major General Kirk and

Sir Fobn Laneir ; the Foot were my Lord Lxburn's Regiment, rough, 


my Lord George Hambleton's, part of Col. Brewer's, lome of Major 
General Kirk's, and ſeveral others: A Party of the 1Mitia alſo 
were ordered from Dubliz, and thoſe in the Country were to 
be up on all hands. At the ſame time Lieutenant General 
Douglas was to march towards Sligo, and fall upon the iſh on 
that ſide. 

On Wedneſday, the 31/7 of December, part of our Army un- 
der Colonel Brewer, went towards Lanesborough: The Enemy 
appeared on the Bog on this fide the Town, being, as they 
fay, nigh Three Thouſand, and had cut ſeveral Trenches 
croſs the Cauſeys that go through the Bog towards the 'Town , 
theſe they diſputed for ſome time, but loſing ſome of their 
Men, they retired into Town, and from thence to beyond 
the Shanon, defacing the Fort on this ſide, and breaking the 
Bridge behind them: (You'll ſay they were not very cloſely 
purſued that had time to do all this) However, our Men took 


poſfeflion of the Town and Fort, as they had left ic; and if - 


we had had the Boats, we might have gone over, the Ene- 
my quitting the other tide for at leaſt Three Days ; but then: 
we were too ſmall a Party : and before: the reſt of our Mem: 


came up, Three Regiments of the Iriſþ were poſted on = 
other. 
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December. other ſide the River 3 and then little hapned of moment, on- 
ly ſome ſmall Firings, and ſometimes they made Truces , 
Colonel Clifford, and the other Iriſþ Officers drinking Healths 
over to our Men, and thoſe on our fide returning the Com- 
plement. 

When this Party marched to Lanesborough, there was a De- 
tachment of 300 Men out of L. Drogheda's, Sir Fo. Hanmer's, 
and Col. Hambletcy's Regiments, ordered from Bir to joyn 
them ; and ſo to croſs the Country from Bir to Mullingar : But 
in their March they were ſet upon by about Fifteen Hundred 
of the Triſh Army, and Rapparees : Our Party had but Thirty 
Dragoons with them, and the Enemy brought ſeveral Squa- 
drons of Horſe; and though we were attack'd for at leaſt - 
Five Hours together, and that at ſeveral places of great diſad- 
vantage, yet they fought their way through, and went that 
Night to Mountmelick, having loſt only Six Men, and Captain 
Feffreys, of Sir Fobu Hanmer's Regiment : but the Iriſh got all 
our Baggage. This Party was commanded by Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Briffow, and Major Caulfeld. |

This being ſo nigh Dublin, it made a great 

noiſe ; ſo that Colonel Fouks, with his own Regiment, part of 

Colonel Caries, and ſome of the A4ilitia, marched out towards 

them ; and coming near them in the Night, at a place called 

Tougher Greggs, at the entrance of the Bog of Allen; he ſtay'd 

there till it was light, and then advanced upon the Cauſey, Cha-

both wounded, the former with a Granade, and the other ſhot 
through the Leg. From thence we marched towards Tralee, 
which the Enemy deſerted , having therein Twenty One 
Troops of Dragoons, and Seven of Horſe , Commanded by 
Colonel Sheldon, The Enemy were much alarm'd on this ſide, 
and if they had been preſſed home on the other, it had been 
much for our Intereſt. But I heard of nothing further re- 
markable at Lanesborough, except of one Captain Edgworth's 
defending a Paſs with One Hundred Men againſt a much 
greater Body of the Ir; and after our Men had laid there in 
the Cold for nigh a Fortnight, they were ordered back, being 
much haraſled with Cold and Hunger. The Boats were never 
brought to the Riyer ; and Lieutenant General Douglas went as 
far as James-Town, and then retired again into the North, with- 
out doing any thing remarkable. This indeed is to be ſaid for 
both ſides, That ſuppoſe our Men had paſſed the River at 
Lanesborough, they muſt have gone Three Miles forwards be- 
fore they could have ſeen any thing but Bogs and Woods : The 
Iriſh. no doubt knew of their coming , and would have let 
them advance ſome Miles at leaſt, and then reſolved, with all the 
Force in their Power, to-attack them. ; nor could Lieut. Gen. 
Douglas joyn them on a ſudden; ſo that ſeeing our Men were in- 
fzriour to.theirs in number, it was not the fafeſt co. go. into.the 
midſt of their Troops 3. and yet any that will but conſider the 
Circumſtances of the preceeding Story, and put things toge- 
ther, will find, that it-has.been partly our own faults that Feland:

The Reaſon of 
this may be, becaule of the Vicinity of thoſe Two Nations ac 
that place, they not being Three Hours Sail afunder ; or elfe 
it is, becauſe in the Ninth Year of King Fames the Firſt, 
the North of Ireland being then in Rebellion, that King in- 
vented a New Title of Honour both in England and Scotland ; 
for all ſuch (the Number not exceeding, as I remember, Two 
Hundred in each Nation) as would maintain Thirty Soldiers 
a piece, for Three Years, at the rate of 8 4. per diem, in the 
Service of Ireland (and yet they were to be Gentlemen, and 
worth 1000 /. per annum), thoſe he called Barronets, and made 
this Title Hereditary, adding to each Man's Paternal Coat the 
Arms of Ulfer, which is in a Canton, or an Eſcutcheon, which 
they pleaſe, in a Field Argent, a Siniſter Hand Cooped at the 
Wriſt,” Gules, But this, however, was more taken notice of 
by the Scots than the Ergliſh ; at leaſt, a great many of them 
went over themſelves in Perſon into Ulfer, and after the Re- 
bellion, had Lands aſligned to them and their Followers, whoſe 
Poſterity enjoy them {till.

Give them but Encouragement, and then there's no People ſo 
inſolent : So that as Slaves, there's no way to deal with them, 
but to whip them into good, Manners ; and yet many of the 
Vulgar #4: have been abuſedin what they had, who tliinking 
our Soldiers in the fault, they cut their Throats whereever they 
can get the upper hand. As to their Army, . their Condt- 
tion is not in ſome Reſpe& much worſe than it was before: 
For, 1. Their Men have ſeen more Service, and underſtand 
the uſe of their Arms better, being made good Fire-men at 
Limerick and Athlone. 2dly, They are now in a much narrow- 
er compaſs, which is eafilier defended, and they may in a 
ſmall time draw their whole Army to any corner ; when as 
we are diſperſed up and down, and cannot fo eaſily be got 
together upon any ſudden occaſion: They have alſo moſt of 
the Paſſes upon the Shanor in their poſſeflion, which could not 
eaſily be taken from any but Iriſhmen. 34ly, They are very 


watchful and diligent, having always good Intelligence, which 


is the Life of any Action; and yet it's plain there is no ſuch 
way to deſtroy the /riſh, as to imploy ſome to ruine the reſt, 
which they will certainly do their own Fathers for Money. 
But then after all this, they have a vaſt Crowd of People, and 
will not, nor cannot have convenient Subfſiſtence for one half 
of them in a ſmall time: And further, the French are retired, 
and ic's to be ſuppoſed without deſign of returning elſe they 
would not have gone away : . Suppoſe therefore the Irifs for- 
tifie all thoſe Places in taeir poſleflion, and have Arms and 
Ammunition, with whatever elſe is needful from France, yet 
all this will neither put Courage into them, to defen«! thoſe 
Places, nor is italtogether in the power of France to ſupply them 
with neceilary Proviſions. FD 

But, 
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| But, Secondly, As to our own Army, I doubt not but we have 4nd lefth, Of 


ſeveral that are indifferent whether the War be quickly at an 9% 9% 


end or not; for they find the {jo to be an eafie ſorr of Enemy, 
and if the War were done here, they mult expe hotter Service 
ſomewhere elſe. They look upon it however as an Enemies 
Country, which is the reaſon that great Spoils are made, and 
Outrages committed 3 nay, which is worſt of all, no Diſtin- 
ion made of Papiſ# or Proteſtanr. This, it's to be fear'd, may 
bring a Famine ; and then all Peoples Condition in that King- 
dom will be very ſevere : For tho? there be Plenty enough in 
England, yet the People of Ireland being poor, no body will be 
at the pains to carry their Goods into a Country where there is 
nothing to be got in return of them. 

But then whatſoever pains the 1; take-in fortifying their 
Towns, we) take as much in carrying things to beat them out 
of them 3 for there is a vaſt quantity of Bombs of the largeſt 
ſize, with all things convenient for ſuch a Delign, daily brought 
to Dublin. And as to our Army, our Numbers. are the 
ſame as laſt Year, (except Two Regiments that are broke :) 
they are alſo much healthfuller, and better. acquainted both with 
the Country *and their Arms ; and to encotirage us the more, 
the Parliament has granted His Majeſty a conſiderable Fund to 
carry on the War, as alſo to Equip His Fleet, which we were 
in both defe&ive laſt Summer. Beſides, we have now at 
leaſt Twelve thouſand of the Militia in good order, either to 
defend our Garrifons behind us., or affiſt in our Army upon 
occaſion ; for one ſhould think. that there is no body ſo fit to 


fight for their own Country, or indeed to be entruſted with it, . 


as thoſe People whoſe Concern it iss And more than all this, 
we ſhall have a great many Proteſtant Rapparees from the North 
and other Places, that we can at leaſt ſet againſt theirs for 
the Northeyn People are molt of them arm, either from our 
Men that died laſt Year, or by ſome means or other ; fo that T 
hope we ſhall have no want of Men. 


If therefore- we have a mind to retrive our Loffes, we muſt 


encourage ſuch as do well, and. reward them for their Va- 
lour and Conduct ; but puniſh Offenders, though their Sta- 
tion be the greater. And as to the Arrears of the Army, 
they. are not ſo very great as ſome People make them ; 
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for though we 'have not had our Accounts ftated for ſome 


time, yet we have. ſtill received: Money upon Account, and 
the Soldiers have conftantly been ſupplied with Bread and 
other Provitions. But it's uſual with a great many, that 
when they can have no other Excuſe for their Extrava- 
gancies, then, they'll ſay, che King owes them ſo much; 
but ſay not a word of what they have received. And as to 
what the preſent 1r;h War both has coſt, and is like to-do, both 
as to Men and Money; it is:not to. be named with that in' Crom- 
wells time, which any may ſee, that will but read Burlace's Hi- 
ſtory : Nor can there be any Compariſon between the preſent 
Government and that ; for then both Law and Religion were 
trampled upon, but now they run in their due Channel. 

But after all, the Reaſon why Ireland was not reduc*d laſt 
Year, was our late taking the Field 3 and the Occaſion of 
that, was becauſe the Aﬀairs of the Army could not be put in 
a compleat Poſture any ſooner: For England has a long time 
been uſed to Peace and Eaſe, and therefore unprovided of thoſe 
things that are abſolutely neceſſary in time of War, which 
were to come from:gbroad. The King did as much as was poſ- 
ſible in the time, as:any who have ſeen the Country may 
know 3 for if Ireland were as well Peopled and Manr'd as the 
Soil it ſelf will bear, it may defie all the World beſides: You 
cannot ſee a Town or a ſmall Caſtle, but where there's either a 
Bog or a River, or both ; all Places being fortified as well by 
Nature as Art : And in War there's no doubt but time muſt be 
allow'd to regulate ſuch Miſtakes as may happen, fince rio Man 
is infallible in that Art. Nor was there a ſufficient Fund of 
Money the Year paſt, to ſupply the real Neceflities of fo great 
a Work; which Inconveniency being now removed, a fair 
Concluſion may be rationally hoped tor. PL 

As to the Charge of maintaining a competent Army there, 
when Ireland is: reduced, the Country will nigh do that of it 
ſelf, ſince the Cuſtoms in that part of the Kingdom now in 
our poileflion, amounted to Sixty ſeven thouſand five-hundred 
ewenty ſix pound for the Six Months laſt paſt; and what 
muſt the whole Kingdom come to in Times of Peace and a 


- ferled Eſtabliſhment ? I have only this to add, That when our 


Armies go out to defie our Enemies, and yet at the ſame time 
in 
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*n their Practice defie the Living God ; or if we ſhould ſtay at 
home, and faſt and pray for their good Succeſs never fo hear- 
tily ; yet God will neither hear us, nor help them, if we are 
negligent in our. Duty towards him. If therefore we defire 
that our. Armies and Fleets may make a confiderable- Figure in 
the World, let us not grudge at and cenfure every thing our 
Betters do, but be careful to do our Duty to God and Man, 
then after the enduring for a Seaſon the Inconyeniencies of 
War, we may, hope to be happy in a laſting Peace. Amen.

PREFACE 


E that endeavours to give an Account of 
ſo many mens behaviour as mult needs 
be concerned in three Active Campaigns, 

is ſure to want neither Envy, nor Detraction ; 
ſome finding fault with one thing, and ſome with 
another ; fo that ir is impoſſible to expect or 
hope for the pleaſing of all Parties; nor indeed 
is it fic to endeavour it : The Reputations of men 
however are tender things, and therefore every 
prudent man, when he has occaſion to touch 
them, will be careful to do it very nicely. And yet 
it happens often to thoſe that write, that either 
through he2dleſneſs they diſoblige ſome that do 
not deſerve it; or out of raſhneſs provoke others 
that may make them repent it; in which Caſes 
there ſometimes needs an excuſe for Offences gi- 
ven, even where they never were intended. 
Thoſe, and a great many other Conliderations, 
have not frighted me from medling with a Sub- 


ject, wherein not a few of the moſt eminent Per- 
Pl {ons 
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ſons of our Age have born a part; and the ra- 
ther, becauſe I find it has laid all this while negle- 
Red; and not any one as yet, beſides my ſelf, has 
undertaken it ( except in ſome ſmall Colleftions 
out of our publick News. ) I endeavoured two 
years ago togive the World a true Account of the | 
Matter of Fat, as it happened the two firſt Cam- 
paigns, and how Matters then ſtood with both the 
Armies. And this bore the name of, 41 Impar- 
tial Hiſtory of the Affairs of Ireland the "Two laſt 
Years ; wherein I was deſirous to make the Book 
it ſelf anſwer its Title; and alſo to ſhew the 
oreat hopes there was then in gaining the whole 
Kingdom in a ſhort time after ; which I am next 
about to ſhew you how it fell out, ſo far as I 
have been able to make an enquiry into it. But 
fince it's probable that the Firſt: Part has not 
reached ſo many Hands as this may, I have here 
repeated ſome of the moſt material Paſſages from 
the beginning, and added ſome few things that 1 
have been informed of ſince writ the other; tho 
my main Deſign is to be as particular in the laſt 
Campaign, as I have been formerly in the other 
two, which was done by way of Journal ; as 
this is alſo, when you come to the end of the 
Abridpment : Ia all which put rogecher, you 
have the Principal Occurrences from Duke Scon» 
berg's landing in that Kingdom, till Their Maje- 
{ties 
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ſties Proclamation, dated at Kenſington, March the 
3d, 1697. Declaring that War to beended ; with 
ſome further Obſervations about che paſt and pre- 
ſent Circumſtances of that Nation. 

The Blood fpilt, and Treaſure ſpent, in this 
unhappy War, has doubtleſs been a ſufficient 
Grievance to both Kingdoms ; yet we have no 
great reaſon to be out of humour at it now, there 
being at that time an apparent neceſlity for it ; 
by which the War is alſo removed to a greater 
diſtance, till we can gain a Firm, Honourable, 
and Laſting Peace from abroad, that fo Their 
Majeſties may be at leiſure to free their own 
Dominions from the Vices and Corruptions of 
a Licentious Ape. 

But I am no Politician ; and therefore what IL 
have to offer in behalf of this Undertaking of 
mine, is only this; T hat it was the honour | had 
for the Memory of that Great Man Duke Scon- 
berg, and a deſire to ſet the World right at that 
time in their Judgments, how Matters ſtood 
with both Armies, which put me firſt upon the 
' Deſign. And the favourable Acceptance that 
my firt endeavours met with in Ireland, has en- 
couraged me to continue them ; though [ muſt 
be ſo grateful as to own the kind Reſentments of 
ſome in my own Countrey alſo, and particu- 


larly thoſe of my Lord Biſhop of Salibury, who 
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has been pleaſed, not only to commend the 
Undertaking,but to honour me with theCorreRi- 
on of ſome of my Papers with his own Hand,and 
alſo withan Account of the reaſons for ſome Par- 
ticulars, that before | was in the dark for want of. 
[ hate toclog Truth with any Artifice ; nor is 
there any occaſion for ſuch an endeavour, ſuppoſel 
had an inclination or skill todo ir; for whilft things 
are freſh in every ones memory,if a man ſhould be 
guilty of any notable and wilful Miſtake that way, 
there are a great many able to find it out. I have 
done the Subject therefore no injury, but by my 
own defects, which by this means [I have expo- 
ſed to the publick Cenlure of all People. 
| have ſeen a great part of the moſt notable 
Adventures however, from the beginning to the 
end, and want only skill to give a good Ac- 
count of them. By-ftanders commonly ſee more 
than thoſe aually ingaged in Battel ; here eve- 
ry man is tied to his Poſt, and minds the Buſi- 
neſs only that is before him; when thoſe that 
are Lookers on, have nothing elſe to do but to 
obſerve : So that wherein I have been defe- 
Qive in this Point, is more for want of Judg- 
ment than Opportunity; and thoſe that are 
Judges in the Military Art, I hope will par- 
don me where I have made uſe of Terms that 
are not proper to that Profeſſion, But beſides 
' what 
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what Obſervations I have been able to make my 
ſelf, I have had the benefit of ſeveral Diaries, and 
ſome of thoſe writ with good skill ; I have 
look'd over all our Publick Accounts too, and 


been freely allowed the advantage of leveral Pu- 


blick Papers and Letters at the Secretary of War's 
Office, and other places; fo that you have all 
that I know of the matter; and 1 hope it's no 
crime in me to know no more than | do ; tho [ 
will not warrant what I have ſaid from being 
ouilty of ſeveral Miſtakes; for men relate things 
generally as they conceive 'em; and of many 
that have ſeen the ſame thing, few there are that 
relate it alike, every one ſpeaking of it accord- 
ing to his own Notions, or as his mind is turned 
by clear or confuſed Conceptions ; which alone 
may be ſufficient Encouragement to any judici- 
ous Undertaker to be at the pains to compleat the 
Work, eſpecially when they ſee a thing of that 
Importance ſo flovenly managed: Tho I am 
the firſt that has chalked out the way, and have 
ſome Reaſons to believe, that whoever writes 
afterwards upon this Subject, will take more up- 
on Truſt than have done. 

There is already publiſhed AnAccount of the State 
of theProteſtants in Ireland under the lateKing*sReign; 
moſt of whom found it true by experience what is 


there at large related; which is the reaſon that 
at 
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at this day in Ireland you'l find no Facobites but 
Papiſts. Some of whom I hear have made it their 
boaſt, That they have anſwered that Book ; but 
I'm ſufficiently aſſured, That the Reverend Au- 
thor who writ it, is able to make it good : And 
what credit one of the Romiſh Faith, and an Triſh 
Evidence too , will gain by. contradicting pure 
Matter of Fac, any ſober man may eaſily fore- 
ſee. Sir Richard Cox has allo been pleaſed to fay, 
That he will oblige the world with a Third Vo- 
lume of his Hiſtory ; upon which Conſiderations 
I have ſaid little of things before our own Land- 
ing, and afterwards have for the moſt part con- 
fined my ſelf to matters relating ro the Army, 
even in which, if we take things as they riſe, 
there have been ſeveral Actions on our f1de, that 
have made but an indifferent Figure to us, who 
poſlibly did not ſtand in a good light, and ſo could 
not diſcern the true Reaſons of things; only we 
ought to be ſatisfied , that Publick Authority is 
not to be ſ{ubje&t to the private Paſſions and Opi- 
nions of the people; nor the Laws of Govern- 
ment either in Armies or elſewhere, to the Fan- 
cles of every pretender, 


Some perhaps may ask what part of our Arm 
had the greateſt Intereſt in the Glory of thoſe Vi- 
ctories which we have gained in that Kingdom, 
we 
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we being compoled of io many different Nati- 
ons, which mult needs create Emulation, if nor 
Envy ict ſelf? It has been an Obſervation before 


my time, That all people generally have a good 


opinion of themſelves, and magnifie their own 
Countrey-men either as to Courage or Cuſtoms, 
though it be often without the leaſt ſhew of 
Reaſon : The Turks you ſee contemn us, and 
we them as much :; The Grecians in former times 
called all the world but themſelves Barbarians, 
and now they are as much deſpiſed by moſt peo- 
ple: The Ttalians deride the French, and they 
again ſcoff at the Italians: The Spaniards laugh ar 
all, and every Countrey again at them : We call 
the Iriſh Wild and Rude, and they think to be 


even with us in calling us Engliſh Churles, and 


other Names of Reproach ; and notwithſtand- 
ing they were worſted, yet their Officers would 
confidently affirm, That their men had as much 
Courage as thoſe that beat them. The Danes too 
magnified their own Actions, and the Dutch and 
French did as much for themlelves; yet if you'l 
grant me but for this once to be impartial, I can 
affirm by often-repeated experience, That I never 
ſaw any thing contemn Death to that degree, 
(and that too in all ſhapes ) as the Engliſh Offi- 
-cers and Soldiers did upon all occaſions. And 


if 
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if any. endeavour to take the greateſt part of 
the Glory of that War from them, they do them 
not thac Juſtice which the Merit of their Cauſe 
deſerves : Not that other people did not behave 
themlelves very well , but the Numbers of no 
other Nation were equal to ours; or if they had, 
can I by any means allow they could have out- 


done Us. 


I have done our Enemies all the Juſtice in eve- 
ry point, that the Merit of their Cauſe would 
bear, and that too from ſeveral of their own 
mouths, upon whoſe Credit | have related many 
Circumſtances. And as to our own fide, I am 
very far from having the leaſt prejudice to the 
Perſon of any man; nor if I had, could I ever 
perſuade my ſelf to take ſo poor a Revenge, 
(if any) asto aſperſe him unjuſtly ; this would 
be my own loſs, and not his: So that if any 
man happen to be injured by what 1 have faid, 
( though there's a great diffetence between being 
wronged and offended) 1 declare it no wilful Mi- 


ſtake, and ſhall be very ready to ask hisPardon ; ' | 


which I will not do to any man, for ſaying what 
I know to be true, 


But 


But what Iam moſt ſorry for is, That I que- 
ſtion not bur a great many Gentlemen have deſer- 
ved very well in this War, tho it has been my 
Misfortune not to know their Names ; and yer 
I hope that Time and a more diligent Enquiry 
will do them Juſtice. 


What I have writ towards the end of the 
Book, concerning the paſt and preſent States of 
that Countrey, was done with the reſt in April 
laſt, when the noiſe of the French Deſcent filled 
every ones ears; and the ſame diſcourſe being 
now revived, I ſhall let it ſtand as ic is, with 
this Remark, That though I am no Prophet, 
yet if they do make an Attempt, I hope they'l 
have the ſame Fate that others have had before 
them. 


Whatever my Account of theſe matters may 
be, yet the Maps that I have inſerted, which 1l- 
luſtrate the principal Battels and Sieges, are ve- 
ry good, and coſt no ſmall Pains and Charges to 
bring them ro that perfe&tion: But when I read 
over theſe Papers my ſelf, I find the Stile of the 
whole harſh and unpleaſant; which muſt needs 
be much more ſo co others, eſpecially in an Age 


wherein ſo many Learned and Great Men have 
B brought 
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bronght 'our Language to ſo great Perfection : 
But all the hopes have is, That the moſt Learn- 
edMen are apteſt to put the moſt, favourableCon- 
ſtruction upon a private man's Endeavour, and 
will be ready to pardon a great many Defects in 
one that means well: and as for all the Cenſo- 
rious men in the world, I ſhall not be much con- 
cerned at what they lay.

1689. moſt Reformed Nations in the World, had their Bards, 
Vw and Ballad-makers, who have taken no ſmall pains in 


their way to render the Chieftains of their own Coun. 
try as famous as others. Nay, the Greateſt Generals 
and Emperors have in the midſt . of their. Conqueſts 
imployed ſome of their time to leave the immortal 
Memory of their own, and other Great Mens Actions 
in writing ; the omiſſion of which has been a great 
defe&t in the middle Age of the World, ſince thoſe are 
commonly the moſt Competent Judges of the ma- 
nagement of Afﬀairs, and ableſt to give a true Ac- 
count, + 

But becauſe in this Fighting Age, wherein we now 
live, their time is other ways imployed ; and Great 
Men have ſcarce leiſure to read , much leſs to write 
great Books ; we mult be contented to take the beſt 
Accounts we can get of their Altions from meaner Hands, 
ſuch as have been Eye-witnefſes of them, or at leaft 
have good grounds for what they tell us. And foraſmuch 
as the Diſturbances in Tre/and have made ſo great a noiſe 
in the Ears of all Exrope, whilſt they laſted ; and my 
ſelf as a conſtant Attendant on their Majeſties Army, 
having been an Eye-witneſs to the moſt Remarkable 
Occurrences; I ſhall not ſcruple to tell the World all 
I know ; which as it is for the moſt part little elſe 
but the bare matter of Fat, I hope it may not be 
deſpiſed, though it come from ſo mean a Hand, and 
in ſo homely a Dreſs. 

T need not trouble the Reader with a long Dil- 
courſe about the Occaſion of the War ; The general 
Averſion of the People of England to Popery , and 
their being ill treated by a Prince of that Perſuaſion, 
made ſuch a ſudden Change in that Kingdom, as the 
like never happened before in any Age or Countrey :

brink of Ruine, and then forced moſt of them to fly 
from thence to ſecure their Lives againſt an Inſolent 
and ungovernable Triſh Army ; who by order from the 
Government, ſeized upon all the Horſes and Arms 
they could find in the Hands of the Proteſtants through- 
out the Kingdom, and made all poſſible Preparations 
to reſiſt a powerful Army from Erglavd, which was 
but reaſonable to look for, ſince it's fo inconſiſtent with 
the Laws, Intereſt and Policy of this Kingdom, to have 
Treland in any other hands but their own.

A part of 
our Army alſo begin to take the Field, and Encamp 
almoſt round Charlemont ; Cannon and Mortars were 
ſent up that way too, in order to force old Tezgae 
O Regan, the Governour, from his Neſt, if he would 
not quit it otherways; but their Proviſions being ſpent, 
and no hopes of Relief appearing, on the 12h of 
May the Governour deſired a Parley , and after ſome 
time it was agreed, That his Garifon ſhould march 
out with their Arms and Baggage, which they did 
on the 14th, being about Eight hundred (beſides two 
hundred Women and Children) four Companies of 
Collonel Babingtron's Regiment taking poſſeſſion of the 
Place. We found Seventeen Pieces of Cannon, one 


large Mortar, Eighty three Barrels of Powder, with 


ſome Fire Arms, and other uſeful Materials in the 
Caſtle. | 
The ſame day that Charlemont was ſurrendred, Col- 


:Jonel Woolſey, and Collonel Foulks, with Twelve hun- 
-dred men, went to a Caſtle called Bellynacargy, in 
which the Enemy had Two hundred men ; this was 
' * feituate in a ſmall Lough, fo that our men were for- 


ced to march up to their middles in water to make 
their Approaches; the Enemy fired ſmartly upon us, 
killed us Two Captains, an Enſign, and Seventeen 
men, and wounded Forty three; but when they ſaw 
us reſolved to have the Place, they hung out their 
-w xa Flag, and agreed to march away without their

the Fourth. of Fuze 1690, took Shipping at H/ake 
on the 12th; and on the 14th, being Saturday, he land- 
ed about Four in the Afternoon at Carizfergws; from 
whence, being upon the Road to Belfaſt, he was met 
by the General, Major-General Kzr4, and a great ma- 
ny more Officers of the Army that were there, expecting 
His Majeſty's Landing ; And that Evening landed his 
Highneſs Prince George, the Duke of Ormond, Earl of 
Oxford, Earl of Portland, Earl of Scarborough, Earl of 
Mancheſter , my Lord Overkirk, my Lord Sidney, with

two following days His' Majeſty was attended by 
moſt of the Nobily, Clergy , and other Gentlemen 
inhabiting that” part'-of the. ' Kingdom. :!'

The King ſtayed at Belfa/t till Thur/aay the 19:h ; 


and having ſet out a Proclamation to encourage all

at home, His Majeſty went to Hisburrough, giving

22th His Majeſty Encampt at Lowghbritland with that takes the

his ſtay in Ire/azd. That Morning a Party of Two

Officer, were taken Priſoners, but the Enemy did not 
gain much by this Attempt, for they loſt more in num- 
ber than we did. Captain Far/ow was the firſt who gave 
the Late King a certain Account of King Will:am's be- 
11g in Tre/azd, for till then he would not believe it. 


Fune the 27th, our whole Army joined at Danda/s, 
making in all about Thuty fix thoufand , though the 
World called us at leait a third part more : The I1rjh, 
at cur approach hither, had removed to the Boyz ; 
And on Sunday the 29th, our Army marched beyond

jeſty, as that the Bullet ſlanted upon his Right Shoulder,

not been at his Right Hand, where he always 1s, and, 
I hope, will be, as well for the defence of His Maje- 
ſty's Sacred Perſon, as the good of thoſe. he has un- 
dertaken to proteCt. 

The Enemy then fired thoſe two Pieces: as faſt as 


they cauld charge and diſcharge, doing- ſome damage 


amongſt our Horſe that were drawing up before them, 
which made the King give Orders for his Horſe to rein 
a little backwards, and have the advantage of a Riſing 
Ground between them and the Cannon. 

About Three a Clock in the Afternoon ſome of our 
Field-pieces came up, which were immediately plant- 
ed, and then played into the Enemy's.

Whether His Majeſty had already an Account of 


what had happened to the Confederate Army at Flerz, 
I am not able to give an Account ; but it's probable he 
had ſome intimation of it ; fince in a Council of War 
held that night, His Majeſty ſeemed poſitive in paſſing 
the River next day, and therefore gave. Orders for his 
Army to be ready accordingly. 

The late King had likewiſe another Council of War. 
on his ſide the River, wherein all the Frexch and Iriſh 
O:Þicers agreed, ( which, was the only time they ever 
did ſo before or after), Not to give us Battel, but to 
march off in the night, and then retreat towards Ath- 
lone and Limerick. filling. all their Towns that were. 


tenable, as they went, with ſuffictent Gariſons to defend 


them. And their reaſon was this; as ſoon as Sir C/ord-. 
fley Shovel with his Squadron of Men 'of War had 
ſeen the King ſafe in 1re/and, he was ordered to fail 
immediately, and join my Lord Torrington, then at 


Sea with the Exgliſh Fleet ; which the French having 


notice of, and that all our Tranſport Ships with our 
Proviſions and other Neceflaries for War, were left at 


Carigfergus-Bay with little or:no Convoy , and would 


have Orders to -coaſt along as the Army marched, they 
reſolved to ſend Ten ſinall Frigats and Twelve Priva- 


teers into the Channel, and burn all our Ships ; 


which if. it had been done then, our Communica- 


tion from Eg/and. had been in a manner cut off, and. 


our Army forced to ſubfiſt upon.. the Countrey, or 
ſtarve ; at leaſt we had been debarred thoſe Neceſſa- 


ries, Without which the War could not have been 


carried on + This Deſign of the French was not un-: 


known to the King, and therefore. he was. the more 


earneſt” 
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2690. earneſt in going forward : Tt was adviſed therefore in 
LYN the Iriſh Camp, That ſeeing we had a better Army 


by much in the Field than theirs ( and might proba- 
bly beat them if they engaged), to march away , and 
ſo protraft the time till they ſaw what became of 
the Deſign about burning our Ships, which they were 
confident would take effect. But the late King him- 
ſelf was very much bent upon fighting, alledging , 
That if he retreated with his Army, and left Dybliz 
and other places to the Enemy, the 1-1, who are 
ſoon diſheartned, and only judge according to appear- 
ance, would all deſert him by degrees ; and then him- 
{elf and thoſe that ſtood by him, would be delivered 
up to the Mercy of the Enemy: So that ſeeing him 
in this humour, they were in hopes that a vigorous 
fit of Valour had ſeized him, and that he would next 
day play the Hero, in -either Conquering Valiantly , 
or Dying Gloriouſly ; and then having ordered the 
diſpoſing of their Army, they concluded to ſtay and 
watch our motion. 

T ueſ4ay the firlt of Fat, early in the morning, his Maje- 
ſty ſent Lieut. Gen. Douglaſs, my Lord Port/and, my Lord 
Overkirk, and Count Schoxbergh, with above Ten thou- 
find Horſe and Foot up the River, to paſs towards 
the Bridge of S$/2ze; which the Enemy perceiving, 
they drew out ſeveral Bodies of Horſe and Foot to- 
wards their Left, in order to oppoſe us ; our men 
however, marched over without any difficulty , being 
only charged by Sir Nea/ O MNeal's Regiment of Dra- 
goons , who were partly broke, and himſelf killed, 
Aſſoon as Lieutenant-General Donglzs and his Party 
were got over, he ſent an Expreſs to his Majeſty to 
give him an Account of It ; who then orcer'd the Duzch 
Guards, two Freach Regiments, two Tanizhilling Regi- 
ments, Sir John Hanmers, and ſeveral others that lay moſt 
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convenient for that Ground, to pafs the River, and Attack 16 9 0c. 
the 7riſþ on the other fide, which they did with a great vv 
deal of Bravery and Reſolurion, firſt beating the Tr trom 
their Hedges and Breaſt-works at 0/4 Bridze, and then 
routing the Duke of Berwick's Troop of Guards, my 
Lord T'yrconnel's, and Collonel Parker's Horſe, who al! 
behaved themſelves like men of Ex2/;þ ExrraQion, as 
indeed moſt of them were ; during which tine his 
Majeſty paſſed the River below with the Left Wing 
of his Horſe, and charged the Enemy feveral times at 
the Head of his own Troops, nigh a little Village 
called Dunore, where they rallied again, and gave us 
two or three brisk Attacks; but in leſs than half an 
hour were broke, and forced to make the beſt of 
their way towards Dy/ce&, where there was. a conſi- 
derable Paſs, and whither the other part of the Iriſh 
Army that faced Lieutenant General Do#z/2/5 , had 
made what haſte they could, when they heard how 
it had gone with their Friends at 0/4-Br/dz; our Ar- 
my then preſſed hard upon them, but meeting with a 
great many difficutlies in the Ground, and being 
obliged to purſue in Order, our Horſe had only the 
opportunity of cutting down ſome of their Foor, and 
moſt of the reſt got over the Paſs at D-»/eek ; then 
night coming on, prevented us from making ſo en- 
<ntire a Victory of it as could have been wiſhed

tempts upon our Ships. Whilſt his preſent Majeity 
King William gave his Army other kind of Proofs 
both of his Courage and Conduct, having a Soul fir 
above Fear, or any thing that may look mean in fo 
Great a Prince; Nor ever had an Army a more entire 
AﬀeCtion for their chief Commander, than his Maje- 
ſty*s for him ; his Reſolution being always undaunted, 
and their only Fear being for his Majeſty's Perſon. 
And whatever difference happens hereafter betwecn 
his Majeſty and his Army, can only be this, That 
they deſire to ſtand between his Perſon and all Dan- 
ger, but he always has a mind to put himſelf berween 
them and it. May we long therefore have ſuch a 
General in a King ; and he not only Soldiers but Sub- 
jets too of all other Profeſſions, that honour him to 
that degree. 

Thoſe of our Emrzlih Forces that were engaged, 
and had opportunity to ſhew themſelves, gave fignz! 
demonſtrations of their Courage and Bravery ; the 
Ianiskilliners, and French too, both Horſe and Foot, did 
200d ſervice; and the Dutch Guards deſerve no {mall 
Honour for their Conduct that day.

a Gariſon of about :x300 men, commanded by my 


Lord Ivergh, who ſurrendred rhe Town, upon Condi-. 
tion, Thar his Gari/oz ſhou'd have leave to march out 
withour their Arms, and be conduftted to Arhloxc : 
Tho their Barbarity in tying the Proteſtants in Town back 
to back, and placing them where they expected our Guns 
to play, ought not to be forgot. This is a Town of no 
great ſtrength, only a Mount whereon are planted 
Ten Guns on the Soxth-lide the River, ſeems capable of 
Defence. | 
Thurſday the 34. of July, his Majefty had an Ac- 
count, That the Triſh had left Dubliz, and were ma- 
king what haſte they could towards the Shannon ; up- 
on which the Duke of Orzzozd marched to that City, 
with One thouſand Horſe, and found Captain Far/on 
Governor of the Caſtle, who two days before had 
beer a Priſoner ; his Grace took poſſeſſion of all the 
Out-Guards of the Town with his Horſe, and the 
Dutch Blae Guards were ſent to the Caſtle, The 57.

Eight Regiments of Horſe, Seven Regiments of Dra- 
goons ; a Regiment of Foor-Guards of Twenty two 
Companies, and Ninety men ina Company ; Forty four 
other Regiments of Foot, Thirteen Companies in a Re- 
giment, and Sixty men in a Company, which with the 
Five thouſand Freach Foot, made their Army, according 
to their own Computation of the Regiments,and the num- 
bers in each, to be 39320 Foot, 3471 Horle, and 2480 
Dragoons, which in all make an Army of 50271. beſides 
their Rapparees 1n all the Corners of the Countrey ; 
but theſe were all that they had to man the whole Gari- 
ſons of Ireland; fo that they were not above 27000 at the 
Boyn, beſides the French, 


But to return. About the 8/h or 9th of July it 
was known abroad, That His Majeſty had an Account 
of the Misfortune of the Eze/;þ and Dutch Fleets, at 
which time he divided his Army, and marched himſelf 
towards K/j/kexzy with the greateſt part of it. For 
though His Majeſty was ſenſible, that going with his 
whole Army towards Athlone, and ſo into Connaght, 
was the readielt way to reduce the 1rj/þ.; yet having 
ſome Reaſons to apprehend that the Frexch, after 
the Battel of Fl-r-s, might ſend off Detachments from: 
their Army, and fo diſturb Erglayd ; or at leaſt 
fend part of their Fleet, and burn. his Tranſport- 
Ships, he made haſt to ſecure Waterford Haven for 
them, ſince the Bay of Dublix is no Place of ſafety. 
Sending at the ſaine time Lieutenant-General Douglas 
with three Regiments of Horle, two of Dragoons, 
and ten of Foot, towards Athloxe, Fifty miles to the 
Northweſt from Dub{;z; before which Place he came 
2n the 17h with the aforeſaid Party , Twelve Field- 

PICCes, 
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pieces, and two ſmall Mortars : The 1-5 burnt and 
deferted that part of Athlone on Leinſter ſide, the 
Bridge called the Ex2/iſh Town : But ſeeing our Par- 
ty, and our Train not ſuitable to luch an Underta- 
king, and having three Regiments of Foor , nine 
Troops of Dragoons, and two of Horſe, in, and 
about the Town, with a freſh ſupply of Forces not 
far oft; they poſitively refuſed to deliver up the Flace, 
which Lieutenant-General Donglas ſeeing no hopes of 
forcing them to, on Friday the 25h, early in the 
morning , he raiſed his Siege, and marched to join 
the King's Army again, having not loſt above Thirty 
men before the place, :but near Three hundred by Sick- 
neſs, and other Accidents. ' Our rifing from before that 
Town did ſo puff up the 1-/h, that one Malady, "the 
Late King's High Sheriff for the County of { ozgford, 
got at leaſt Three thouſand of the Rabble, or ſuch like 
People together, near Mullingar , where they heQtored 


and ſwaggered for ſome days ; but Collonel Woolſtey 


with his own Horſe, and two Regiments of Foot, being 
ſent back to ſecure that part of the Countrey, about 
Forty of his Horſe, being an Advance Guard, fell in 
with a Party of the 1r4þ towards the Evening, which 
giving the Alarm to the reſt, they immediately began 
to diſperſe, and every man to ſhift for himſelf ; and 
Night coming'on, our Party had 'only the opportunity 
of killing about Thirty of them , High Sheriff Malady 
himſelf being wounded, and never ſince able to raiſe 
iuch another poſſe Commetatuvs, | 


But to return to His Majeſty's Camp, which on the 
9:h, he pitched at a place called Crom:1iz, two miles to 
the Weſt of D4b/-,, where the King ſetled the method 
of granting ProteQtions according to his Declaration. 
And then gave a Commiſſion ro Francis, Earl of 
Long- 
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Longford ; Anthony Lord Biſhop of Meath ; Robert 
Fit z-Gerald, Eilq;, Sir Henry Fane, DoQtor Gorge, Wit- 
liam Robinſon, Elq;, Foſeph Coghlin, Eſq; Edward Corker, 


Eſq;, and Henry Davis, Eſq;, or any five of them, to - 


enquire into, ſeize, and ſecure all Forfeitures to 
the Crown by the General Rebellion of the 1-iſþ Na- 
tion : This Commiſſhon empowered them to appoint 
Deputies to ſummon and ſwear Witneſſes, to call 
the Juſtices of the Peace, and Deputy-Lieutenants to 


their Afiſtance, ro let Leaſes for a year, and in - 


doubtful Caſes, to conſult the Judges learned in the 
Law; and this Power of theirs to continue until a 
more legal method 'could be put in praQtice when 
the Courts of Judicature were open. "The Biſhop of 
Meath , whether his Lordſhip was ſenſible of the De- 
feXt of the Commiſſion at firſt, or elſe did not» like 
the Proceedings of ſome of the reſt,. he ſoon forbore 
his attendance at their — but ſeveral of the 
reſt proceeded in their Buſineſs, and took poſſeſſion 
of Goods of all ſorts, as well in the Hands of Romax- 
Catholicks, and on their Grounds, as in the hands of 
Proteſtants, where they had been left by their Ca- 
tholick Neighbours; upon which account thoſe Gen- 
tlemen had the misfortune to be much cenſured af- 
terwards, as weil by ſome in the Countrey , where 
they made Seiſures, as by the Commiſſioners of Their 
Majeſty's Revenue, who complained of the ſmall Re- 
turns made into the Exchequer. This occaſioned ſe- 
veral of the above-named Gentlemen, who had been 
imployed to make a repreſentation of their Cafe af- 
terwards to the Lords Juſtices, which T have ſeen, 
and it was to this effect : * That amongſt a great 
*many Diſcouragements in ſo troubleſome an Im- 


* ployment, their Conmiffion it ſelf was ſo defe- 
G * ive, 
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© ive, that it ſtemed a perfeR Snare to them (con. 
5 traiy to the intent or Intereſt of His Majeſty ) 
© in that it gave them power to ſeize upon all For. 
* feitures, but not to diſpoſe of any ( except of Lands 
* by leaſe for a year) by which means, the Goods 
* ſeized by the Commiſſioners, and their Deputies, 
* were often either ſtole, or forced away , ſometimes 
© by the Army, and at other times by the Rapparees, 
© after they had been at great charge about them, 
And a great many other things they h#ve to fa 
for then;ſelves, by which it appears, that chok 
Aſperfions caſt upon fome of them were groundleſs 
though others of them, or where-ever the fault eiſc 
laid ; ſome, I ſay, there were who did Their Ma- 
ieſties Afﬀairs no ay Advantage, nor themſelves 
much Credit by their management. But this being 


a matter of publick Concern, is none of my buſineſs to 
look into. 


His Majeſty then marched forwards, and from a 
Place called Co/tledermot , ſent Brigadier Eppinger with 
a Party of One thouſand Horſe and Dragoons to 1c. 
cure Wexford, which before his Arrival was deſerted 
by the 1rþ Gariſon. The King all along upon his 
march was acquainted with the Diſorders and Con- 
fuſion of the Iriſh Army, and of their ſpeedy marches 
to Limerick, and other Strong Holds. The 19:4 His 
Majeſty dined at K;lkennry, a Walled Town , wherein 
ſtands a Caſtle belonginz to the Duke of Ormond, 
which had been preſerved by Count Lauzur, with all 
the Goods and Furniture. And next day His Majeſty 
underſtood that the Enemy had quitted Clonmel, whi- 
ther Count Sconberg marched with a Body of Horſe.

But the King received a further Account from Exz- 
land, That the loſs at Sea was not ſo conſiderable 
as it was at firſt given out; and that there was no 
danger of any more French Forces landing in that 
Kingdom ; they having already burnt only a ſmall 
Village, and fo were gone off without doing any fur- 
ther damage. The danger of that being therefore 
over, His Majeſty returned to the Army , which he 
found encamped at Golden Brzdze, nigh Caſhell, and about 
ſeventeen miles from Limrick, where His Majeſty 
had intelligence of the Pofture of the Enemy in, and 
about that City. 


Auguff the 8th, Lieutenant-General Dozg/zs, and his 
Party from Athloxe, joined the King's Army at Cari 
ganlis, And. on the 9th, the whole Army approached 
that ſtrong Hold of Limerick without any conſiderable 
loſs, the greateſt part of their Army being Encampt 
_ the River, in the County of Clare. His Ma- 
jeſty, as ſoon as his Army was poſted , ſent a Sum- 
mons to the Town, which was refuſed to be obeyed 
by Monſieur Boiſeleau, the Duke of Berwick , Sars- 
eld, and ſome more, though a great part of their 
Army were even then willing to Capitulate. Next 
Morning early the King ſent a Party of Horſe and

days after at a liede old Caſtle called Balynedy , with- Guns ſurpri- 
in ſeven miles of our Camp., killing about Sixty of *** 
the Soldiers and Waggoners, and then marched off 
with little or no oppoſition, tho his Majeity had gi- 
ven Orders for a Party of Horſe to go from the Camp 
and meet the Guns the night before. 


Tueſday the 12th. Brigadier Stuart went with a Par- Caſtie Conr:! 
ty and four Field-Pieces to Caſtle. Connel, a Strong-hold 22 
upon the Shannon, four miles from Limerick, the be- 
ſieged being 126, under one Captain Bzrzvcl/, after 
ſome time ſubmitted, and were brought Priſoners to

Sunday the- 17th. at night, we opened our Trenches, OurTrench-; 
which were mounted by Seven Battalions under the opened. 
Duke of Wirtenbergh, Major-General Kzrk, Major-Ge- 

neral Tettean, and. Sir Henry B-llaſis, beating the Irijh 
out. of -a Fort nigh two old Chimneys, where about 
Twenty were killed; and next night our Works were 
relieved by Lieutenant General Douglas, my Lord Sid- 
zey, Count Naſſar, and Brigadier Start, with the like 


number ; and the. day following, we planted ſome

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1690, new Batteries; which his Majeſty going to view, ag 
{SVN he was riding towards 1retoz”s Fort, he ſtopt his Horſe 


on a ſudden to ſpeak to an Officer, a Four and twenty 
pound Ball the very moment grazing on the ſide of 
"the Gap where his Majeſty was going to enter, which 
certainly mult have daſh'd him to pieces, had not the 
commanding God of Heaven prevented ir, who till 
reſerves him for greater matters. This I ſaw, being 
then upon the Fort, as I did that other Accident at the 


Boyne betore. 


Wedneſday the 20th. we attack'd a Fort of the Ene. 
mies nigh the South E:j# Corner of the Wall, which 
we ſoon took, and killed 5o, taking a Captain and 
twelve men Priſoners; and about an hour after, the 
Enemy fallyed with great Bravery, thinking to regain 
the Fort, but were beat in with jofs, there being k1il- 
led in the Fort ang the Sally about Three hundred, 
though we loſt Captain Neeaham, Captain Lacy, and 
about Eighty private men. 


We continued battering the Town, throwing in 
Bombs and (arcaſſes till Wedneſday the 27th. when a 
conſiderable Breach being made, Five hundred Grana- 
deers ſupported by Seven Regiments of Foot, and all 
our Works double manned, were ordered to attack 
the Counterſcarp, and lodge themſelves as convenient- 
ly as they could thereabouts. Between three and four 
in the Afternoon, the Signal being given, our men at- 
tack'd the Enemy very briskly , beating them from 
their Works, and ſo over the Breach into the 'Town; 
but ſeveral of then purſuing too far, and the reſt not 
ſeconding them, as having no Orders to go any fur- 
ther, the 1riſþ alſo ſeeing themſelves purſued by - 
mall 
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{mall a number, they were perſuaded to face about, 
and out-numbring our poor men they killed a great 
many of them ; treſh Regiments alſo coming from be- 
yond the River, and all together adventuring upon the 
Walls; our men below having likewiſe no cover, at- 
ter a Diſpute of three hours and an half (in which 
time there was nothing but one continuzd Fire of 
Great and Small-ſhot) our men were obliged to re- 
turn back to their own Trenches again, having loſt 
x5 Officers, ( beſides the Foreigners, and thoſe of the 
Granadiers ) about 5o wounded, 500 men killed, and 
near. One thouſand wounde./, whereof greateſt part re- 
covered; tho I'm apt to think the 1: did not loſe 
ſo many, ſince it's a much eaſier thing to defend 
_ than by plain ſtrength to force people from 
nem. 


Next day the Soldiers were in hopes that *his Ma- 
jeſty would give orders for a ſecond Attack, and ſeem- 
ed reſolved to have the Town, or loſe all their lives ; 
but this was too great a riſque to run at one place; 
and they did not know how our Ammunition was 
ſunk, eſpecially by the former day's work ; we conti- 
nued however our Batteries; and then a ſtorm of 
Rain and other bad weather begun to threaten us, 
which fell our on F-/44y the 29:4. in good earnelt ;

all People were over-joyed with the News of the Batte] of

He now had 
notice of our Party's approach, and laid an Ambuſcade 
for them ; which being diſcovered, his Men drew home- 
wards, and we followed them into Town, which we burnt, 
but the Caſtle was not to be aitack'd without Cannon 
for tho? it was taken by Licutenant-General Gzzckel, and 
a Garriſon put into it during the former Siege of Lime- 
rick, yet, upon our Army's drawing off , part of the 
Houſe within was burnt, and fo quitted by our Party ; 
which was no ſooner done, but the [riþ put a Garriſon 
in it, by which they kept great part of a very good 
Country in their poſleſſion : But ſeeing our Men could 
not Attack the Caſtle , they took a good prey of Cat- 
tlez in getting of which, and burning the Town, they 
kill'd about ſixty Men among(t whom was one Caro/ 
an Officer , and a Man of great Bravery : We loſt only 
three Men in this Expedition. 

A Party of Horſe and Foot went alfo about this time 
from Monuntmelick, to ſome adjoyning Woods , where 
they underſtood a Body of Rapparees were got toge- 
ther, we kil'd that Day twelve, and the next Day (ix, 
taking a Lieutenant of their Army Priſoner.

March the 18th. a good Detachment was ſent from 
Caſhel towards Emly, 1n the County of Limerick, to 
meet with the Enemy, who were got into a Body there- 
abouts. As we came towards the place the Enemy re- 
tired, and had twelve killed in their going off, About 
this time, Colonel Ryfſels Regiment of Horſe ( former- 
ly my Lord Delamere's) was broke at Antrim, and Co- 
lonel White's Regiment of Foot, which were all the 
Forces that were broke this Year. Colonel Tiffin 
makes an Excurſion towards S/zgo, and met with no 
formed Body of the Enemy, ſo that his Men had leiſure 
to take a good prey, and bring off ſeveral Families, who 
removed into our Quarters. 

March 21, A detached Party of four hundred Horſe 
and Foot, under the Command of Major Cz/iford, march*d 
from Cork towards Balzclengh, where the Enemy were 
entrenching themſelves, but when they ſaw our Men a- 
coming they deſerted their Works, and left ſeven of 
their Men to be made Priſoners, four of whom were Of- 
ficers. - Three hundred of Sir David Coffer's Men and Mi- 
litia march from Bazdor towards Bantry, where they kilPd 
nigh ſeventy Rapparees, and took fifteen Priſoners. 
Some Rapparees were taken between Trim and Mullingar. 
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were ſent from Dubliz to bring in ſome Rogues, who 
were concern'd in the Murdering fix of Colonel Foxlks's 
Soldiers, but he and his Party were ſet upon by ore 
O Neal, and twenty eight more, who by the manage- 
ment of Lientenant Powe! and his Party were moſt of 
them kilPd. 

March the 28th. one Mark Baggot , formerly very 
well known in Dxbliz, and Serjeant at Arms 1n the 
late King's time, was taken coming diſguiſed in Womans 
Cloaths into that City z he was ſhortly after Tryed as 
a Spy, and Condemned z3 but Execution for ſome time 
was reſpited, in hopes of his doing ſervice to the Go- 
vernment by ſome material Diſcoveries. 

One Beecher, a Gentleman in the County of Cork, 
ſ{cized upon an Iſland on that Coaſt, from whence he 
did much damage to the Iriſh thereabouts. And ſome 
conſiderable Men mm Kilkenny, were ſeized for holding 
Correſpondence with the Enemy. About this time Landed 
ſeveral Recruits at different Ports from Emgland, with 
an Account of the French King's belieging the City of 
Mons, which occaſioned various diſcourſes, according as 
people were inclined. 

In the beginning of April, fix Souldiers of the Garri- 
ſon of Birr, were barbarouſly Murdered by the Rapparees, 
as were others in ſeveral places, whenſoever they met 
with opportunities, A Spy was taken and Sentenced to 
be Hanged there, but brought from the Gallows, upon 
a diſcovery of ſeveral protected Papilts holding Corre- 
ſpondence with the Enemy. One Captain Darby of the 
Leap, habiting himſelf and ſome of the Militia , with a 
ſmall party of the Army, hike Rapparees, they eaſily 
came up with about Eighty of the Enemy, who taking 
our men to be of their own Tribe, ten of them were 
kiiled, and the reſt made their eſcapes.

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April the 9th. Brigadeer Stuart ſent fifty Fire-Locks 
and twenty Dragoons frem Beltarbet, to ſcoure the

long Graſs makes tt a Cabbin in leſs that half an 
hour, for a Family of ten or a dozen, young and old,

The fame Day one Brown was executed as a 
Spie. And the 28th. Colonel Brewer, with Lieutenant- 
Colone) Hamilton, of my Lord Meath's Regiment,

_ dred Foot and twenty Horſe 3 their Deſign was to 


ſurprize about two thouſand Rapparees that had hut- 
ted thereabout for ſome time: At break of Day next 
Morning our Party came within ſtght of the Enemy ; 
who took the Alarm , and began to draw up on {e- 
veral Hills in diſtin& Bodies, both of Horſe and Foot, 
and made a ſhew at firſt of advancing, in order to 
an Engagement 3 but they always retired to their Faſt- 
neſſes, upon the near 2pproach of any of our Men: 
However, the Party ſo ordered it asto kill nigh fifty, 
and burn their Hutts and Cabbins, returning without 
any loſs. The ſame Day. the Governor of Meers-Coxr:

Beggar was brought a little after to Colonel Brewer 
in a Sack; he had bzen formerly a Spiez and now, 
upon his detection, he accuſed ſeveral proteted Pa- 
piſts thereabouts , for holding Correſpondence with 
the Enemy. The Dragoons, poſted at Fox-Hal, up- 
on ſcouring the Country, kill ſix Rappazees, and three 
more were taken near Ta/ongh. 
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Nigh this time Captain Paliiſer, and one Lieutenant Captain Pal- 
Armſtrong , went out with a Party of ſixty Fire- {ſer and his 


| Locks from their Quarters near Birr ; their Deſign was 


to ſurprize ſome of the Iriſh, and bring off a prey 
they were informed of; but being betray'd by one Te- 
rence Mackgrah , who had all along been protected, 
and pretended a particular Friend{hip to Captain Pal- 
lifer, our Men fell into an Ambuſcade, ordered for 
them by Long Arthoxy Carol; and having freed them- 
ſelves of that, they found themſelves bcſet on all fides, 
ſo that they were forced to take into an old Caſtle 3 
and, after being almoſt {mothered in it with Smoak, 
they ſurrendered themſelves all Priſoners of War ; 
Lieutenant Armſtrong paid Money to be releaſed, 
Captain Paliſer made his eſcape the beginning of Juze 
from Limerick, but the poor Men were kept Priſoners 
till Lz-zerick was ſurrendred. 

Fifteen Rapparees took the Northern-Male going 
from Dublin, at a place called Moyery-Caſtle, be- 
tween Dundalk, and Newry ;, ſix of which were ſome 
{ma]l time afterwards apprehended and hanged for it. 

April 29. A Party of one hundred and fifty Foot, 
commanded by Captain C:aytor, 'were ſent 'to Relieve 
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ed a Party of the Enemies Horſe, who did not care 
to meddle with them , becauſe they ſuppoſed them 
well provided with Ammunition; and about twelve 
at Night the Party relievd marchd out : It was no 
ſooner Day-light than they eſpied near three hundred 
of the Enemies Horſe and Dragoons, and about the 
{ame Number of Rapparees, who had way-laid them, 
expeting they would bring but little Ammunition 
from the Garniſon 3; but Captain Thornicroft, Lieutenant 
Hagjes, and the Enſign, with the Party, refolved to 
make-the beſt of it, and ſo drew their Men into an 
old Pound, Breaſt-highz which they had ſcarce done, 
till the Advance-Party of the Enemy came up and 
proferrd them Quarter ; which they refuſed, and fired 
upon them ; then the Iriſþ main Body advanced and 
made ſeveral very brisk Attacks, which our Men re- 
ſiſted toutly, killing ſeveral, and wounding others, 
who were carry'd off, The Garriſon of Cork taking 
the Alarm, ſent out a Party to Relieve our Men, 
but the Enemy were march'd off before. The Ene- 
my left Captain Coppinger , two more Captains , and 
ten Men dead, and Major Slingsby was left wounded, 
who confeſſed their Party carry'd oft between fifty 
and fixty killd and hurtz and withal, that it was a 
Judgment upon them ,- fince they deſigned to pro- 
miſe fair Quarter, but afterwards to deſtroy our 
whole Party : We loſt cight Soldiers and two Carr-

: The Governor of Cloxmel, and Colonel Blunt, went 
out with a Party of the Army and Militia to-

Mile 3 but the Enemy were got in long before, and 
bad ſecured all the Garriſon, ard ſceing our Party ap- 
proach they kept themſelves very cloſe within the 
Works, The Enſign and his Men coming nigh the 
place, and ſeeing no appearance of either Enemies 
or Friends, he poſted his Men in an Orchard within 
Muſquet-itot of the Caſtle , and himſelf with two 
Men went up towards the Gate, but being got too 
nigh the Works, a Woman carrying Water to a Cab- 
bin, made a ſign that the Enemy was within, which 
occaſion'd the Enſign to ſtop, at which they fired a 
whole Volley upon him, killing himſelf and one of 
z4 the Men ; the Party could not bring off the Enſign's 
Body, being ſo near the Caſtile 3 but, after ſome ſtay 
there, they march'd off without any further trouble 
from the Enemy. The other Officer, Commanding in 
Carolante, ſent back a Drum for Enſign Story's Body, 
which the [riſþ made ſome ſcruple to deliver, but 
proferrd to bury him Honourably, which they did, 
allowing his own Drum to beat the Dead March be- 
fore him , and themſelves fired three Vollies at his 
Grave, acknowledging at his Death ſome former Ci- 
vilities from him 3 which is very rare with that ſort 
of People: But this particular I mention to ſhow the 
incertainty of the things of this World; for this Of- 
ficer was well and at liberty at nine a Clock in the 
Morning, but before twelve he was not only in the 
power, but buried by his Enemies, *and that with great 
Formality. And a Man that is at the Pains to Deſcribe 
other Peoples Actions, may be allowed the liberty to 
leave one Page to the Memory of his own Brother. :

The place has always 
been very poor, and ha only two or three Hou: s 
of Entertainment in it, the reſt being ail {rih Cab- 
bins, to the number of a hundred or tiereabouts, 
(though now there 1s neither Houte nor Cabbin (tan- 
ding.) A little to the rigit of thz Town as you 
20 to dithlove, {ſtood a pretty Church upon a riling 
ground 3 about a hundred and twenty Yards from 
which there lies a ſpot of Ground about {ix Arres, 
which is almoſt 2a lfland, by reaſon of a great 
Lough to the Eatt, North, and North-Eaſt; and on 
the North-Welt there is Bogg; a {mail neck of Land 
running from the Church on the South-Wett, pre-

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vents it from being altogether an Iſland, This Iſth- 
mus had been formerly Fortited with a double 
Ditch, and within that a Stone Wall, and then there 
ſtood a pretty ſtrong Houſe, where one Widow 
White lived the year before, when Licntenant-Gene- 
ral Douglas march'd that way to Athlone, who took 
Prot<C&tion, and fecurcd a good ſtock of Sheep and 
Cows in this Peninſula whilſt - we lay Encamp'd by 
the Town, At the further end next the broadeſt 
part of the Lough, ſtood a ſtrong Daniſh Fort (as 
this Kingdom 1s every where full of them) now For- 
tied with a Ditch twenty Foot broad and ten Foot 
deep, being alſo Palliſado'd round. Towards the Eaſt 
and North-Eaſt, the Lough is fo broad, that Cannon 
can do no execution over it ; but towards the South- 
Faſt, there is a large round Hill which overlooks 
the I{land, and from whence you may ſee into all places 
of it. This place was negle&ed by us laſt year, as 
being ſo poor in it ſelf, that it could not ſupport a 
Garriſon 3 but the 1riſh ſeeing the natural ſtrength cf 
It, and withal the advantage of diſturbing our neigh- 
bouring Garriſons from thence, they pretently fell to 
work and Fortified it here they kept a Garriſon 
all Winter, and towards the Spring ſent that Detach- 
ment thither which we.now found, 

At the approach of our Army the General ſent a 
Summons to the place; but Lieutenant-Colonel Mo 
Burk being proud of the name of Governour, would 
not hearken to. the Generals mild Propoſals; then 
four Field-Pieces were brought down, which. play d 
three or four hours at Random upon the Iſland ; 
and a Serjeant and fifteen Men being in an od Ca-

TIerai ordered all our Guns and Mortars to fall to wort, 
the Bombs tearing up the Sandy Banks, and the /ri/hrun- 
ning like Conies from one Hole to another z whillt the 
Guns were battering the Works and making a Breach, 
the Iriſh in the mean time did what they could with 
their two Guns and ſmall Shot 5 but Lieutenant- Co. 
lonel Bxrtor their Ingincer, had his Hand ſhot off from 
one of our Batteries, and their Works went down a- 
pace, which made the 1riſþ very uneaſte. This Siege 
however, was very delightful to our whole Army, who 
had a view of it from the adjoyning Hill. My Lord 
Juſtice Conirgesby allo, who was now 1n the Camp, and 
ſtay'd here for ſome time, having the fatisfaQtion of 
being an Eye-witnels of the forwardnels of our Soldiers. 

About twelve a Clock the Enemy beat a Parley, and 
hung out a white Flag, but the General would not 
take notice of it ; and our Batteries went on with that 
ſucceſs, that two Breaches were made, one in the ut- 
termoſt Fort next the Town, the other on the Works 
on the ſame fide within the I{Jand 3 and the General 
ſeem'd reſolved to Storm the Fort next morning at the 
coming up of the Tin Boats : there were four large 
Boats however then in the Camp, which were the 
Fleet prepared laſt Year for Hoard's Expedition upon 
the Shannon, and were all Winter at Mu/ingar. Theſe 
the General ordered to be Launched upon the Lough, 
and filled with Armed Men.

About fix a Clock in the Morning the what Stores 
General went to view the Fort, wherein were found car 
hfty one Officers, ſeven hundred and eighty Soldiers, chercin. 
and two hundred and fixty Rapparees, who were moſt 
of them Arm'd ; theſe were all ſent Priſoners to Dub- 
liz, and from thence all, except the Officers, were ſent 
to Lambay, an Iſland above a League from the Conti- 
nent. There were alſo nigh four hundred Women and 
Children, all crouded up in this ſad place, who were ſet 
at liberty. Our Men found alſo in the Fort four hun- 
dred and thirty Sheep, about forty Cows, and fifty Gar- 
rans, and good (tore of Oat-meal, We loſt in this 
Adion only eight Men; and the 1riſþ had about torty 
kilPd by our Bombs and Cannon. But it ſeemed very 
inaccountable ro moſt People, that the Enemy neither 
endeavoured to relieve or quit this place, ſince they 
loſt in it above a Regiment of their beſt Men; tho' 
this was but what they did afterwards at ſeveral places 
nigh Limerick. |

And Orders were given out that 
Night for one hundred Men of a Regiment to be for 
the Works inthe Morning, with a Captain, Lieutenant, 
and Enſign. The Sutlers that were ready to go to 
Mullingar were to have a Guard at the Hoſpital, where 
they were to take up what Men were fick or wounded: 
And the Majors of each Regiment were to have a par- 
ticular Care that the Mens Arms were fix'd and clean 
which Orders were often repeated. 


June the I1th. One Captain Taylor and two private 
Men deſert from the Enemy, who acquaint us, that my 
Lord 7jrconzel, by a Declaration, dated May the 15th. 
had ordered all the Rapparees into ( ornanght, to re- 
cruit their Army 3 and that the General, Sr. Ruth, at 
his going towards Athlone, had ordered Brigadier Max- 
els Men to drive all the Cattle in thoſe parts in the 
Rear of the Army, for their ſupport 3 and that the 1ri/þ 
talk'd of giving us Battelz tho' they were generally 
diſſatisfied with the few and mean Cloaths ſent them 
out of France, and the ſmall allowances of Provili- 
ONs, Cc. 

This Evening 1t was given out in Orders, that the 
Chaolains ſhould ſay Prayers at the Heads of their re- 
ſpetive Regiments at ten inthe Morning and ſeven at 
Night, and to admoniſh the Men from Swearing 3 2 
Vice too common at all times amongſt us.

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The 12th, the Soldiers were prohibited Gaming 3 
and all Guards were to be relieved conſtantly at nine 
a Clock. Our Line of Communication was then fi- 
niſned, and we were working upon a Spur, Half-Moon, 
and Horn-Work, with a good Ditch to cover the 
Draw-Bridge and Entrance to the Oat- work, There 
was alſo a Baſtion begun to the Right, towards the 
Lough, and a large Haif-Moon towards the Left, both 
which command the new uttermoſt Work ; and the 
Fort was ordered to be amended by throwing part of 
it down, and building it a-new. A Work was like- 
wiſe defigned along the Lough fide to cover thoſe 
within, that ſide being open , and none could ſtir in 
" the Fort but were expoſed to Shot from the Hill. A 
Platform was alſo deligned for eight Guns on the top 
of the Mount. 

The fame Day ten Guns and three Mortars, left at 
Mullingar, were brought up 3 and four Troopers de- 
ſert the Enemy, who confirm the Report of their be- 
ing at Athloze with the greateſt part of their Army. 


Tune the 13th. One hundred Priſoners were ſent 
from the Camp to Carne-Caſtle, (a place three Miles 
hence, where the Rapparees uſed to ſhelter themſelves ) 
and demoliſhed it. And ſtealing being become ve- 
ry common in the Camp, a Fellow was hanged for (tea- 
ling an Horſez which wrought ſome Reformation. for 
a time. 


The 14th. and 15th. we continued improving the 
forementioned Works. On the 16th. a ſtrong Party 
of Horſe was ſent to view Athlone. And on the 17th.

That Evening Orders were 
oven out, That no Sutler or other Perſon whatever

great Care were not taken of moſt of them as of

June the 18th, The Army march'd from Ballzmore,

Jriſþ quitted it the Year betore, and burnt the Houſes 


both without and within the Walls upon the approach WS 
of Lieutenant-General Dong/as, yet they defigne | to- 


ſhow more Courage this time, and defend this fide the 
River alſo; which made ſome blame Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral Doxglas, as guilty of an Over-(ight, in not demo- 
liſhing the Walls when he quitted it the Year preceed- 
ing; but thoſe that accompanied him in that Expedi> 
tion know that he had not time for it. And ſince the 
Iriſh ſeem'd fo Brave, the General was reſolved to loſe 
no time, ordering three Guns to be planted nigh a 
Ford on Lazesborough-lhide, which play'd all that Day 
upon a Breaſt- Work that the Enemy had on the other 
fide. About fix in the Evening our Guns came up 
to a Battery planted between 1sker and Athlone; and 
that Night we were hard at work in raiſing another 
Battery, on which we mounted nine eighteen Poun- 
ders. And, 


\ FJunethe 20th. about eight a Clock in the Morning Batterie: 
our Battery began to play on a Baſtion not far from F'"*<* 


Dublin-Gate 3 by twelve we made a Breach the breadth

There are to be Commanded from each Wing a hun- 
dred and fifty Granadiers, inall three hundred, which are 
to be Commanded by a Lieutenant-Colonel and Ma- 
Jor, ſix Captains, twelve Lieutenants, twelve Serjeants, 
and that Detachment ſhall be diſpoſed of as fol- 
lowetb.

4. After theſe the Major, with two Captains, four 
Lieutenants, four Serjeants, and a hundred and ten 
Granadiers, who are to take to the Left, and clear 
the Rampart of the Enemy. 

5. Afﬀter theſe fifty Work-men, whereof Twenty- 
five are to follow the Lieutenant- Colonel to the 
Right, and Twenty-five to go after the Major to 
the Left, with Hatchets, Pick-Axes, Shovels, and 
Hammers. | 
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6. After them ſhall foliow the two. Battalions of - Jmze, 


Stuart and Prince Frederick, whereof Stuart is to 
go to tle Right, and Prince Frederick to the Left; 
and the Othcers are to tzke care that the Men do 
not preſs on too fit, but cover themſelves from the 
Enemies Fire as foon as they can, 

7. After thute two Battalions, two hundred Foot 
to carry Faſcines, and cach of them to carry Tools 
along with them. 

8. After theſe ſhall follow the Regiments of Brewer, 
to ſuſtain Stuart, and Count Naſſaz to ſuſtaiu Prince 
Frederick. 

9. The Work-men are to open, as ſoon as poſlible, 
the two Gates of the Town, that the Horſe and Foot 
may come in that way. 

lo. The Lientenant-Colonels, or Major, (or both) 
that ſhall come firſt to the Ford on the left of 
the Bridge, is to take care to prevent the Enemies 
Sallying that way 3 and alſo, that their Men do not 
hbre one upon another, 

Ii, All theſe foregoing Detachments are to be 
Commanded by Major-General Mackay, and the Bri- 
cadiers Stuart and Vittinghoff. | 


To ſuſtain all theſe, a good Body of Horſe were 
got ready, and a Lieutenant of Colonel Cambor?”s 
Regiment, according to Orders, having the Advance 
Party of thirty Men, went under Covert of certain 
Hills within a hundred and fifty Yards of the Breach, 
then Advanced upon the Plain before his Men, and 
the reſt of the Dctachments following the Enemy 
iredupon us very ſazrtly; but our Men went on 
ard kept their fire till they were at the Brezch, which 
the Frcnch Lieutenant firſt mounted , throwing his

the like, and with grezt bravery encouraged his Par. 
ty, though he loſt his Life in the Aion, Ovr Gra- 
nades fo gallcd the Enemy, and the Men prefled fo 
faſt upon the Breach, that the other quit their Work: 
and run towards the Bridge, whither we purſued 
them, and even to the foot of the Draw-Biidge 5 the 
Irif in their hurrying over the Bridge, crowded for. 
wards ſo faſt, that ſeveral were crulhed to death, 
and not a few forced over the ſides of the Bridge. 
who were either killd or ſore bruiſed. When cur 
Men hid poſletion of the Town they rung the Bell, 
and covered themſelves at the Bridge foot, We 
loſt not above twenty men, and had about doublz 
the number Wounded ; the Enemy had about {ixty 
killed and more wounded, Brigadier Styart wa; 
Wounded in this Action, and one Captain , with 
three private men of the Enemics taken. Licute- 
nant-Colonel Kirk of Brigadier Y7iker's Regiment , 
was unfortunately killed by a grea# Shot from the 
Town, as he lay viewing the ACGtion upon the 
fide of an Hill, That Evening our three Guns were 
drawn off from the Ford, and nine Guns from the 
Battery into the Town. 


June the 21ſt. ſeveral Detachments of Horſe were 
ſent abroad , one Commanded by Colonel Woolſey, 
went towards Ba//ymore to meet the eleven Guns and 
three Mortars that were upon the Road, and alfc 
to haſten the Pontoons. This Evening a Battery 
was begun at the foot of the Bridge to the Right, 
for five Twenty-four Pounders, and a Floor mad: 
for fix Mortars, 


The 
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The 22d. about five in the Morning, our Batteries 
were finiſhed, and by fix the Cannon and Mortars 
begun to play very brickiy on the North-Eait fide of the 
Caſtle where it was weakeſt, and by ſeven in rhe 
Evening a large Breach appear'd in the Wall. In 
the Afternoon a French Lizutenant-Colonel was 
brought off by our Men, who had laid under the 
Bridge ſince the Attack 5 he was ſore bruiſed, and his 
Back almoſt broke, but ſeemed not to be ſo much 
afflicted with his own private Misfortune, as in be- 
ing engaged with a People who were like to prove 
but very indifferent defenders of his Maſter the Frexch 
Kings Intereſt in that Kingdom, 


The 23d. our Guns and Mortars continued firing 
all Night with that ſucceſs, that by five in the Mor- 
ning the whole fide of the Caſtle was beaten down, 
and our Bombs had that effe& upon it, as to make 
it very unſerviceable to the Enemy, who were now 
forced to make an Hole on the Weſt-fide of the 
Wall to get out and in, though in a day or two 


they had no buſineſs there at all. About two thar +4. 7;, 
Afternoon our Tin Boats, Floats, and other Materi- Boats come 


als, came to the Camp, with Colonel Byerley's and UP: 
my Lord of Oxford”; Regiments, and a great many 
People were ſet to work to repair thoſe Boats that 
were ſpoiled the Year before nigh Limerick; for 
there being more New ones expected from England 
than really came, and what we had being judged 
too few, thoſe Old Boats were brought out of a 
place where they had been thrown by, and ſo were 
itted up to lay ncxt the Shore; which occaſion'd a 
Report, that they were concealed on purpoſe by the 
Store-keeper 3 but the thing was as It 1s here rclated. 

” 2 . The 
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The ſame Aﬀcrooon a Priſoner was taken nigh the 
Bridge, who gave an Account, that Sixty-four Men 
were in a Miil upon the Bridge, which being fired by 
our Granades, and thoſe within not being able tg 
quench it, nor get thence, they were all conſum.d 
with the Fire, except the Prifoner and one more that 
eſcaped by Izaping inro the Water. A Drummer 
comes to the General from the Town, with an Ar. 
ſwer of his Letter, ſent the Day before, about the «x. 
change of Priſoners. 


The 24th. was ſpent in raiſing three Batteries, one 
below the Bridge, another above it, and a third with- 
out the Town-Wall by the River-ſide, oppoſite to 
Baſtion the Enemy had made on the other fide the Ri- 
ver. That Evening one of my Lord Lisburn's Men 
going under the Bridge to ſee for Plunder, found a 
pair of Colours amongſt the dead Men; and tho' the 
Enemy fired a great many Shot at him, vet he brought 
them off flying, and preſented them to the General. 
who rewarded the Soldier with five Guinnea', 

We begin now to contrive Methods of paſting the 
River, and a Lieutenant of Horſe was commanded 
with a Party to a Ford towards Lanesborough, where 
the General was informed there might be an eaſfie and 
undiſcovered Paſlage for moſt of our Army , whilſt 
our Cannon amuſed the Enemy at the Town. This 
Party went and found the Paſs according to Informa- 
tion ; but tho' he was poſitively ordered to return as 
ſoon as he had paſſed the River, yet ſuch are the 
powerful Charms of Black Cattle , to ſome ſorts of 
People, that the Lieutenant eſpying a Prey ſome di- 
ſtance from him on the other fide; muſt needs be ſcam- 
pering after them 3 by which means our Deſign = 
dil- 
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diſcovered, and the Enemy immediately provided a- 
ainit it, by throwing up ſtrong Works on the other 


affered for 1t. 

That Night the Enemy raiſed two Batteries above 
the Caſtle, rhe one cloſe by the River, the other at a 
grcater diſtance from ir upon a rifing Ground 3 the 
one of four, the other of three fix Pounders 3 with the 
latter of which, Jxre 25. they play'd on the old Walls in 
the Town, where our Men were lodged, but did lit- 
tle or no harm 3 with the other they ſhot into ſome 
of our Regiments, encamped near the River, which 
obliged them to remove to a greater diſtance. Our 
Battery of fix Twenty-four Pounders below the 
Bridge, playd on the Enemy's Breaſt-Work on the 
other ſide, which did it very great Damage, and al- 
ſo ruind moſt of the Houſes that were as yet left 
ſtanding 3 which ſo expoſed the Enemies other Works 
to our view, that they were forced to quit moſt of 
their Trenches, none appearing but ſome few b<hind 
the Caſtle. 


The 26th. was ſpent 1n firing from ſeven Batteries Seven Batte- 
ries NOW AL 


upon the Enemies Works, and a great many were kill 

in endeavouring to repatr them. About thirty Wag- 
gons loaden with Powder come to the Camp; and 
that Night we poſleſs our ſelves of all the Bridge, ex- 
cept one Arch at the farther end on Comnanght ide, 
which was broken down, and we repair another bro- 
ken Arch in our poſleſlton; and all Night our 
Guns and Mortars play moſt furiouſly. For the De- 
ſign of paſſing the River at the Ford being fruſtrate, 
the General and the other Great Officers reſolve to 
try what can be done in forcing our way through 
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Athlone it ſelf, and therefore we labour hard to gain 
the Bridge 5 but what we got here was Inch by 
Inch as it were, the Enemy ſiicking very cloſe to ir, 
though great Numbers of them were {liin by our 
Guns: And this Service coſt us great ſtore of Ammu- 
nition. 


The 27th. ſeven Rapparees were brought in, being 
taken at Bal/ynehewen ; ro which place the General or- 
dered a Garriſon of a Lieutenant and twenty Men, 
That Afternoon one hundred Carrs came from D#bliz 
to the Camp loaden with Cannon-Ball : And all that 
Day our Guns and Mortars fired without intermitli- 
on, We raiſed allo a Battery of five Guns in the 
Meadow below the Town, to ſtop the way the Ene- 
my had on that fide of coming into the Town. And 
in the Evening our Men burn the Breaſt-Works the 
Enemy had on the other fide the broken Arch with 
throwing their Granado's ; for moſt of theſe being 
-made of Faſcines, and the Weather being hot, they 
ſoon dricd and eaſily took fire. That Night we 
wrought very hard on the laſt Arch in the Encmies 
pollefiion. So that on, 


Sunday the 28th. in the Morning our Beams were laid 
over and partly planked 3 which the Enemy perceiving, 
they detach'd a Sergeant and ten Men out of Brigadier 
Maxwell's Regiment, being all bold and daring Scots, 
theſe were all in Armour, and came over their own 
Works with a deſign to ruin ours, but were all of them 
{lain ; and yet this did not diſcourage 25 many more 
from ſetting about the ſame piece of Service, ard they 
effectcd it by throwing down our Planks and Beams, 
maugre all our Firing and Skill, tho' they all Joſt _

lery on the Bridgez witch was done. But all laſt Night 
and that Morning the Enemy were hard at work, in 
repairing ſome old, and making new Trenches in the 
Meadow oppoſite to our new Battery 3 and our Guns 
are now playing very bri:kiy, eſpecially on a place 
called Connzght- lower, which frood on the North- 
ſide the Caſtle, and was ſo fo'il, that it took up 
more time to bring aown than any one part of the 
Caſtle, 

This Afternoon a Council of War was held, where- 


in it was concluded , That ncxt Morning we ſhould pals the Shan- 


attempt paſling the $7470 3 one Party to go over 
the Bridgez a ſecond to pals upon the Floats and 
Pontoons 3 and a third Detachment were to go 
over the Ford below the Bridge 5 where our Horſe 
were alſo to paſs and ſecond the Foot; a large 
Breach being made .on the other (ide for their en- 
trance, And accordingly at Night Orders were gi- 
ven out, That forty three Granadeers, eighty three 
private Men, three Captains, five Lieutenants, two 
Enſigns, and ſeven Sergeants out of each Regiment, 
with fifteen Shots a Man, and every one a green Bough 
in his Hat , ſhould be ready by {1x a Clock 1n the 
Morning under the Walls of the Town, and all to 
be commanded by Major-General Mackay; but the 
whole to be done with the greateſt filence and fecreſie

The 29th. in' the Morning our Men were ready 


according to Orders, and march'd to the Town-Wall,

Boats and their Appurtenances could: be drawn into the 
Town it was ten a Clock; and 5ll this Morning we 
obſerved great Bodies of the Enemy march into the 1rif 
Town {though our Cannon were very troubleſome to 
them) for the 1riſo gueiling at our Deſign,or rather being 
aſſured of it by ſome Deſerters, they drew a very 
conſiderable Body of their. choiceſt Men to their 
Works, But whilſt theſe Preparations were making 
on both ſides, the Granadiers of both Parties thar 
defended the Breaſt-works on the Bridge, throwing 
Hand-Granadoes one at the other; the Enemies Gra- 
nadoes ſet fire to our Faſcines that lay cloſe on the bro- 
ken Arch where our Gallery was , winch ſuddenly 
flamed fo violently, that our Men could not endure 
the Fire and Smoke that blew in their faces; and 
though they laboured very hard to extinguiſh it, 
yet could not prevent the burning that part of the 
Breaſt-work next the broken Arch, but preſerved all 
the reſt, by raiſing another Breaſt-work on a ſudden 
juſt behind the burnt one. By this time it was paſt 
twelve a Clock, and the Generals finding the Attack 
upon the Town that way. like to coſt many Lives, 
they deferrd it till new : Meaſures were Conſfulted 
on 3 nor knew they well what to think at preſent, 
ſeeing themſelyes defeated in ſo great a Projeat; and, 
as it fell out, Providence in all appearance had or- 
dered it for the beſt ; for it's probable, that if our 
Men had really forced the Bridge at that time, they 
would have run great hazards in ſtorming the Town, 
the Enemy - being ſo well provided - for them ; and 
then our Retreat could not have been without. the 
rain.of more Men than it has pleaſea God we loſt in 
all the Actions ſince.

furniſh him with a better, conſidering all Circumſtan- 
ſtances 3 for he knew that the [ri naturally loved a 
Breaſt-work between them and Bullets, and here they 
were fitted' to the purpoſe, with Hedges and Ditches 
to. the very edge of the Bog. 
The General upon viewing the Poſture of the Enemy, 
and a Map given him of the Ground, he found it no 
eaſie matter to Attack them ; but reſolved however to 
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march toward them next day; and therefore it was 
given out in Orders ar Night, that all the Army ( ex- 
cept two Regiments Jeft to Guard the Baggage) ſhould 
be under Arms next Morning without beat of Drum, 
and no Baggage to fiir, nor any Tents to be removed, 
nor yet any to march with the Regiments tut ſuch az 
carry Arms, and thoſe to march as {trong as potlible, 
with all their Arms fixt and clean; thoſe that wanted 
Ammunition were. preſently to have it from the Stores; 
the Granadiers were to be drawn to the Right and Left 
of cach Regiment, with two *hclls a piece, an five 
Pyoniers to be ready at the Head of each Regiment 
when called for 5 the Word, that Night, was Dubliv, 
Monſieur St. Rath, at the approach ot our Army, 
ſceing us reſolved to give him battel, he gave his Men 
all the due Encourageinent that poſſibly he could, or- 
dering Maſſes and Prayers to be faid in all Parts of the 
Army. And as the Report go2s, the [rijh were obliged 
by their Prieſts not to give Quarter to any Soul living, 
but to purſue every Man to Deſtruction, they being 
aſured of a moſt glorious Victory; and Sr. Rythhimfelt 
sfaid to have made the following Speech, to the I1rifh, 
the day before the Battel, it being found afterwards 
amongſt the Papers of, his Secretary, who was killed

Our Army was diſpoſed of as you ſee in the Line of 
Battel, only the General moved up and down as he faw 
occaſion, as did alfo the reſt of the General Officers ;

the ſecond Line were the firſt that engaged. The 1rſ

About half an hour paſt Four in the Atternoon, a

Muzketiers, and their Horſe poſted advantageoutly to x 6 9g r. 
ſuſtain them : here we fired one upon another for a _#"\V/ N 


confiderable time, and the [riþ behaved themſelves like 
Men of another Nation, defending their Ditehes ſtout- 
ly 3 for they would maintain one fide, till our Men put 
their Pieces over at the other, and then having Lines of 
Communication, from one Ditch to another, they 
would preſently poſt themſelves again, and flank us ; 
this occalioned great firing on both ſides, which conti- 
nued on the Left nigh an hour and an half, e're the 
Right of our Army, or the Centre engaged, except. 
with their Cannon, which played on both {1des. All thi; 
while our. Ven were coming up in as good Order as 
the Inconveniency of the Ground would allow, and 
now Major General Mackay, and the reſt, fecing the 
Enemy draw off ſeveral Bodtcs of Horſe and Foot from 
the Left, and move towards their Right, where our 
Men preſſed them very hard; they laid hold on that ad- 
vantage, and ordered the Foot to march over the Bogg, 
which fronted the Enemies main Battel. Colonel Earl, 
Colcnel Herbert, Colonel Creighton, and Colonel 
Brewers Regiments went over at the narroweſt place 
where the Hedges on the Enemies ſide run furtheſt into 
the Bogg. Theſe four Regiments were ordered to 
march to the loweſt of the Ditches, adjoining to the

Horſe could come about by Aehrive Caſtle, and ſuſtain

The Enemy however did not 
retreat far, but poſted themſelves in the next Ditches 
before us + which our Men ſeeing, and diſdaining to 
ſuffer their Lodging ſo near us, they would needs beat 
them from thence alſo and ſo from one Hedge to an- 
other, ill they were got very nigh the Enemies main 
Battel. But the [7 had ſo ordered the matter, as to 
make an eaſte Paſſage for their Horſe, amongſt all thoſe 
Hedges and Ditches. by which means they poured in 

_ great numbers both of Horſe and Foot upon us: which 
Colonel Earl ſeeing, encouraged his Men, by advan- 
cing before them, and ſaying, There was mo way to come 
off but to be Brave. As great an Example of true Cou- 
rage and Generolity as any Man this Day living. 
But being both flanked and fronted, | as alto 
expoſed to all the Enemies Shot from the ad- 
jacen! Ditches; our Men were forced to quit their 
A Party of Ground, and betake themſelves to the Bogg again, 
our Foot beat whither they were ſollowed,or rather drove down by 
back. main ſtrength of Horſe and Foot, and a great many 
kil'ed.. Colonel Earl, and Colonel Herbert, were here 
taken Priſoners 3 the former, after twice taking and 
retaking,got freeatlaſt, tho not without being wounded, 
Whilſt this was a doing here, Col. St. Fohrs, Col, 
Tiffin, Lord George Hambleton, the French, and ſeveral 
other Regiments, were marching over below upon the 
ſame Eogg. The Triſh, in the mean time, laid ſo cloſe 
in their Ditches, that ſeveral were doubtful whether 
they had any Men at that place or not : but they were 
convinced of it at laſt 3 for no ſooner were the French, 
and the reſt, got within twenty yards, or leſs, of the 
Ditches, but the 1riſh fired moſt furiouſly upon them; 
which our Men as bravely ſuſtained, and preſſed for. 
wards, tho they could ſcarce ſce one another for Smoak, 
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of the Wars of Ireland. 


And now the thing ſeemed fo doubtful for ſome time, 


ſo far back, that they were got almoſt in a Line, with 
ſome of our Great Guns, planted near the Bogg, which 
we had not the Benefit of at that JunCture, becauſe of 
the mixture of our.Men and theirs. 

M. G. Rnvigny's French Horſe, and Sir Fohn Laniers, 


being both poſted on theRight, were afterwards part of our forſe pats 


the Bogg, near 
the Caſtle of 


them drawn to the Left, where they did very good 
Service. And the Right Wing of our Horſe, in the 
mean time were making what haſte they could to ſuc- 
cour our Foot 3 for ſeeing their Danger, and indeed 
that all was in hazard by reaſon of the Difficulty of 
the Paſs, they did more than Men, in preſſing and tum- 
bling over a very dangerous place, and that amongſt 
Showrs of Bullets, from a Regiment of Dragoons, and 
two Regiments of Foot, poſted conveniently under 
Cover, by the Enemy, to obſtruct our Paſſage. Our 
Horſe, at this place, were ſuſtained by Major General 
Kirks, and Colonel Guſtavus Hambletor's. Foot, who, 
after we had received the Enemies Fire, for a confide- 
rable time, marched under the Walls of the Caſtle, 
and Lodged themſelves in a dry Ditch, in the throng 
of the Enemies Shot from the Caſtle, and ſome other 
old Walls, and Hedges, adjoining. Thoſe that have 
ſeen the place, and confidered the Diſadvantages thar 
our Men had at ſuch a Jun&ture to encounter with- 
al, muſt needs Acknowledge the Atton very 
Brave.

The trifþ indeavouring to defend their Ditches, 
and our men as forward to beat them from thence.But 
the thing was doubtful not muchlonger, for Monf: 
St. Ruth, when he firſt ſaw our Foot in the Centre 
repulſed, in a great Ecſtaſy, told thoſe next him, that 
he wou'd now beat our Army back to the Gates of Dublin.

one of onr Patteries, as he rid down the Hill of Monfiuer &. 
Killkomodon, the place where the main ſtreſs of the

Camp. When Monſieur St. Ruth fell, one of his Re- 
tinne threw a Cloak upon his Corps, and ſoon atter 
removed him beyond the Hill, his Guard going off 


at the ſame time, which the [riſh Horſe perceiving, 


a grear many of them drew off allo. 
I never could learn what became of his Corps, ſome 
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our men purſued beyond the Hil 3 and others that he 
was thrown into a Bogg: However tho the man had

man rather than be beat back again 3 the Iriſh then 
thought they muſt be beat if the other would not : 


ſo that notwithſtanding all their advantages of Hedges 
and Ground , Sun and Wind, they were forced to 


quit one advantagious Poſt, and after that another, 
till being beat from Ditch to Ditch , they were dri- 
ven up to the Top of the Hill of KiYhomodon, where 
their Camp had laid, which being levelled, and they 
expoſed to our Shot more openly, they began now

The Iriſh were nigh Twenty Thou- 
fand Foot, and Five Thouſand Horſe and Dragoons, 
as appears from the moſt Rational Accounts that can 
be gathered from the number of their Regiments, and 
the Confeſſion of their own Officersz ſo that it may 
ſeem incredible to a great many, that 1n ſo long and 
ſharp an Engagement, with ſo great odds and diſad- 
vantages, that we had not a great many more Men 
killed and wounded on our fide. But this 1s not ſo great 
a wonder in this Kingdom, ' if we'll look back upon 
the ſeveral Conflicts that our Anceſtors have had with

Nor 
ever were they under ſo good Diſcipline, or yer fo u-

licks, ſhould out of their blind Zeal to Popery, fo 
quite forget from whence they came, that they joyn 
with the meer [riſh,againſt all the Tres of Nation, Blood, 
and indeed of Intereſt, But as the Nature of Man 1s 
apter to degenerate than improvez fo do the Engliſh 
oftner fall in love with the Barbarous Cuſtoms of the 
Iriſh, than on the contrary.

by nightand day ; and tho he ted upon other Corps 
with the reſt of the Dogs, yet he would not allow 
them or any thing elſe to touch that of his Maſter. 
When all the Corps were conſumed , the other Dogs 
departed, but this uſed to go in the Night to the ad- 
jacent Villages for Food, and preſently to return a- 
gain to the place where his Maſters Bones were only 
then left: and thus he continued till Fanmary fol- 
lowing, when one of Col. Foulks's Soldiers being 
quartered nigh hand, and going that way by chance, 
the Dog fearing he came to diſturb his Maſters 
Bones, tlew upon the Soldier: who being ſurprized at 
the ſuddenneſs of the thing, unflung his Piece, then 
upon his back, and killed the poor Dog.

of Retreat : whither they went in no kind of order, 
but rather ike people going to a Fair, the Roads 
as they paſſed being full of Hampers and other (tuff, 
which they had been in too great haſt to lug along ; 
yet that very night after the Battle they Robbed and 
Plundred one another upon the Road. That Evening 
it was ordered that all the Officers that were not up- 
on Duty, ſhould b2 at the General's Quarters next 

{orning at 9 of the Cleck,to attend the Funeral of Ma- 
jor Gen. Holſtaple : and what Soldiers would bring in 
Muskets to the Artillery, ſhould have 64. a piece for 
them - by which meansthey brought in a great many 
Waggon loads full of the Arms loſt and thrown as 
way by the [rih; and tho the price was reduced to 
two penceafterwards, yet there ſtill came a great ma- 
ny in.

There was a _—_ Houſe in the Town, built at 
runingham , in the Year 1241; 


\L YN W and tho it had been defaced when other Monaſteries 


were ſuppreſled, yet the Iriſh had pretty well repaired 
1t again. But upon our Approach, the Monks had left 
their Houſe, and greateſt part of their Books, By 


the Ruines of two Churches, within the Walls, and 


another Religious Flace or two without, 1t appears 
a Town of ſore Antiquity 3 and I find this to be the 
place where Bruningham defeated the Iriſh, and flew 
Eight Thouſand of them 5 ' the Town being walled 


afterwards, with the Money raifed of Armour, and 


ſpoil gotten from the [riſþ;, for every one ;of the 
Exgliſh that had double Armour of the 71rifh, gave 
one half towards the Walls of the Town; of 
which Braningham was made Baron, and one 
John Huſſey, a Butcher, did wcnderful Feats that 
Day. 
Afterwardsftrequent skirnuſhes happened hereabouts, 
between the Ergliſh and Iriſh, and the Town it ſelf was 
burnt in Q&<reen Elizabeths time, by the Mackan Earld's, 
the Church not eſcaping; one of them ſaying,upon his 
being told that his Mother was buried in 1t, That if foe 
were alive, he would ſooner burn her, and it together, than 
that any Engliſh-Charle ſhould ſortifie there. Soon after 
this, 2000. Tax was Jaid by the Lord Deputy to 
Rebuild the Town 3 but as they were abour it, and 
the Work well mgh finiſhed, the New Gates were ſet 
on Fire again, by my Lord Clarrickards Sans, who pal- 
ſed the Shannon, and changed their Engliſh, for Iriſh 
Apparel, then ſackt the Town, drove away. the Va- 
ſons, and defaced the Queens Arms. This place it- 
ſeems has not been very conſiderable ſince, by reafon 
of the Condition we found 1t.in. Our Army encamp- 
ed on the Plains, not far from the Town, the General

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ooing with a Party, three Miles nearer Galway : from 
whence being upon a rifing Ground, we could ſee into 


which went off that Night. It was given out in Or- 
ders, that the Men ſhould be kept cloſe in the Camp, 
and to be ready to March in a Minutes warning, with- 
out beat of Drum ; but on farther Conſideration, we 
reſted. On the 18th. the General going, with a Party, 
to a place called O Rarnmore, ſeated upon the very end 
of the Bay of Galway, which the Iriſh had burnt ſome 
days before 5 His Excellency thought it not convenient 
to approach ſo nigh, as to view the Town of Galway, 
which we could not do without went within half a- 
Mile of it, tho not one of the [ri appeared ; for

Miles from Tzam, having a Party of about one Thoy- 
ſand Vien at Hedford, Ballinrobe, and up and down the 
Country, who upon the News of the Battle, were 
for marching in all haſte towards the Mountains : but 
not ſeeing our Army approach 195 ſoon as they expet- 


ed them. Balderock, at the kiſtigation of one Linch 


a Popiſh-Pricſt, and one who called himſelf Dean of 


Tuan, ſent back a Party to that Town, who alledging 


that the People were making great Preparations to re- 
ceive the Engliſh Army 3 they ſtript the Inhabitants, 
and burnt the Place, at ſuch a t1me, when the People 


not only expected to get in their Harveſt, but alſo hoped 


for the Protection of the Exeliſh Army 3 but found the 
contrary, as well to their diſappointment as loſs. This 


Town 1s dignified with an Archiepiſcopal Seat, and is 


that where the firſt Caſtle that ever was in Ireland, as 
to any pile of Lime and Stone, was built in the Year 
1161. by Rotherick O Connor, the Monarch; and for 


:the rarity called Caſtrum Mirificum. The Inhabitants 


here inform us that the Town was burnt in the former 
Wars, by O DonnePs Grandfather, who turning about 
from a riſing Ground, and beholding the Flames, he 
tell down dead from his Horſe, without ever ſpeaking 
another word. > With the Pillage of this Town, and 
ſome other Places of the Country about, Balderoch, 
and his Party, marched toa Place called Cong, amongſt 
the Mountains, in the'County of Mayo ; his Men were 
then dwindled away, and not above Six Hundred in 
Number. So that he was ſo far from being ſerviceable 
to Galway, that his Delign was to keep amongſt the 
Monutains, till he could make Terms for himſelf, upon 
which account he writ to the General, before our Ar- 
my removed from Galway. 


Nigh 
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Nigh the fame time Judge Daily who lived in that 
part of the Country had ſent to the General, deſir- 
ing that a Party might be ſent for him, who ſhould ſeem- 
ingly force him from his Habitation ; this Gentleman 
and ſome others of the Iriſh had kept a Correſpondence 
with our Government for ſevera] Months paſt, and had 
propoſed the ſurrendring of Galloway, and ſome other 
things, which was the occaſion of a part of our Armies 
marching to the Sharon the Winter before, but whether 
they were real and (incere in what they propoſed, or 
they did it . only to gain time, and by that means 
to benefit their own Party, may well be queſtioned, 
ſince thole very men continue: ſtill the greateſt 
Patrons of the 1ri/þ, and what they told the General at 
that time was at beſt a Miſtake, for they informed him that 
the Gariſon of Ga/lway was five thouſand men at leaſt, 
and thoſe well armed, that the Stores were conſiderable, 
and the Town almoſt impregnable, that Sarcefeld with 
the whole Body of the 1rijþ Horſe was upon his march 
with a Reſolution to raiſe the Siege, and that Baldercck's 
Party was above ſix thouſand ſtrong 3 But tho' the 
General had no great reaſon to believe all this, yet he 
thought it convenient to fſyppole the worſt,and therefore 
was doubtful whether to befiege the Town, or to ſtay for 
the heavy Cannon which were at Azhlone : yet upon the 
repeated Aſſurances of ſeveral Proteſtants that thoſe 
were only Tricks to gain time, he reſolved to approach 
the Town of Gallway the day following. Orders were 
therefore given out that the Army ſhould march in two 
Colums, with an hundred men oi gach Wing fora Rear 
Guard, Commanded by a Lieutenant Collonel of the 
Right-Wing : A Captain,Lieutenant,and Enfign with fifty 
' Fire-Locks were to march at the Head of each Regiment.

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under the Command ef Lieutenant Gen. Scravemore 
and Major Gen. Ravigny as well for the Conveniency of

and Rocky) as to obſerve tae Enemies Motion by fe- 
curing the Paſles, and by that means our great Guns that 
were deſigned tocome from Athloneit the Town did not 
ſubmit without putting us to the Trouble. The Town 
of Galloway is no doubt one of the Ancienteſt and 
Greateſt in Irelawd, and yet I do not find many remarka. 
ble things of it formerly, it being always rather a place 
of Trade than Action of another Nature : It was fir 
governed by a Provoſt, then Sovereign and Baylitfs, 
then a Mayor and Bayliffs, now by a Mayor and Sheriffs, 
It was moſt of it burnt in the year 1500. but ſoon rebuilt 
by reaſon of the Richneſs of the Inhabitants : the Houſes 
within the Walls are generally very ſtrong, and the 
Streets narrow; it was blockt up by Sir Charles Coot,and 
Major General Lxdlow in the year 1652. and ſurrendred 
to Sir Charles on the 12th. of May following, the loſs 
of which carried with it at that time the Fate of 7elard, 
There lived a great many rich Merchants in it of late 
by reaſon of the conveniency of its Situation for Trade 
with Spaiz or France, but moſt of them are 1ri/h, which 
might be one great reaſon to expect the having it de. 
livered apon reaſonable Tcrms, rather than by reſiſtance 
to have it ruined. The Town 1s Seated at the Foot 
of a narrow ridge of Land, having Ga/lowayzBay on the 
South and South-Eaſt, a large River coming from Lough 
Cerbe on the Weſt, and towards the North there lies a 
low Bog, through the midſt of which runs a narrow 
but deep River proceeding from the Great one that 
{lides by the Town: this River and Bog each about 
a Mile and an half towards the North-Eaſt, and then end 
rogether, the River ſinking under ground at the Foot 
of a large Hiltz but appears againatan Old Caſtle ph 
Oken 
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Orar-More, where it runs into the utmoſt Creek of the 
Bay. The Ridge of Land betweerf the Bog and the 
Bay towards the Eaſt is but very narrow,and may with no 
great difficulty be Fortified, without which the Town is 
not to be defended fince an Army may approach under 
covertof this Ridge within leſs then an hundred Yards 
of the Town- wall, where there is a riſing Ground that 
overlooks a great part of the Town. There had becn 
ſome works upon the neck of this Ridge in former times, 
and the French had begun to repair them, but had not 
brought them to any perfection 3 the Iriſh however were 
hard at work upona Fort at the end of this Ridge, and 
nigh the South-Eaſt Corner of the Wall, they had levelled 
all the Hedges nigh the Town, as alſo the Suburbs te- 
wards the Eaſt-Gate,and ſeveral very ſtrong Works were 
caſt up to detend that part of the Town : within the 
Wall on that fide there ſtands a round Citadel with eight 
Guns, having a Platform nigh it of fix Guns more, ar 
the South-Eaſt corner of the Wall were eight or ten Guns 
planted 3 there ſtands alſo a Turret towards the middle of 
a large Curtain that runs along next the Bay, on which 
were three Guns, and towards the River they had planted 
fivemore, which with thoſe that lookt towards theWeſtand 
North, madein all about forty fix Guns, moſt of which 
wereamounted upon little mean Carriages,ſomething like 
thoſe they commonly have on Ship-board, We had no 
oppoſition at all in approaching the Town, but the 1riſb 
that they might do ſomething, burnt my Lord Buffir's 
Houſe ſeated by the River nigh a Mile from the Town, 
ſome of them {ſtaying in the Orchards till they were beat 
from therice by. a Party of our Horſe 3 they burnt alſo 
their” Suburbs towards the North-We/? Gate, and made a 
ſhew as if they were preparing for a vigorous refiſtance. 


Aſſoon as a part of our Army was drawn as near as the ,,. -,..., 
General thought convenient, he ſent a Trumpet to the Sunmoned- i" 
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Town, profering them the Benefit of the Lords Tuſlices 
late Declaration if they wou'd ſurrender without any 
further trouble, whilſt the Trumpeter was in Town, the 
Triſh fired three or four great Guns, which is not uſual 
in ſuch Caſes 3 but they pretended afterwards that it was 
done by ſome Gunners that knew not of the Trumpets 
being there 3 the Anſwer however fent by my Lord 
Dillon, who was Governor, was to this effect, That Moy. 
fieur de Uſſone, who Commanded in Chief was of the ſame 
opinion with himjelf and the reſt of the Officers, and that 
they were reſolved to defend the place to the laſf. That 
Afternoon was ſpent in the poſting of our Army, The 
Triſh in the mean time firtng their great Guns from the 
Town, tho' with little loſs to us, becauſe of the conveni- 
ency of Ground we had to Encamp on. There were 
only three Ships left now in the Bay, who anchoring 
nigh the Town, they made off from the Shoar as the 
Army marched in. And there was a Propoſal offered to 
makeall our Tin-Boats into four Floats,and put two ſmall 
Fic]d-pieces upon each, with which we were to attempt 
the ſeizing the Ships in the Bay, for it was ſuppoſed that 
if the Ships had Guns, yet our Floats would be fo flat 
as tolic under them,and ſo we might with no great danger 
either board or fink the Veſlels, but after having made 
the Floats and mounted ſome of our Guns upon them; 
the deſign was found impraQticable for ſeveral Reaſons, 
and we had an opportunity of lamenting our misfortune, 
in not having at that time ſo much as one Ergliſh Frigat 
near us. The Boats therefore were to be imployed other- 
ways, for as ſoon as it was grown dark Lieutenant 
General Mackay, with Colonel 7iffins, Colonel St. 


Johns, Monfieur Cambons, Lord George Hambletons, 
one Dutch, and a Daniſh Regiment of Foot, with four 
Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons were wafted over 
the River, about two Miles above the Town : by 


brealkk 
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break of day our men were all ſafe on the other ſide, 
meeting with no oppoſition, only a ſmall Party of Dra- 
goons fied at the firſt Party that landed,and then ſcoured 
off ; whether the [ri/þ really expected Balderockh O Donnell 
tocome into Town that way 1s uncertain, however we 
had now deſtroyed all hopes of it, and he retired again 
into the County of Mazo, from whence he writ to the 
General as has been ſaid. On Szrnday in the Evening, 
not many hours after we appeard before the Town, 
one Captain Bork deſerted from the Enemy, and gave 
the General an account, that the Fort the tr; were 
making towards the Sonrh- Fai? was almoſt finiſhed, and 
therefore the ſooner it was attacked, it would be the 
eaſſer gained, and that it was as neceſlary for us to take 
asthem to keep it, becauſe it commanded a great part of 


the Wall on that ſide the Town. Next Morning early a rort taken. 


Count Nafſau with a Party of Granadeers and two 
Regiments of Foot was conducted by Captain Bourk 
the ſafeſt way to attack this Fort: (Major General 7al- 
aſh would needs goa Volunteer as he uſually did(when 
it was not his turn to command _) we mannaged it ſo well 
that our Granadeers were got almoſt to the Foot of the 
Enemies works before they Ciſcovered us, upon which 
the Iriſþ made ſome faint firings, but our men then 
ruſhed forwards,and threw in their Granado's,which ſoon 
forced the Enemy to retire by a Line of Communication 
that was drawn from the Fort to the Town : we loſt 
in this Action only a Lieutenant and five Men, having 
two Lieutenants and eight men more wounded , and 
after the Fort was in our poſleſfion the Iriſh fired both 
ſmall and great ſhot upon us from their Walls, by whick 
they wounded ſeveral, and killed one Mounſteur Ma- 
droxet, an Ingineer, as he was giving Orders to the Work- 

men, 
That morning five Troopers deſert from Balderock's 
Party 
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The Iriſh beat

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Party giving ſome account of his preſent circumſtan. 
ces, tho when the Iriſh within ſaw a part of our Ar. 
my beyond the River, they ſtill made ſhew of re. 
fiſting , and burnt all the Suburbs on that ſide the 
Town, which were very large, and the Iriſh the rea- 
dier to deſtroy them, becauſe moſt of the Houſes 
thereabouts had formerly belonged to the Engliſh. A- 
bout ten a Clock, vand whilſt: their Suburbs were yet in a 
flame the Iriſh beat a Parley, the Governour ſending 
2 Drummer with a Letter to the General to defire a 
ſafe Conduct for ſome Perſons to come out in order to 
a Capitulation : To which the General returned a ſa- 
tifactory Anſwer, aud prefentfy a Ceſſation was com- 
manded between the Camp and Garriſon , thoſe in 
Town crowding in great numbers upon the Walls, and 
our Souldiers going to the out-fide of the Iriſh Works, 
enquiring each for their Friends and Acquaintance in 
one anothers Army. 

In the afternoon Hoſtages were exchanged in order 
to a Treaty, Thoſe on our fide were Lieutenant Cc» 
lonel Parcel, Lieutenant Colonel Coet, and the Mars 
queſs de Rhada, Licutecant Colonel fro my Lord Crs, 
The Enemies Hoſtages were Lieutenant Colonel Lizch, 
Lieutenant Colonel Burk, and Lientenant Colonel Rej- 
lezy. The Articles were not agreed upon that day, and 
the Iriſh prevailed with the General to continue the 
Ceſlation till Zueſday at ten a Clock 3 which time be» 
ing come, the General ordered eight Guns and four 
Mortars to be drawn down to that Fort we took 


the day before, and there to be planted, then ſent 


a Drum to command away his Hoſtages 3 but che Iriſh 
had ſome debates among(t themſelves, not that they 
pretended to hold out the Town, but about: the me- 
thod of Surrender, and the Subſtance of their Artis 
cles. Their delayes however made the General im- 
patient 
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patient, and he ſent once or twice to haften their Re- 
ſolutions : At laſt Lieutenant Colonel Burk one of their 
Hoſtages was permitted to go in, Major General Tal- 
maſh, as was believed, being inclined to Jay the Trea- 
ty alide, deſired him, When they were ready to begin a- 
freſh, to gize us a ſign to ſecure our ſelves , by firing « 
Gun into the Air : The other replied, That they would 
not fire from within till we provok'd them to it from with- 
out : But after ſome further time it was agreed to, that 
next Sunday morning, the Town ſhould be delivered up 
upon the following Articles,

cumſtances, they did not manage il in procuring for 
themſelves thoſe Terms which they had, tho' the 
General might ſafely condeſcend to grant any thing in. 
cluded in the Lords Juſtices Declaration, which both the 
Articles of Gallway and Limerick, are. At the ſame time 
that Gallmay was Capitulating, there came a Drum from 
Limerick, which put us in hopes that all was over, and 
that they had a mind to make Terms not. only for 
Gallway but for the Iriſh Nation in genera), but it was 
only about the exchange or releafing of ſome Priſoners, 
which at that time could not be granted, or rather it 
was to underſtand what became of Gallway that fo the 
others might take their meaſures accordingly, 

Afſoon as the Articles were ſigned, Williane Robin- 
ſon Eſq; Deputy Pay-maſter to the Army was ſent into 
Town to take an Account of the Stores, and 7urſday 
in the Afrernoon we took poſi-ſſion of all their Out- 
works, the Enemy diſmounting all their Cannon alſo, 
and thus we continued a Frienily Correſpondence till 
Sunday the 26th.when about ſeven aClock in the Morning 
Monſieur d'Offoze the French Lieutenant General came 
to our Camp and ſtay'd about half an hour from whence 
he had a Guard for his Perſon to ConduCt him towards 
Limerick: Sir Henry Bellafis being appointed Governor, 
he marched to the Town with his own, Colonel Brewers 
and Colonel Herberts Regiments, and about nine a Clock 
he took Poſleflion of all the Guards. The Iriſh before 
they marched out were dividing ſome Gunpowder in 
the Street, which accidentally taking fire, ſome' had 
their eyes blown out, others had their Hair and Cloaths 
burnt off, above twenty of them being disfigured by 
It ; the ſuddenneſs of this Accident, bred ſome confuſion 
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at firſt, and three of our Regiments being then in 
Town, each fide ſeemed to ſuſpe& the other, and the 
Iriſh ſhewed ſome ſigns of being afraid that our Men 
were falling upon them, but the thing was preſently o- 
ver and the poor men taken care of : moſt of them thar 
hapned this diſaſter going to two Iriſh Biſhops for their 
Benediction, who were then in the Street and ready to 
march out with the Gariſon, 

About ten a Clock my Lord Dillo# marched out with 
the Iriſh Garifon, being not above two thouſand three 
hundred men, and thoſe but indifferently armed and 
worſe cloathed, they had fix pieces of Cannon according 
to the Capitulation (four-of which were Iron) and 
drawn by fix Teams of our Horſes, having a Guard of 
Horſe ar:4 Dragoons from our Camp to condu@t them 
to Lizeerich. At twelve a Clock the General himſelf 
went incro Town» being artended after his entrance by 
the Mayor and Aldermen, the Recorder making a 
Speech ro with him Joy. 

In the Evering one Captain Bria» O Neal with 
moſt of his Company deferred from the Enemy, as 
did alſo ſeveral others, and taking rhe Oath of fidelity 
to their Majeities were either diſmiſt to their ſeveral 
Habirations, or «cle were entertained in our Army as 
their fancy led them. We found ſeveral Guns in Town 


unmounted, and two or three very fine Braſs Guns 


which they had not planted in-any place to be made 


uſe of, there was alſo good ſtore of Ammunition left, 


belides eight hundred Hogs-heads of Meal, and other 
things of value.

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Lieutenant Colonel More and others of the Militia, and 
Colonel Blunt killed five near Caſþe!l. 

Ia the beginning of April one O1:ppine obtained Let- 
ters Patents for the ſetting vp a Lianen ManutaQure 
in Ireland, this was very taking at firſt, and a great 
many of the Chief men in the Kingdom had ſhares in 
it. On the 8zh. of Jely the Lords Juſtices with ſeveral 
of the Nobility and Judges met at the Thelfe1l, in Dub- 
lin, and there admitted ſeveral new Mcmbers of tie 
ſaid Corporation, but what this proje& will come to 
in this Kingdom 1s as yet uncertain. 

The ſame day our Smirna Fleet came into the Har- 
bour of Kinſale, and we had an account that our 
Grand Fleet was then nigh Cape-Clere. 

About this time five and twenty Rapparecs were 
killed near Mount Melick, and part ot the Militia of 
Roſcreagh go towards Nenagh, upon an expedition for 
black Cattle and killed ten Rapparees 3 one Captain 
Warren killed nine alſo in the County of X;/lkemny. On 
the 17th, ten Ships with Mortars, Bombs, Ammuni- 
tion, Sc. came from Dublin to Kinſa'e, being part of 
thoſe convoyed afterwards by Captain Coale to [ imerick, 
and then our Fleet convoyed the Smirnus Fleet trom 
Kinſale towards England : Ships alſo came to Waterford 
with one hundred Recruits tor the Brandenburg R egi- 
ment who ſuffered wuch in the former Sicge oi Lime- 
rick, and ſome few alſo for the Danes, 

Fokn Weaver E\q; High Sheriff of the County of 
Weſtmeath by Order from the Government gives Pro- 
tections to ſeveral Rapparees, and thoſe diſcover a 
knot of Rogues, twenty three of whom were killed by 
the Militia, and three Gun-ſmiths alſo who were at 
work tor them,on a Forge built inthe midſt of a great 
Wood, July the 20th, a Party of the Iriſh Army af» 
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pear nigh Caſhel, but marched off again withour 
attempting any thing: And Colonel Fares Barry with 
a Party of the Militia killed five and thirty Rapparees 
near Tallongh, but being way-laid by the Enemy, moſt 
of his Party were killed or taken Priſoners, and him- 
ſelf carried to Limerick, where he remained a Priſoner 
till the Town was ſurrendred. The 22d. three Rap. 
parees were kiiled near Cork, and four more towards 
Cahir. The 23d Lieutenant Colonel Ramſey, Captain 
Xing ſly and other Officers with one hundred Souldiers 
out of Colonel Veaner's Regiment (formerly Sir Edward 
Deering's) joyned with four hundred of the Militia 
marched towards Sligo to view the Poſture of the E. 
nemy thereabouts, and it being reported that Lieutenant 
General Shel/don's Horſe were 1n that part of the 
Country ; two hundred Horſe and Dragoons were 
ſent abroad to diſcover the Truth of it, Lieutenant 
Colonel Rawſey with the reſt of the Party marched to 
Ballyſedara Bridge,four Miles from $/;go where he tound 
old Sir Teague O Regan .with eighty Horſe, and about 


two hundred Foot very Advantageouſly poſted, to 


hincer our paſſage that way, but our Party attacking 
them, they gave ground after fome time, and Sir 
Francis Hambleton with ſome of the Militia, and a 
Troop of Colonel Winz's Dragroons coming in the 
mean time, the Enemy were purſucd almoſt to the 
Fert of Shgo, about thirty of them killed and ninteen 
taken Priſoners, am«:ngſt whom were two Lieutenants 
andan Enſign, and the Store-keeper of Sligo.

He General being aſſured, that the Iriſh were 
uſing their utmoſt skill and induſtry to rally 


to the EamPe and re-inforce their (hattered Army, and not know- 


ing 
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ing how far deſpair might carry Men, that were 
come now to their laſt Stake , conſidering alſo that 
we had aſtrong Town before us, which would be the 
work of ſome Time to reduce, it the Enemy made 
what Reſiſtarice might juſtly be expected ; his own 
Troops being likewiſe harraſſed by continual labour 
and toil, ſuffering often through ſcarcity of Bread 
and other Neceſlaries by reaſon of continual march- 
ing : Thoſe and other Confiderations prevailed with 
the General to ſend for all the Regiments that had 
been left in Muzſter and other places, except Colonel 
Haſtings at Cork, and ſome Inniski/liner's in the North ; 
and ſome of them being already upon their march ; 


we were joyned on the Firſt of Auguſt at Banoker The army 


marched to 
Banoher Bridg, 


Bridge by Colonel Matthews Dragoons, and Colo. 
nel Lloyd's Foot ; the latter upon further confidera-. 
tion, being ordered back to Athlone, for that Bal. 
derock's Party was ſtill on foot. Banoher is about 
fourteen miles from Athlove down the River towards 
Limerick, and is a very ſtrong Paſs, at which the 
Irih-kept three Regiments. all the precedeing Win- 
ter, building ſmajl Huts to ſhelter the mſclves from 
the Weather : The Bridge it ſ{cIf conſiſts of ſeven- 
teen Jarge Arches, one of wi1ch was broke down 
by the Iriſh , and: another is ſince fallen.

ble Stone Fort, built in the former Wars, now demos» 


liſhed by the Iriſh, but on the other ſide of the R1- 
ver they had caſt up a Work cloſe to the Bridge, 
and thcre planted foyr Ficld peeces, bebind which 
ſtood an O'd Caltle, not to be forced without Can. 
non, and nigh thata very Regular Fort, and well pali- 
ſado'd, fo that it was not ſo eaſie a thing to torce 
this piace at any time during the former Winter as

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ſome Coffee-Houſe Generals , and pot valiant Soyldi. 
ers made it, but Men, that have been bred up that 
way, and are actually upon the Pizce, are common- 
ly beſt Judges ot what is fit to be attempt in ſuch 
a Caſe, though it is not convenieni they ſhould al- 
wayes give Reaſons for what they do to every cone 
who pretend to be concern'd. Our Army encamp. 
ed here. on a narrow Neck of Gruund left by the 
{lopeing of the River on the Right, and a vaſt Bog 
on the Left. - The Encampment being fo ſtrong, that 
it had been impoſſible for any Army or numbers of 
Men to have forced us from our Ground, . 

Anguſt the Second, the Army halted, and a de- 
tachment of four Men out of each 'Troop of Horſe, 
with a Party of Dragoons , making in all five hun- 
dred men, under the Command of Brigadier Leve- 
ſon, were lent forwards to ſcowre the Country : On 
the Fourth this Party went to Neragh, where ſtands 
the Remains of an Old Caſtle built by King Fon, 
and now the Inheritance of the Duke of Ormord: 
The Roof of this Caſtle was burnt by a Party of 
our Army at our decamping laſt year, but the Walls, 
and ſome other conveniencies remain ſtill, being poſ- 
ſeſt all Winter by long Anthony Carol, whoſe Party 
was now about five hundred : Hearing therefore of 
Brigadier Leve/ors approach, he detached a Party 
towards a Bridge abort half a mile from the Place, 
thinkipg to maintain that Paſs till his Men might 
march ſafely oft towards Limerick , but at his coming 
to thet Bridge, perceiving our Men marching to the 
Right and Left to incompats him, after ſome few 
ſnots, he retreated to Nexagh ſetting the ſmall part 


Nenczh deſert. Of the Town that was lefe on fire, which was ſoon 
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kept there , but now releaſed, when the Iriſh made 7», 
towards Limerick , when our Men got to Nenagh, #09: 
Major VVood was ordered with a Party to purlue 
the Iriſh , which he did almoſt to Cariganlis, tak- 
ing moſt of their Baggage, and about four hundred 
large Cattle, which the Iriſh were in too great haſte 
to carry off.

When greateſt part of our Army was got up, our De- a 
tached Body of Foot, under the Command of Lieur. 
Gen. Mackay, was ordered to Attack Treton's Fort, and 
the old Church-Fort, where we expeCted the Enemy had 
lodged a Party ; our Men made a Line croſs the Fields, 
and were ſuſtained by ſeveral entire Regiments of Foor, 
and a Body of Horſe, We advanced. towards both the 
Forts at one time, and found the upper one deſerted-: 
and when we came almoſt within Muſquet-ſhot of Tre- 
tox's Fort, the Iriſh quitted that alſo, and retired towards 
a little ſtone Fort nizh the Outworks of the Town. 

Our Men ſeeing them draw ot, ruihed forwards and fi- 

red ; but to no great purpoſe, for the Enemy, after ſome 

faint Returns, preſentiy lodged themſclves in the other 
Fort : And towards the Evening Count Naſſau with a " 
Party attacked Cromwe!'s Fort, ſtanding to the left of the i 
other, which the Iriſh had made pretty defenſible, and 
wherein they had then about 5oo Men lodged : Our 
Granadeers were in the Front, who were ſaluted with a 
Volley of Shot from the Enemy ; but this being a thing 
they were now pretty well uſed to, they ran forwards, 
and threw 1n their Granades ; and then being followed 
by the whole Party, the Iriſh in leſs than half an Hour my 
tkeft the Fort to our Diſcretion : We had only two or three ; 
killed, and the Enemy about ten, though ſome made 
them a great many more. 

Oliver Crommwel, in the former Wars of Tre/and, never 
went further than Clozmel; for there receiving Orders cr 
from the Parliament to go for Eng/and, he entruſted the , 
Management of the Army to Irezoz ; whoat the beſieg- jp 
ing of Limezick, built ſeveral Forts; two of the mot 
remarkable, bearing the Names of Iretoz's and Crom- 
zel's, were now ordered to be called Macray's and Naſ=- 
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An. 1691. ſau's Forts, becauſe gained under thoſe Commanders ; and 


Auguſt. by thoſe Names we ſhall call them for the future, when 
AV W there is occaſion to mention them. When we came up

towards the Town, we found a Man newly hanged up- 
on the Gallows, who the Iriſh ſaid was an Officer of 
theirs, and put there for endeavouring to deſert to our 
Army. The General having ſome Intimation of a $al- 
ley deſigned from the Town that Night, and judging it 
not improbable, ſince they had ſo good a Body of Horſe 
behind it, he commanded therefore that our Horſe ihould 
not unſaddle, but each 'Troper to lie all Night by his 
Horſe's Head, to be ready upon the firſt Alarm. Col, 
Donep, who commanded our advance Party of Horſe, 
was killed that Evening by a random Shot ; being a Gen- 
tleman who had a very good CharaQter, both among the 
Danes and Engliſh. 

The 26th all our Train came up, as alſo a great many 
Carriages with Bombs, Ball, Shoveis and Pickaxes, and 
800 Barrels of Powder. This Night we broke Ground, 
and made our Approaches with no great loſs,-caſttag up 
{ome Works nigh the Shazzoz towards the Weſt, bel 
which the Danes encamped, and maintained that part 
the Work during the Siege. We improved alſo theſe Forts 
deſerted by the Iriſh, and drew a new Line fram the old 
Church Fort to Mackay's- 

The 27th in the Morning the Prince of Heſs with his 
own Regiment, Col. Tiffiz's, and Col. St. Johz's, five 
pieces of Cannon, and about 7o0o Horſe and Dragoons, 
marched to Caftle-Connel, which we had not blown up 
effeually laſt Year, and wherein the Iriſh had now a 
Gariſon of 250 Men. They refuſed the Prince's Profters 
ro them at firſt ; but after two Days Siege, were con- 
tent to be all made Priſoners of War. The ſame Day 
Maj. Gen. Scravemore went with another Party, and four 
Guns, to Carick-a-Gannel, a Caſtle upon the River, three 

| miles 
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miles below the Town, wherein was a Garifon of 150 4z. 1691. 
Men, who alſo ſubmitted to be Prifoners of War, as did Auguſt. 
one or two Caſtles more ; the leaving theſe Detachments vv 


in ſuch places being very inaccountable, ſince they had 
2 mind to defend them no better. This ſeems rather 
want of Inſtrudtions what to do, than Courage to per- 
form it ; for to give the Iriſh their due, they can detend 
ſtone Walls very handſomly. We read that Sir George 
Carew, Preſident of Munſter in Queen Elizabeth's Time, 
took the Caltle of Duzboy in the Welt of Ireland by Afſ- 
fault, where the Iriſh made the moſt reſolute Defence of 
any of the like nature before or ſince; for the Gariſon 
being 130 choice Men, were all either killed or hanged 
for holding out ; and ſome of them defended the very 
Vaults during a whole Night, though all the reſt of the 
Caſtle was taken ; and one Mack Geoghagan being deſpe- 
ately wounded, when he ſaw the Engliſh enter the 
Vault, he endeavoured to caſt a lighted Candle into a 
Barrel of Powder to blow himſelf and them up toge- 
ther; but was prevented in his Deſign, and ſo died. 

The Iriſh planted two Field-pieces on the oppoſite ſide 
the River, by which they obliged two Regiments of our 
Dragoons that lay cloſe to the Sharnop to remove ; but 
as ſoon as we had placed ſome Guns to flank their ſmall 
Battery, they drew off. Orders were given to fit up 600 
Bombs, and 1000 Hand-Granades : and in the After- 
noon eighteen of our Ships came up the River, within 


a mile of the Town, and fired ſome Shots into the Iriſh Our Ships 


Horſe-Camp as they failed along, they being encamped 
at that time nigh the River, at a place called Crajghts- 
lazh : This put ſeveral of the Iriſh much our of Coun- 
tenance, for till then they were made believe, that either 
we had no Ships in the River, or elic thoſe we had would 
quickly be ſwallowed up by the French Fleet, which they 
hourly expected.

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An. 1691, The 28th an Order was ſent to Kznſale, for the reſt 
Auguſt. of the Provifion-Ships then 1n that Harbour to ſail cothe 
OV NS Shannon. And the General went on board ſome of thoſe 
Ships that came up the Dzy before, giving Command to 
bring on ſhoar ſeveral Pieces of new Cannon and Mor. 
tars; which was performed on the 29th. And all the 
Priſoners that had been taken in ſeveral Caſtles, being 
about 400 in number, were ſent towards Clonmel, with 
a Party of Horſe and Dragoons to guard them, This 
Evening our Line of Circumvallation was finiſhed, and 
our other Works, by hard labour, much improved ; the 
Enemy playing hot upon us from the King's Caſtle, and 
three more Batteries. Our Buſineſs was now to raile a 
Battery for ten Guns and ſeven Mortars, which was per- 
formed before next Morning ; and Azguſt the 30th our 
Guns and Mortars were drawn down to it : the firſt he- 
gan immediately to play on Thoumond-Eridg, and the 
Houſes on that ſide the Town; at Night alſo our 
Bombs began to fly with pretty good Succeſs, 101 being 
| thrown before next Morning.

it, and often put in Execution ; yet Robbing, Plunder. 
ing or Stealing, are accounted but ſmall Crimes amongit 
the Natives, if not done to their Lords or Followers : 
for what they could purchaſe formerly, they thought it 
clear Gain, and Caſtles built to ſecure it ; which thie- 
viſh Spirit is not as yet quite baniſhed that part of the 
Country, nor ſcarce any other part of the Kingdom, 
And though this ſort of People have been always ob- 
ſerved to have dexterous Faculties at more kinds of 
Miſchiefs than Stealing : yet it's no new Complaint, 
That by long Uſe it # grown to a miſchievous Cuſtom in 
Ireland, that Rebels and Malefaftors might, with the 
Money they had gotten by Pillage and Plunder, when they 
ſet Places on fire, procure for themſelves Proteftions, 
and eſcape without Puniſhment.

About a Mile above Limerick, there lies a {mall Iſland 
in the Shannon, called St. Thomas's WHland, where for- 
merly ſtood a Chappel dedicated to that Saint, but now 
ruinous, though at preſent there are two or three {mall 
Houſes in the I{Jand, and ſome little Tncloſures. Here 
the Iriſh had kept ſeveral of the Proteſtants belonging 


ro the City, under a Guard, for ſome time paſt; and

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now they were releaſed by Major Stroud, who kept Anuzuſt,

faid, but that I had it from the Mouths of thoſe very 
People that were ſo ſerved ; who during their ftay in 
Town with other Proteſtants of all ſorts, had ſhewed the 
oreateſt AﬀeCtion and Compaſſion imaginable to thoſe 
of our Army that were Priſoners there : but now the 
Scene was altered ; and all the ſhift that themſelves could 
make for ſome days, was to make up little Places to creep 
into amonglt the Faſcines that lay on heaps by the Gene- 
ral's Quarters, till our Waggons carried them farther off 
into the Countrey.

By Letters from Caſhel, Auguit 5. the Government

France, having ſeveral Paſſengers on board ; amongſt the 
reſt, my Lord Abercorne, who was killed in the Fight, 
as were ſeveral more killed and wounded on both ſides. 
What Letters and other Papers they had, could not be 
recovered, for they threw them over-board. 

Nigh this time Colonel Mitchelburn with his own 
Regiment, and a Party of the Militla, invelt S/jgo 
and Terms weze propoſed, but not agreed to, as is al- 
ready ſaid.

Town than the former, and from whence we could bat- 
ter the Engliſh Town more effteQually. This Place in 
our publick Accounts was faid to be within Carbine ſhot 
of the Wall, and yet it was at leaſt 3oo Yards from it.

very laviſhly, killing five or ſix ; but ſtill the reſt went 
on bravely with their Work, and had ſoon brought it 
into ſuch a Condition as to ſecure themſelves. | 

The6th, one Barnwell deſerted the Enemy, and tells us. 
they ſeem reſolved todefend the Town, which they might 
do, except we paſſed the River, having all the County 
of Clare open to go out and in at pleaſure. Our Men - 
work ſtill at the Battery, which being deſigned for a- 
great many Guns, it could not be finiſhed in one Night, 
tho the Rain did us ſome Damage. This Night ſome 
Townſmen ſwam over the River, and confirm the Ac- 
count given by Barzwell the day before, that the Iriſh re- 
ſolve not to give us the Town except we paſs the River, , 
ſince they had a free Paſſage to bring in and take out what 
they pleaſed : and amongſt other things, they had forty 
Chirurgions Cheſts that landed from France in Kerry, . 
which were conveyed croſs the River, and ſo into Town 
at Thoumond Gate. . They informed us alſo that moſt of 
the Towns-people having left it, and the Souldiers lying 
continually in the Works, our Bombs did not do thar

Mericn's, my Lord Britta's, Sir Maurice Enſtace, Sir James 
Cotter's Dragoons, with a Body of between 3 and 400o. 
Iriſh, lay behind the Hill ; this Fellow they immediately 
ſhot for his pains, and ſent to give the Brigadeer notice 
of their Danger, making all convenient haſte towards 
Lixnaw : But the Enemy ſoon had notice of them, and 
drew out ſeveral Parties to intercept their Paſſage ; our 
Men however, with ſome diificulty, gained a Paſs : and 
yet the Iriſh ordered the matter fo, as to be in a fair way 
to deſtroy them all, had not the Brigadeer appeared with 
a Party in the mean time; for having received an Account 
that the Iriſh were got into a Body in ſuch a place, he was 
going then witha Party todiſcover them,not knowing the 
Danger our own Men were in.

tain and ſome more Priſoners. Our advance-Party re- 
ceived Orders to halt till all were got over, and then 
march'd to the Left up towards the Enemies Camp. But 
by this time the News of our paſſing the River was got 
to their Horſe, and alſo towards the Town, both Par- 
ties providing for their Safeties as well as they could : 
for the People that were encamp'd without, endeavour- 
ed to get into Town ; but thoſe within drew up the 
Bridg, and would not admit them ; and it's almolt in- 
credible what a Noiſe and Confuſion there was then 
at Thoumond Gate : their Horſe tho begin to buckle to 
Arms, and made a ſhew of fighting, which was only to 
gain time to ſecure their Tents and Baggage; and their 
Dragoons having their Horſes two Mikes off at Graſs, 
were forced to ſhift for themſelves. Our Horſe expe&ed 
Orders to purſue them ; but they were commanded by 
the General and Licut. Gen. Scravemore, who were now 
come up, to halt till a greater Body advanced to ſuſtain 
them. - Some of the Iriſh were now pulling down their 
Tents, others driving away the Cattle, and every one 
ma Hurry making what haſte they could towards the

ther rhe Siege yas hotly diſputed, whether we ſhould go on with the 

2 Blockade, Siege, or march over the River and deſtroy all the Ene- 
mies Forage in the County of Clare, and then make a 
Blockade ; and it was fo far carried-for the latter, that an 
Engineer was ordered to go with a Guard towards K;l- 
mallock, and fortity that Place : but before he got out of 
the Camp he was countermanded, and a great many 
Palliſado's were brought up to Mackay's Fort, as if we 
intended to winter there : three hundred Cars with Bul- 
lets, Bombs, and other Neceſlaries come to the Camp 
from Dablin, and our Guns play ſtill from the great 
Battery. Eleven of the Enemies Troopers deſert, and 
a Standard was brought in that was taken the Day be- 
fore; and my Lord L#bura's Corps were ſent hence to- 
wards Dublin, there to be interred; Our Bridg of Boats 
was this Evening removed towards St. Thomas's Iſland, 
but” being too- ſhort, it. was carried to another Place, 
where it had alſo the ſame Inconveniency, 


The 
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other Veſlels in the River, to fet ſome Men on Shoar 
1m the County of Clare, to deſtroy all the Forage they 
could meet with, ſince this was the time of Harveſt ; 
and if we mult needs remove, the General was reſolved 
to make the Iriſh Quarters as bare as poſſible ; and ſeve- 
ral of our heavy Cannon were put on Ship-board. 

The 19th it being reſolved to paſs the River with a 
Party, either to proſecute the Seige, or at leaſt to burn 
the Forage; a Battery was raiſed between Tretor's 
Fort and the old Church, to flank the Iriſh in Caſe of a 
Sally from St. John's Gate, it being reaſonable to expe 
one when part of our Army once paſs'd the River : and 


now our People were very buſy in: lengthning our Bridg,,. 


which they found ſome Difficulty in fixing, becauſe the 
the Rains had ſwelled the River, and we had not Boats 
enough'to reach over; but that Defe& was ſupplied by 
ſome large Carts and Barrels that were induſtrfouſly fixed 
next the Sides, and ſo the Work was compleated, a 
Guard being always on the other Side for irs Security ; 


and my Lord Li6burz's and Colonel Creightox's Foot were 


encamp'd by it on our ſide. This Afternoon four Mor- 
tars were brought from the great Battery to Mackay's 
Fort, that Place being judged the fitteſt for bombarding, 
ſince the whole Town lay in a Line from thence. Three 
Rapparees were alſo brought in by the Militia, and ac- 
cuſed for murdering ſeveral of our Men as they ſtraggled 


from the Camp to dig Potatoes ; one of them produced a: 


Paſs, as being of my Lord Gallmoy's Regiment of Horſe : 
but this was an uſual ſhift, for ia a Day or two there 
being evident Proof againſt them, they were con- 
_ demned by a Court-Martial ; the General gave Orders 
that they ſhould be broke upon the Wheel ; but being 


tld that this. way of Torture was againſt the Laws of 
| Eng- 
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ters diſperſed and hung upon the Hedges, on the adja. 
cent High-ways to the Camp. That Evening the Ge- 
neral was informed that the Enemy reſolved co make a 
Sally, and therefore moſt of our Horſe and Dragoons 
were ordercd to remain ſadled all Night : And in caſe of 
an Alarm, the Commander in chief where ir ſhould be 
g1ven, WaS immediately to acquaint the General with it ; 
upon which three Guns were to be fired trom the Artil- 
lery, to warn the Regiments : thoſe on the left were to 
defend the left Trench, Kjrk's, Earl's, and Hales's were 
to defend from the Place my Lord Labarn was killed to 
the great Battery ; the other five Regiments of that Bri- 
gade were to defend from Mackay's Fort to the Well; and 
thoſe Regiments of the Prince of Heſſe, and La Mello- 
ncr's Brigades were to draw up at the Head of their re- 
{ſpetive Camps, and there remain till furcher Orders: 
{o that our Army being diſpoſed of on this manner, the 
Iriſh would have met with a very ſcurvy Welcome, if 
they had come at any time to viſit us, but they conſider- 
ed better of it, and ſo ſtaid at home. | 

The 20th moſt of the reſt of our heavy Canon were 
drawn off, and fent on Shipboard : Several Deſerters 
come in, and ſome of our Priſoners make their Eſcape 
through a Hole in the Goal, which our Cannon had 
made, and inform the General of the State of the Town, 
that it was not ſo very bad as ſome People made it, for 
unleſs we kept them 1a alio on the other Side, we could 
_ hope to carry 1t,. which Story had been very often 
cold. 

On the 21/7 the General received an Expreſs with an

September the 224d, the General himſelf, the Duke of Our Men paſi 


Wirtemberg, Lieutenant General Scravemore, with all P*RIver 2 fe 
our Horſe and Dragoons commanded by Major General 
Ravigny, (except Colonel Coys's Horie, and fifty out of 
cach Regiment of Dragoons) with ten Regiments of 
Foot, (and fourteen Guns, viz. ten 3 Pounders, and four 
12 Pounders) taking alſo ſeven Days Proviſion along, 
march'd over our Bridg of Boats into the County of 
Clare, leaving Major General Mackay and Major General 
Talmaſh to command on this ſide. All that Morning as 
our Horſe and Foot march'd by this ſide of the Town, 
the Enemy fired continually upon us from ſeveral Batte- 
ries, but did us no great Injury. At twelve a Clock all 
our Men had paſſed the River ; and about two, eighteen 
of Colonel Matthews's Dragoons, being our advance-Par- 
ty, were attack'd by a Party of the Enemy, who out- 
numbred ours, 2nd obliged us to retreat, till ſuſtain- 
ed by a greater Party, as was alfothe Enemy : and ſome 
ſmall Firings continued till about \four, that our Foot 
came up, we advancing ſtill, and the Enemy retiring 
till they were got under their Cannon. Thea all the 
Granadeers of our Party, commanded by Colonel Tiffin, 
Lieutenant Colonel Hudſon, and Major Noble, ſuſtained

»:i1ton's Regiments, were commanded to advance and 
atiack the. Works that cover Thoumond Bridg, being one 
Fort to the Right above Musket-ſhot from the Bridg, 
another on the Left ſomewhat nearer ; beſides ſeveral na- 
tural Fortifications of Stone-quarries and Gravel-pits, in 
all which the Enemy had poſted a Detachment ovt of 
eighteen Regiments, of about eight hundred Men. The 
Diſpute was pretty hot at firſt : and their Cannon play- 
ing from the King's Caſtle, and two or three more Bat- 
teries, as alſo their ſmall Shot from the Walls, the At- 
tack ſeemed very hazardous, and our Men ordered not 
to approach ſo nigh the Town as they afterwards did, 
However, the Iriſh being now preſſed upon by our Gra- 
nadeers, they quitted their firtt Poſts, and then were rein- 
forced by another Detachment from the Town : but all 
this could not do their buſineſs, for our Granadeers were 
ſo very forward, and deſpiſed all Dangers to that de- | 
gree, that they put the whole Body to flight in deſpight 
of their Forts, Cannon, and all other Advantages, and 
purſued them ſo cloſe, that a French Major who com- 
manded at Thonmond Gate, fearing our Mens entring the 
Town with their own, he ordered the Draw-bridg to 
be pluck'd up, and left the whole Party to the Mercy 
of our Souldiers ; thoſe that were behind, preſſing the 
others forward, and throwing them down over the Fall 
of the Draw-bridg : then the reſt cried out for Quarter, 
holding up their Handkerchiefs, and what elſe they 
could get : but before killing was over, they were laid 
on Heaps upon the Bridg higher than the Ledges of it; 
ſo that they were all either killed or taken, except about 
a hundred and twenty that got into Town before the 
Bridg was drawn up, and many of thoſe cut and ſlaſh'd

I have more Charity for any in Colonel Skelroz's 
Poſt, than to believe that he could write this Paper 
himſelf; for whoever did, underſtood neither Engliſh 
nor Latin, nor yet Common Senfe. I therefore belicve 
it the Hand-writing of fome poor ignorant Iriſh Prielt, 
and kept by Colonel Skelton either out of Ridicule, or 
poſſibly out of ſome Religious Deſign ; ſince T have 
heard that they had a great many of thoſe Papers print- 
ed and kept amongſt them with a great deal of Devo- 
tion: and if we'll look amongſt them, we may find a 
great many Inftances of the like nature, and altogether 
as great Abſurdities; for Colonel Skeltoz was no Iriſh- 
man, nor could he well be fond of the Fopperies of that 
Nation.

But it's 
probable e're this time that they were grown jealous of 
one another, and a great many of them weary of the 'S 
War it ſelf; and it's as probable that if their Horſe and (2 
Dragoons, after a brisk Trial of Skill, had been forced i 
towards the Town, they had been ſerved the ſame ſauce 
by the French Major as their Foot were; and there- 
fore they were wiſer, and kept at a good Diſtance, be- 
yond Six-mile-Bridg, and nigh Ennis, towards whom 
the General ſent a Party of our Horſe. 
Next Day, being Wedneſday -the 234, one hundred 
Cattle taken from the Enemy the Day before, and ſix uy 
hundred more ſent out of the County of Kerry by Bri- | # 
oadeer Leveſon, were divided among(t the Army.

Loughlin, commanded by Colonel Theobald Dillon; and 
another Place commaiided by Colonel Charles Kyl, 
both ſtrong Caſtles, and garifon'd by the Iriſh, which 
ſurrendred : and then the Earl of Grazard, Commander 
in chief, ſent to ſummon Bzallymorr, which refuſing to 
ſurrender, Balgeroc!: v-ith a thouſand Men was ordered 
to attack it,, This Flace they fay is very ſtrong, and at 
that time commanded by one of the O Conzors, who 
upon Sight of the Artillery ſurrendred upon Condi- 
tion, to march with his Party and Baggage towards 
Sligoe. 

This done, my Lord Granard marches to Slipoe, ha- 
ving Advice that Colonel Mztchelburn's Regiment, and 
ſomeof the Militia under Lieutenant Colonel Caslfeld, 
had forced old Sir Teague and his Crew from ſeveral Out- 
works and Ditches, and obliged them to retire into the 
Fort.

September the 12th, the Iriſh take a good- Prey near

pers, with two Rapparees. Captain Orfeur of Colonel 
Haſtings's Regiment, going, out with a Party. of the ſaid 


Regiment, and {ome of the Miliria, he killed twenty of 


the Rapparees near Liſmore, which {o terrified the reſt, 
that the Countrey thereabouts was pretty quiet for ſome 
time. 

On. the 12th. of Auguf John Mackabe, the notorious 
Rapparee, who ſo much infeſted the Bog of Alles, was 
brought with four of his Companions, by Lieutenant 
Sheilds and Lieutenant Conrtney, to Dublin; and on the 
19th they. were hanged up in Chains at the Naz: This 
Fellow, and another called the White Serjeant, had been 
both in the Iriſh Army, but broke there for fome Ro- 
gueries; and after a: great deal of Miſchief done to the 
Countrey, they both got what they deſerved, the one 
being killed, and the other hanged. About this time 
one of the Militia was killed, and ſeveral wounded by 
the Rapparees near Caperguiz; but in requital the Militia 
kill five of them. | ; 

Towards the latter End of September, two Lieute- 
nants of the Iriſh Army having deſerted, and got our 
General's Paſs to go home, they were met withal by 
Hogan and his Party, and {tripp'd of what they had; 
but neither himſelf nor any of-his Crew could read the 
Paſs, elſe it's probable they would have ſent them the 
way they ſometimes did our Militia, when they fell in- 
tro their Power. Fwo Rapparees of one Hizgins's Party 
are taken; and himſelf defires a ProteQion. Six more 
are killed near Mouzrtmelick. And on the 26th one Caloe- 
han a great Rapparee, and ſome of his Party, come 1n 
under. ProtcQtion at Edenderry:: for now- they began to 
be 
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be ſenſible how things were like-to go on their ſide; and Ofober, 


therefore when they were afraid to loſe rhe Power of 
doing Miſchief, they came in, and not before. 

And to conclude the Month, Hogan and his Party 
meeting with ſome of our Militia Dragoons near Roſ- 
creagh, murder ſeven of them, and the eighth hardly 
eſcaped.

that Kingdom ſince the Siege of Limerick to the time of 


the Proclamation for the War's being ended ; though, be- 


fore I proceed further, it will be neceſſary to look back, / 


and bring the Actions done in ſeveral other parts of the 
Kingdom, up to the Armies removing from Limerick; 
which indeed may be told in few Words, ſince little of 
moment coud be expected in any other place, but where 
the Seat of War was fixed. 

In the beginning of Ofober, Sollicitor-General Levinge, 
and Sir Richard Reves, being appointed Judges for the 
Connaught-Circuit ; becauſe the Countrey was very indit- 
ferently inhabited, and not as yet throughly ſettled, Aſſizes 
were appointed to be held for this Province, only at Mu- 
lingar, Roſtommon, and Galway,which was done according; 
ly : About 20 Rapparees were killed in the Counties of 
Waterford and Cork, by ſome ſmall Parties of the 11/itia ; 
and one Whitney, with 4 more in his Company, were 


ſet upon, and murdered by a Party of Rapparees, as they | 


were going towards the Queen's County, though they 
killed two, and wounded others before they were ſeized, 


And now thoſe looſe Fellows ſeeing how it was like to go |

and my Lord L.:54urr's, Encamp'd without the Wails. 
Provitions alto were fo ſcarce with us, that our Men had 
only a Pint of Meal a Day allowed them, and the 7ri/b 
in the other Town were not only more in number, but 
better provided, fo that if Juſtice could not have obliged 
the General to the Confirmation of that Clauſe, yet dit- 
cretion at that ſun&ture would. 

In a Day or Two aſter the Articles were Signed, we had 
News that the French Fleet was come to Dingle Bay, with 
Ammunition and all forts of Proviſions for the Relict of 
the Town, this made the 7ri/h Great Officers hang thcir 
Heads, to think they ſhould ſo caſily part with a place of 
that importance, or rather, how they could Anſwer it to 
the French King, who had bcen at all that expence and 
hazard in order to their Relicf, but the opportunity was 
loſt in doing it no ſooner, which ſome have look d upon 
ſince as one of the falſeſt ſteps made in France of a long 
time, our King being now at leiſure to viſit them, inſtcad 
of their ſupporting his Enemies 1n /re/and. 


And tho' the French Fleet came too late to Relieve the come Objeci- 


Town, yet I hope it may not be umpertinent to endea- 
vour the Anſwering ſome Objections that have been ſince 


made againſt the Capitulations of Zimerick : As 1t the frered, 


Lords Juſtices and the General .had condeſcended too tar 
in granting the ri/h any Terms at all, at leaſt ſuch as 
they did, which put them into a Condition of Revolting 
again whenſoever an opportunity offered it (eli. That there- 
fore Providence ſeem'd now to have given the 7ri/þ up, 
as the Barbarous Nations were formerly to the Jerws, a ad

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that if this occaſion was negleTted, of putting ir out of 
their power for ever hereafter to endanger the E2/1/þ [n. 
tereſt : Or if it was not made a right ule oft, ( by which 
they underſtood deſtroying of them Root and Branch, ) 


then we might certainly expect, that all the Expence ang 


Blood it has colt Zg/and in their Reduction, will in a ſmall 
time ſignifie nothing ; ſince it's obſerved, that the 7ri/h 
of themſelves are a ſloathtul People, naturally inclined tg 
Spoil, Rapine, Stealth, and Oppreſlion, bred in no 
Trades, Manufactures, or other ways of Civil Induſtry, tg 
live by in times of Peace, wherein they never did, nor 
can endure to continue long, loving always a ſavage and 
rinbridled kind of Life : And theretore when one oppor- 
tunity is negle&ed of deſtroying them, it will be the ]y- 
ſtice of God to make them afterwards the Inſtruments of 
our puniſhment, as they have been hitherto. And thus 
Argue a great many People of that Countrey, who pre- 
tend good experience, and that very lately, for what they 
fav. | 

But as to thoſe Compariſons between us and the Fews, 
the 7ri/h, and the Barbarous Nations formerly Inhabiting 
Fudea, there can be no juſt proportion made to draw any 
reaſonable Concluſions from, ſince the /r:/þ are Chriſti- 
ans as well as we, tho' mifled and abuſed in a great many 
points, and have a natural right to their Countrey, which 
ſeveral of them have never forfeited by any Rebellions, 
how forward ſoever others may have been. And for my 
own part I muſt own my ſelf of the Opinion, that any 
Policy that is founded in Blood, and tends to the deſtru- 
ion of Mankind, is not ſo warrantable by the Law of God, 
as ſome people endeavour to make it, excepting that one 
Inſtance of the Fews which is no precedent to any otaer 
People: And what means ſoever may be ufed for the pro- 
curing of Unity, or Settlement, in a Countrey, Men 
mult at the fame time be careful not to deface and diſlolve 
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the Bonds of Chriſtian Charity ; nay, of humane Society, 
ſince aCting the contrary, is but to daſh the ſecond Table 
againſt the firſt ; and fo to conſider others as of this orthat 
Perſuaſion, and treat them ill upon that account, is to 
forget that they are Men / as my Lord Bacon has tormer- 
ly obſerved ; ) And indeed to me it ſeems full as unreaſo- 
nable to deſtroy other People, purely becauſe they can- 
not think as we do, as it is for one man toruine another, 
becauſe the outward Figure and Shape of his Body is not 
the ſame with his own. 

Nor can I imagine that the deſtruction of thoſe men, 
it they really had been in our power, could any way have 
contributed either to the profit or ſurther advancement of 
the Intereſt of that Country, ſince the Act of Settlement 
ot the Crown of E-2/2ud upon their preſent Majeſties, ve- 
ry deliberately provides, That no Papiſt, or any one marr y- 
ing a Papiſt, fhall for ever hereafter be capable to inherit 
the Imperial Crowns of theſe Kingdoms. And the late ſwear- 
ing Act relating to 7reland, entituled, An 47 for abroga- 
ting the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy in Ireland, and 
appointing other new ones, are both very conſiderable Ad- 
vantages to the Proteſtant Intereſt in thar Kingdom ; and 
no doubt, it will be eafter for the Government to ob- 
ſerve, and keep their part of thoſe Articles, tian for the 
Iriſh themſelves to do their duty ; which will be ſeen 1n 
time; and there are other convenient Maxims to be obſer- 
ved ; which, being things out of my way, I do not pretend 
toconſider them; whar I have to offer upon this Head, 
being rather Matter of Fact than Argument, and that by 
comparing the ſtate ot the /ri/h at Lywerick, and other 
Places of the Kingdom, at the making of theſe Articles ; 
with their Condition ar rheir ſurrendring up all in the tor- 
mer Wars. 

In the former Wars of 7re/and, the City of Lymerict 
was ſurrendered to /retex on the 29th. of October 165 t, 
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PAS? upon ſevere Articles ; the Governour, the Titujar Biſhop 


of Lymerick, and twelve more being excepted by name, 
and ſome of theſe were aſterwards executed ; but during 
the Siege, the 7ri/h loſt 5009 men, of whom the Plague 
deſtroyed many more than the Sword; 1309 only march- 
ed out, and about 4oco 7rifh remained within. Cox, Yol.z,

d Then Galway was ſurrendered on the 12th. of May fol- 
lowing, to Sir Char/es Coot; and on the 27th. of June, 
Major General Led/ow frighted the Garriſon of Roſs in 
Aerry, into a Surrender, by a ſmall Veſſel that he was 
bringing over the Hills to put into the Lough that fur- 
rounds Roſs-Caſtle. Roſ5common and Fames-7cwn had fur- 
rendred to Col. Reynolds on the 27th. of 4pril before, 
and [nchylough ſurrendred to Col. Zanchy on the firſt of 
Auguſt, at what time the Lords of Wef7mearh and Mus- 
kery, O Connor Roe, Sir Francis Talbot, Sir William Dungan, 
and,feveral others ſubmitted upon thoſe Conditions, 7har 
they fhould abide a Trial for the Murders committed in the 
beginning of tle Rebelliew, and thoſe that only aſſiſted in 
the War, were to forfeit two Thirds of their Eſtates, and 
to be baniſhed. 
And what I would further obſerve, is this, That when 
the General Aſſembly of! the Popiſh Clergy, and others, 


at Loyghreagh, deſired the then Marqueſs of Ormend's | 


leave to treat with the Enemy for the Nation in general, 
at the Surrender of Ga/way, Cromwel's Army poſitively re- 
tuſed it; being reſolved not to admit of any Treaty tor the 
whole; but thoſe that would capitulate, ſhould do it only 
for themſelves, or the Towns and Places they reſpectively 


belonged to: By which means tho' the Town of Galway | 
was the laſt conſiderable one that was ſurrendered ; being 


on the 12th. of May 1652. yet it was the 26th. of Se/- 
rember 1653. before it was declared 7hat the Rebels were 
ſubdued, and the Rebellion appeaſed and ended. And 


thoug! 
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though His Majeſties Proclamation about the ending of SAA 
this preſent War, was nigh fix Months after the Surrender October, 
of Lymerick, yet this was deterred, only with reſpe& to 1691. 


the poverty of the Country, in forgiving the Kingdom 
halt a years Quit-Rents, and had not the leaſt relation to 
any appearance of a turther Diſturbance, as appears by the 
Proclamation it ſel. | 

Now it Lymerick had been no ſtronger Town when we 
laſt beſieged it, than it was ſome time aſter the firſt Con- 
queſt of 7re/ard, when Earl Reymond, Son-in-Law to 
Srrongbow, and General of the Army, with David Walſh, 
and others, ſwam into the King's Itland ; who taking the 
City (without any ſort of Cannon) and plundering it, 
they lett 2 Garriſon of their own men there ; or indeed if 
it had been in no better condition than in the former Wars, 
when there appeared nothing like Works without the 
Walls themſelves; or it the /r;/þ People were no better 
Skill'd in Arms now, than they have been heretofore, even 
in the late times, being moſt of them rather a confuſed 
Rabble, than any thing that deſerved the Name of an 
Armv ; then ir had been a Refleftion upon an Army fo 
well diſciplin'd, and in ſo good order as ours was, not to 
have humbled them without any Terms : But beſides the 
natural itreagrth of its Situation, Lymerick 1s now impro- 
ved by Art to that degree, that it 1s very much ſtronger 
than it was when we laid Siegeto it the former year, the 
Enemy with extraordinary diligence and induſtry having 
ſince that, caſt up very ſtrong new Works round the 1ri/h 
Town with great Improvements in the King's Iſland, and 
elſewhere. And the 7riſh had not only the Advantages 
of being train'd up to the uſe of Arms by my. Lord 7yr- 
connel, and ſerving in an Army. for fome years paſt, but 
ſeveral of them have been abroad in foreign Service, be- 
ſides the being for the moſt part in Action during the three 
Campagnes in 7re/and; and Cuſtom it ſelf, is, no doubt 
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of it, one Point of Courage. But thoſe who ever read 
the Story of Notebureg, will not wonder at this 
Czpitulation ; this ( they ſay ) is a Town built in 
an Iſland at the Entrance of the Lake Lagoda, made by 
the Maſcovites, and encompaſſed with a ſtrong Wall 4. 
gainſt the Attempts of th= Szedes ; it ſtanding upon their 
Frontiers : This the &zeac; took under the Command of 
Fames De la Garde, but not till the Extremities of the 


Siege ; and 2 cu-critcous Diſeaſe had conſumed the whole 


Garriſon to two Men, who yet made a very advantage. 
ous Capitulation. vid. Ambaſladors of Ho/ands Travels 
into Maſcovy and Ruſſia. | 


And as to the 7ri/h, it muſt needs be acknowledged 
that they never had formerly ſo fair a Pretext as now; 
nor had they ever been fo unanimous (ſince in the late 
Wars they had at leaſt three different Armies on Foot at 


the ſame time) they had now alſo the Aſſiſtance and En- | 


couragement of Frazce , which 1s without queſtion at 


preſent one of the moſt powerful Intereſts in the World ; 


and if they had held out till the following Winter, they 
muſt needs have much fatigued our Army, by continual 
Alarms and Watchings , befides other Difficulties that 
would have attended us in a Blockade, in which there's 
no ſubſiſting without continual Supplies of Money, Am- 
munition, and Victuals ; and eſpecially near fuch a place 
as Limerick then was, the Countrey thereabouts being 
ruined and exhauſted in continuing the Seat of War for 


two Campaigns; ſo that abſtracting from the deepneſs of | 


the Soil, and the ſharpneſs of the Winter, as it afterwards 


' proved, unleſs we had been full as carefully ſupplied with 


Neceſfaries as ever we had been formerly, the whole De- 
ſign had been ſtill in hazard, beſides the loſs of Time and 
Treaſure. 


And 
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And though we had paſſed the River ; yet we were 
ſtill as far from entring the Town as ever. What might 
have been done {ome time before, I am no competent 
Judge of ; but ſince the /riſþ had it ſtill in their Power 
to give us the Town, or kcep it to themſelves, I ſee no 
Reaſon why they ought not to make a Bargain for it, 
and expect the performance of their Contra&t, which 
Their Majeſtics have been graciouſly pleaſed to ratifie un- 
der the Great Seal of Ezz/azd. 

it may rationally be here demanded, why the 7ri/b 
would treat wit.z us for the Town, ſince they had tull as 
many Foot w:itiin as we nad in our Army without ; and 
and notwithl:anGding ail the Stories told us by Deſerters 
about the ſcarcity of Proviſions, they had a quantity of 
the fineſt French Bisket I ever taſted, ſufficient for the 
whole Garriſon tor two Months; ſome of which I ſaw ; 


and Commillary-General 4ſpole aſſured my ſelf and ſome 


other Friends., tha: they had the reſt : Upon which I 
5ked him the reaſon of giving us the Town 2 And his 
Reply was, That if they had been driven by neceſlity 
to yield, they maſt then have accepted what Terms we 
had pleaſed togive them ; but lince they were not, they 
had ſtood upon ſuch as were for the Advantage of their 
whole Party. But the Truth of it is, the /riſþ were 
either weary of the War, or jealous of one another, or 
it may be both ; it being no ill Policy on our fide to fo- 


ment their differences, and make their private Quarrels 


advance our Publick Service. And as for what happen « 
at this Juncture, it's certain that the French Lieutenant» 
Generals were jealous of the 7r7/5 betraying, or, at leait, 
torfaking them : And 'tis without queſtion they uſed their 


latereſt, in perſuading the ri to hold out till Reliet 


came; for they knew, conſidering all things, it had been 
very improper for us to endeavour the forcing the Town 


by a Breach. But I imagine Monſieur D'7ſone's Caſe

A great Froſt began Fanuary the 19th, and is now fo 
violent, that Mulritudes of the poor Pcople, (and el- 
pecially of the /ri/þ) periſh for Cold - The Lords Ju- 
ſtices, and Counci), very Charitably order all the 
Poor then in and about the City of Dablin, to be ta- 
ken up, and put into ſeveral Convenient Houſes, being

Have now given you all that I know of this laſt 
unhappy 7ri/þ Wars, that is fit at this junQure to 
be ſent to the Preſs. And it's more poſtibly than 
ſome Men will thank me for, or yet the follow- 
ing Remarks that I am going ro make upon the Af- 
fairs of that Kingdom, and its preſent Circumſtances ; 
upon which, if any pleaſe to throw away another half 
Hour, tho' they fiad nothing worth raking notice of: 
Yet I hope they'll have no Reaſon to be angry, ſince 
Opinion in things indifferent is free to all Men: And 
- we 
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we have no better way to conjecture what may be here- 
after, than by comparing our thoughts of it with what 
now 1s, and tormerly has been. 

Treland, next to Great Brittain, 1s the greateſt Iſland 
in Europe, eſteemed by Sir William Petty at Ten Milli- 
ons Five lundred Thouſand 7riſh Acres, and by others at 
Ten Miliions Eigit Hundred and Sixty Eight Tiouſand 
Acres, which they reckon to be above 17 Millions of Ex2- 
liſh Meaſure (123 Iriſh Acres making about 196 Engliſh) 
and yet Sir William Petty computes the 7rijh Acres to 
make not above 14 Millions of Z»g/iſh ; accounting 
nigh two Millions of Acres in Mountains, Bogs, Srrands, 
and other unprofitable Land, a great part of which, how- 
ever, is capable of improvement, and makes Ireland in 
circumlerence almoſt equal ro England; Wales exccpted. 

The Latitude of /re/and North is faid to be parallel 
with Dumfreſe in Scotland ; and South to St. MichaePs 
Mount in Cornwal; its Longitude Weſt to the utmoſt 
point of [re Conaght in the County of Ga/way; and 
Eaſt to the head of Zouth. 

The Kingdom for many Ages paſt has been divided 
into four Provinces, three of which before that Divi- 
ſion, were commonly diſtin Monarchies, and ſometimes 
the fourth, which by degrees, as the Engi;/þ Intereſt pre- 
vailed, were ſubdivided into Counties, of which there 
are thirty two at this day in all the Kingdom. The Pro- 
vinces are Leinſter, Munſter, Conaght, and Ulſter, 

Leinſter has eleven Counties, Dabliv, Wicklow and 
Wexford on the Sea-fide, Eafſt-Meath, Weſt-Meath, and 
Carlow within Lend (tho' with a corner reaching to the 
Sea,) Kilkenny, Kildare, Kings-County, (Queens-County and 
Long ford, are Inland Counties allo. 

Munſter has fix Counties, two within Land, as 7:p- 
perary and Limerick ; but Waterford, Cork, Kerry, and 
Clare all on the Coaſt. 
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Conaght has Galway, Mayo, and Sligo towards the Sea,

Donegal, Londou-Derry, Antrim, Down, and Louth; and 
four within Land, as Cavan, Monohan, Armagh, and 
Tyrone.

» 3 By gy Biſhop of Liſmore, Legate of all /reland; and Fehanxes 
Paperon Cardinal Priz{t (according to Sir Fames Ware) 
brought four Palls from Zugenius the third, and held a 
Synod, or Council, at Xe/s, as ſome fay, or at Me/e- 
fort, according to others ; whereat were preſcnt the Bj- 
thops, Abbots, Kings, Captains, and Elders of 7reland, 
when by General conſent four Arch-Biſhopricks were 
Conſtituted, Armagh, Dublin, Caſhel, and Tuan ; under 
whom there were 34 other Biſhopricks, viz. ten ſubor- 
dinate to Armagh, five to Dublin, twelve to Caſhel, and 
ſeven to Tuam. But now they are reduced to 2t in all, 
and thoſe divided into 2278 Pariſhes, and thoſe in a po- 
litical capacity have eight that are called Cities, Dublzy, 
Kilkenny, Waterford, Cork, Caſhel, Clogher, Limerick, and 
London: Derry ; beſides about ninety Boroughs and Cor- 


porations.

Learning, and Prudence, has writ ſeveral Years ago, wvz, 
That having been in all the Provinces of that Kingdom, he 
had obſerved the good Temperature of the Air, the frutt- 
fulneſs of the Soil, the pleaſant and commodious Seats for 
Halitation, the ſafe and large Ports and Havens lying 
open for Traffick unto all the Weſt parts of the World, the 
long Tulets of miny Navig+ble Rivers; and ſo many great 
Lakes, and freſh Ponds within Land, as the like are not 
ta be ſeen in any part of Europe; the rich Fiſhings -_ 
f 
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Wild Fowl of all Kinds. And laſtly, the Bodies and 
Minds of thePeople Endowed with extraordinary Abilities 16 9 2, 
of: Nature. VYNLS 

And: however it has become a Proverb in England, Ti: Iriſh ns 
to call a dull unthinking Fcllow, a Man of an 7r:/h Un: — Fn's ar 
derſianding, yet for any thing appears to the contrary, —— 
they have acted a Prudent part for at leaſt theſe Five hem. | 
Hundred Years; nor is their crafty infinuating wheed- 
ling way as yet any thing abated; and whoſoever 
will look amongſt the Natives of that Countrey at 
this juncture, will probably find ſome Knaves, but as 
few Fools as in any other Kingdom of the World. 

But ſince I have mention'd fo Judicious an Author, 5; Jotn 
as Sir John Davis, I ſuppoſe it will not be unpleaſant Davis þ1s Rea- 
to hear ſome of his Reaſons why it has been ſo long a Lucy _— 
time before Ireland was entirely ſubje& to the Crown Hrg in reducing 
of F:gland, and why the Engliſh were more apt to run 7" Crowne 
into the /ri/h Barbarous Cuſtoms, and imitate their way ** 
of living, than on the Contrary : As to the firſt of 
theſe, he mentions four main defets of the Armies, 
that at different t,mes were ſent out of England, to 
Conquer J/re/and, 1. They were for the moſt part too 
weak for a Conqueſt, 2, When otherwiſe (as in both 
the Journies of Richard the Second,) they were too ſoon 
broken up, and diſſolved. 3. They were ill paid; and, 

4. They were ill Govern'd; a neceſſary Conſt quence of 
the former. Which Inconveniences happen'd, becauſe 
the King's of Fng/and for many Apes together were 
generally otherwiſe imploy'd; eirher in the Holy-Land, 
or in France, or in their Wars with Scoz/azd, or elſe in 
that unhappy feud between the two Houſes of Zas 
caſter, and Tork : So that they coud neither attend the 
Iriſh War in their own Perſons, nor ſpare a Competency 
either of Men, or Money, to compleat the Work; 
which was only begun in King /Zexry the Second's days, 
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rather by a few private Adventurers, than by any 

thing that had the face of a Royal Army. And be- 

ſides, the ſtanding Forces were ſeldom or never rein- 

forced out of Enzland (that is in the times towards the 

beginning of the Eng/i/þ Government) only the King's 
Treaſure there was ſpent, and wholly ſpent in the 

King's ſervice ; ſo that in the Reigns of four ſucceſſive 

Kings, Viz. Henry I.. Edward 1. Edward Il. and Ed- 
ward |[[T. between the Receipts and Allowances, this 
Entry is commonly found in the Pipe-Ro/s, In Theſauro 
nihil; for the Afairs of the State, and thoſe of the Army 
ſpent a//, and that a/! was nor ſufficient. In the Reign 
therefore of King Edward II. Maurice Fitz ThomasFarl of 
Deſmond, as his Anceſtor was the firſt of Exgli/h Race 
that took part with the 7r:/þ againſt his Native Country 
Men, he being now Commander in Chief of the Army 
againſt the Scots then Invading 1re/and, he only changed 
the name of the Ancient 1r;/þ Cuſtom called Bonaughr, 
but began to practice the thing it ſelf under the names 
of Coigne and Livery and Pay, that is, heand his Army 
took Horſe Meat, and Mans Meat, and alſo Money at 
their pleaſure, without any ſatisfaQtion, ſo much as of a 
Bill. And this afterwards proved the general fault of all 
the Chief Commanders in this Kingdom, for finding 
the advantage of this way of proceeding, they begun to 
oppreſs the Poor Engliſh heavily, who rather than en- 
dure it, would give them a part of their Land to have 
the reſt free, which Land ſo given the Lords put 1r:/þ 
Tenants upon, and incouraged them in ſeveral particu- 
lars, that ſo they might pay their Rent. And then the 
Kings of England not being at leiſure to attend the War 
in their own Perſons, they could do no leſs in Honour, 
than give a great part of the Land to thoſe that Conquer- 
ed it. But thoſe Scopes of Land given at firſt co the 
Engliſh Adventurers were generally too large,and the Pri- 
viledges 
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viledges fo great, that they begun to ſet up for themſelves, 
no fealty being reſerved to the Crown by the Tenants, 
but only to their Lords, which firſt made them Proud, 
and then Contentious, Upon which account to {treng- 
then their Parties, they Allyed chemſelves with the 7ri/þ, 
and drew them in to dwell amongſt them, and not hay- 
ing Eng/iſp Tenants enough for their Lands, they were 
obliged to take /ri/þ: By living amongtt whom, and ha- 
'ving their Servants and Nurſes generally of ſuch ; 
they, and their Ohiidren, by degrees became of the 
ſame ſtamp; and having nv orher means to pay or re- 
ward the /riſh that were of their Faction, they ſuffe- 
red them to take Coygye, and Livery from the Engliſh 
Freehoiders, which Oppreſſion was fo intolerable, as 
that the better fort were forced to quit their Free-holds, 
and flye into Ergland, never returning more, though 
Laws were made tn both Kingdoms to remand thern, 
and the reſt that remained, ſoon became degenerate, 
and meer 7r7/h. 

Then the E»g/;/þ Lords finding the 7ri/þ Exations 
to be more profitable than the Engiith Rents and Ser- 
vices, and loving the /rz/þ Tyranny which was tied to 
no Rules of Law, or Honour, better than a juſt and 
lawful Seigniory, did reje& and caſt off the Engliſh 
Laws and Government, and ſome with the Iriſh Cu- 
ftoms aſſuming their very Names alſo ; which Cuftoms 
of theirs, were all Enemies to the Engliſh Intereſt in 
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this Countrey, Whether it was that called Zaniſtry, yy, Taniſtry 
that is, when any of their Chiefrains, or Heads of frenifer. 


Factions died, then the Goods of the whole Sept or 
Family were to be divided a-new ; nor did the Sons 
always ſucceed, but ſuch of the Kindred as could pur- 
chaſe the Eletion by ſtrong hand; by which, there 
cou'd be no encouragement, either to Build, or Plant, 
or indeed to have any thing but from hand to _ 
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ſince they knew not who might reap the fruits of their 
Labour. For tho' it's ſaid the 7ri/ſh received the Chri- 
ſtiar: Faith above twelve hundred years ago, and were 
lovers of Muſick, Poetry, and all kinds of Learning ; 
Poſſeſling alio a Countrey abounding with all things 
neceſſary for the life-of Mn, yet did they never build 
Houſes of Brick, or Stone, before the time of King 
Henry 1. (ome few poor Religious Houſes excepred) 
and when afterwards they ſaw the Engliſh build Ca- 
ſtles, they only did it for their Chitts, and not for 
themſelves; nor endeavoured they to imitate the En- 
eliſh in any fort of Improvements, which being againſt 
all common Senſe and Reaſon, mult needs be imputed 
to their Cuſtoms, in making all their Poſſeſlions 1ncer- 
tain, and wou'd have hindred the improvement of their 
Countrey to the Worlds end, if thoſe Cuſtoms had 
not been abolih'd by the Law of Ezg/aud. 

The 7rifþ had alſo Ceſherings, Viſttations, and Pro- 
greſſes made by their Chief, and his Foilowers, among 
his Tenants. Sellings tor his Horſes, Dogs, and Boys ; 
Cuttings, Tallages, and ſpendings at his pleaſure, which 
made him an avſolute Tyrant, and his Vaſlals poor 
Slaves. Ald ro theſe their Fo/terings, the Triſh of all 


. People having the greateſt inclination to Nurſe other 


Mens Children, becauſe F-/t-ring amongſt them, is al- 
ways repated a ſtronger alliance than Blood ; and when 
once they have Nurſed a Child in any Family, they 
think themſelves ſo near Relared thereto, that they are 
obliged to perform whilſt they live, all the faithful Servi- 
ces in their Power,and from whence ever after they expect 
2 Supply of what Neceſlaries they have occaſion for,and 
as oiten as they have a mind to call for them, Then 
they had Gofipred, or Compaternity ; which, tho'by the 
Canon-Law a Spiritual affinity, yet no Nation ever 
made ſo Religious account of itas the /ri/h. Now theſe, 
and 
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and many other ſuch like Cuſtoms, made ſtrong Parties,and 
Factions, whereby the Grear Men were enabled to op- 
preſs their Inferiours, and to oppoſe their Equals. Be- 
fides which, their frequent Divorces, their Promiſcu- 
ous i;egetting ot Children, and negli:-& of Lawful Ma- 
trimony, Were no imall Temptations for vitious Minds 
to degenzrate, and tall into the lik2 Extreams. 

Taoſe were the 7ri/h Cuſtoms which the En27i/h Col- 
lonies did embrace, after tucy had reje&ed the Civiland 
Honourable Laws of E-2/aud, which eſpecially fell out in 
the later end of King Edward the Second, and the begin- 
ning of King Edward the Third, proving of very Fatal 
Confequence to the Exg/i/h Intereſt in that Kingdom ; the 
degenerate En2/l:/þ being always harder to ſubdue, than 
the Natives; for tho' their Minds and Manners were 
alter'd, yet they had fo much Englith Blood left in 
their Veins, as gave them Enguſh Courage, and Refſo- 
lution; whereby the Fitz Geralds, and Earl of Deſ- 
mond*'s Rebellions were worſe than thoſe of meer 
Triſh. | | 

Then Sir Fohx Davis proves out of ſeveral Records, 
that in former times moſt of the Inhabitants were nor 
the King's Tenants, but derived their Titles from the 
Triſh and Engliſh Noblemen, who kept an awe and de- 
pendance upon them ; for tho' the Kings of Zg/oand were 
formerly owned as Lords of 7rel/and, yet the Lords of 
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Treland Ruled as Kings,3nd were fo ſtiled by the Kings of firmerly lited 
England themſelves, as appears by the Concord made be- ©": 


tween He-»ry 2.and Rotherick O Connor King of Cexaght in 


the Year 1175, Recorded by FZoveden in this Form, Hic © 


eſt finis & Concordia inter Dominum Regem Anglia Hen-

falutem. King John alſo granted civers CharaQters unto 


the Iriſh Lords, under the Title of Kings ; and fo 
did /Zenry the IIId. unto a Petry-King of Thoumoznd, 
Rex Regi Thoumond, Salutem, (9c. Thoſe Go- 
verned the People by their Brehoy Laws; they made 
their own Magiſtrates, and Officers; they Pardoned, 
and Puniſhed all Malefators, and made War and Peace 
one with another, without Controulment. 

After which ſeveral Attempts were made, and Re- 
bellions, more or leſs, broke out 1n every King's Reign. 
And to omit titoſe of Perkin Warbeck and others, in the 
Reign of /Zexry 7. The Rebellion of Firz Gerald and 
the reſt of that Fa&tion in King Z:nry 84's time, in 
the Year 1535. colt England Forty Thoutand Pounds, 
a 'Summ rcputed ſo great in thoſe days, and ſo-much 
diſturbed that bluſtering Prince, thar ke called the ap- 
pealing this Rebellion a New Congaze/t, and put the 
Queſtion to his Council, how 7-e/and ſhould be mana- 
ged to bear the Charge of its own preſervation, and 
whether by Act of Parliament every Man's Eſtate ſhould 
not be made liable to contribute its proportion? or 
wehther by Virtue of this New Conqueſt, the King might 
not ſeize on all the Eſtates of that Kingdom Temporal 
and Spiritual 2 Cox 242. 

But tho' this wou'd not do, yet he found out ano- 
ther way to make a Statute againſt Abſentees, whereby 
a great part of the County of Cariow was taken from 
the Duke of Norfo/k, and other Lands from other great 
Men, and from ſome Monaſteries in E»g/azd that held 
Land in 7reland, for that by the abſence of theſe, and 


triſh 
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in /reland all Queen Elizabeth's time, even to the ninth 
of King Fames the Firſt, as Sir Fohny Davis obſerves ; 
but if he had lived tn our days, he wou'd have ſeen 
good reaſons to ſay it wr always the Genius of the People, 
And one Mr. Lawrexc? k:3s ſince that, endeavoured to 
ptove that /re/and was never intirely ſubjeted to the 
Crown of England, nor the Lands properly called the 
King's Lands, until the At o&j S:ttlement paſled in the 
12th Year of King Charlcs tis Second ; for before 
this, the Chicf Ichabitants in all Cities and Towns were 
Papiſts, as Sherif's, Juſticcs of the Peace, &©c, by which 
means that Party was wonderfully encouraged and 
ſtrengthened ; anu beſides, the /riſh before the late Re- 
bellion,” were by f:r ihe greateit Proprietors, tho' af- 
terwards they enjoyed not much above a fitth part of 
the whol-: (that is in propriety) by which means, and 
the induſtrious Management of ſome of the Chiet Go» 
vernours, the F#-:/;/5 Intereſt was very far advanced 
in this Country before tlie death of King Charles the Se- 
cond ; for tho) fome Clouds aroſe before, yet the Sun 
ſhone pretty elecar, til! the Death of that Monarch mace 
it m2 than Twilight wich the Ergliſh of that Coun- 
try:a54 then the late dark Night of Contuſfion approached 
ſo i1ddenly, that it gave them no tims to ſer things in 
Or-::er, til! thy con'd not 1n a manner fee where they 
were 2 gg: This put a full ſtop to the Carreer of 
all their Profpericy. for a great many conſiderable Build- 
ings, 2nd other 1:np;ovements in and about Dad/iz, and 
other p':ces in the KingJom, being pretty far advanced at 
that ?ur tare,they were left off very abruptly,the Work- 
ma” thowing away his Tools, and th: Husbandman 
negating, his Plow 2t the News, as if they had then 
foreſeen their approaching Miſery, and were anazed 
to find the /r:i- arm fo faſt on all hands, by _— 

F they 
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they were aſſured that other forts of Weapons than 
they had uſed for the Country's improving, were ſoon 
like to grow more in faſhion, and that to the undoing 
of what themſelves had fo honeſlly endeavoured to 
make up. So that the /ri/þ were not then, nor indeed 
are as yet ſo ſubducd, as that no further Storm may 
cver be feared to ariſe from that corner. 

And certainly the not rhorowly endeavouring to

has in 2ll Ages been very much to the diſadvantage of 
England, But to carry this no higher than the Year 
1595, the time of Tyroxe's Rebellion, which Cambden in 
his Annals tells us coſt 1198717/. to ſuppreſs. Or if 
we compute the Charge of its firſt Conqueſt, and the 
ſuppreſſing the ſeveral Rebellions from that time till this 
of Zyroxe's, to coſt but double as much as this did, (as 
they needs muſt, ſince before that, /relavd never enjoyed 
ſeven Years peace at one time.) Then, I fay, long ere. 
this, all thoſe Rebellions had been forgot, and the Trade 
and Product of /re/and more than trebly recompenced 
England for her former Blood and Treaſure : Bur 
as the Degenerate Engliſh grew more and more jn 
love with the /ri//þ and their Cuſtoms, and ſo took their 
pert againſt Engl/and: The Charges encreaſed to more 
prodigious Sums; and they generally make uſe of it 
as a great Argument for what they did of late, thar it 
was the Blood and Treaſure of their Anceſtors that firſt 

oeained that Kingdom to the E»g/7/þ Intereſt, and there- 

fore tho' they diflered in Opinion, yet it was very un- 

reaſonable that they ſhould be quite excluded from 

ſharing in the Government with thoſe that were of a 

much later Date. But this Objection. is of an older 

ſtanding than either the former War, or this laſt ; for 

we are told that ſo great Heats have aroſe formerly 

between the Eng/;/h of Birth, and the Engliſh of Blood 
in /reland ; that they held different Parliaments, and

endeavoured by all m2ans Poſſible to ruine one another: 
But 'tis obſervd by very Learned Men in this King- 169 2. 
dom, that tho' the F»z/:/þ have often fallen out amongſt —W>4 
themſelves, and there were generally found in many 
places of the Kingdom fuch of Exz/iſþ extraftion, as 
would joyn with the /ri/h againſt Ezg/and; yet the 
People of the Pale were always firm, and Loyal to the 
Crown, and the greateſt ſtrength that England had a- 
gainſt the /ri/þ Nation (tor which they were often 
plentifully Rewarded) ill in the Year 164r, they 
all broke looſe, which they ſay was occaſioned thus. 
Tho ſince the firſt Conqueſt of 7re/and, there have becn 
continued feuds in that Kingdom, between the Feople of 
both Nations, upon the account, of Intereſt; yet when 
the Reformation was once ſet on foot, the Breach was 
widacd upon tiat account, it being what the Natives 
of that Country have always endeavourcd to deftroy, 
and with it the Eng1/þ Intereſt there ; but finding this 
a very difficuit Task, by reaſon that the old Fazli/h of 
the Pale, tho' many of them were of the fame Religion 
with the Iriſh, yer they cou'd never be perſwaded to 
ſtand up for a mere 7::/þ Intereſt, till the 7ri/þ (in the 4! _ 
Province of Z/ſter eſpecially) found out the two follow. BY E. - 
ing Expedients; firſt crointermarry with the Engliſh of the old Engliſh 
the Pale, and to ſeek all opportunities of making alli-!7" 7? 7*7* 
anc? with them; and ſecondly, to perſwade the Egls/þ 
entry always to breed up one of their Sons a Prieſt, 
by whom, and their /r:/þ Wives, the Eg/i/h were ma- 
nagzd to that degree, that tho' at the firit breaking out 
of the Rebeilion in 1641. they ſeemed to deteſt the /-

One Hundred Thouſand, Young and Old, beſides tre- 
ble the Number that are Ruined and undone. 

All which being cenſidered, it's certainly moſt ex- 
pedient to find out an Eternal Remedy that the like 
may never happen again. And this I humbly ſuppoſe 
muſt not be any endeavour to root out and deſtroy 
the 7ri/h, but in the advancing the Exg/1/h Intereſt both 
in Church and State in that Kingdom, ſo as to make 
the /r:i/þ themſelves in love with it. 

Tie Intereſt of And tho' it has been the Ruining Fate of that King- 
nerf” oa to have ſome great Men, both in Court, and Par- | 
er of the Eng-liament, Judge it the Intereſt of Eng/and to keep Ireland 
liſh in Ireland. Bgor and low ; and it may ſeem ſtrange to hear an 

Engliſh Man by Birth (and a meer Stranger to the ha- 
ving any Intereſt in 7re/and) to endeavour the contra- 
dicting of it - But in my humble Opinion, whatſoever 
may be allowed in this, as to the promoting the pri- 
vate Advantages of a great many Trading People, and 
even Men of Eſtates in Enz/and, which all would ſuf. 
fer by the advancing of theſe in /re/axd, yet it's fo far 
from being the real Intereſt, either of the Kingdom 
of England, to cramp Treland in its Proſperity, that the 
Wealth and Greatneſs of /relaud in Trade and Manu- 
fattures is to be promored both by the King and People 
of Evylaxd as much as poſſibly it can. And firſt, as to 
the Kings of England, it is the ſame thing to them 
whether 
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whether they have their Cuſtoms from Briſtol, or x 69 2, 
Dublin, from Cork, or Newcaſtle, &c, or whether their CW 


Levies of Men, when occaſion offers, are made in the 
Counties of Wickloe, and Waterford, Cumberland, or 
Torkſhire, provided the Intereſt were one and the fame 
ia both Kingdoms: And as to the People of England 
in general, one ſhou'd think it's their buſineſs to: pro- 
mote and encourage the Trade and Proſperity of re 
land, that thereby it might nor only ſupport it ſelf in 
time of Peace, but defend and maintain it felf in War, 
which nothing but promoting 1ts Trade and Wealth 
will do: For what /re/aud cannot do in order to its 
ſafety, Eng/and muſt ſupply to prevent its own danger ; 
fince if ever a Forcign Enemy Surprize and Polleſs 
Treland, eſpecially the French, then England muſt main+- 
tain a greater Standing Force toſecure themſelves, than 
wou'd have ſecured J7re/and, if imploy 'd in its defence ; 
it being no groundlefs Saying of ſome Old-taſhion'd 
Poet. 

He that wou'd England win, 

Muſt with Ireland firſt begin. 

For tho' in former times, when little or no Shipping 
appear'd upon theſe narrow Seas, and France, and orher 
Countries knew not what it was to have a Fleer, and 
there was but ſmall Commerce, even between England 
and /reland themſelves ; yet in this active Age of the 
World, it wou'd go very hard with Eng/and, it the 
French ſhou'd poſſeſs [r:land, who haveall rhe Harbours 
from Dunkirk, to Breſt; and it they had Cork, Baltt- 
mire, and Bantry, where wou'd our Weſtern Trade be ? 
Beſides, by the poſſeſling the Eaſtern Coaſts of /re/and, 
they wou'd ſurround three parts in four of England, and 
a great part of Scotland, and cou'd Invade either when 


they pleas'd; which wou'd neceſſitate England to be 


always at the Charge of a Conſiderable Standing Army, 
and then farewell both their Wealth, and long enjoy 'd 
Liberty. | And 
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1692, And fo ſenſible have our Anceſtors been of ſome- 
Vw thing or other to be done in this Afﬀair, that Sir Henry 
j Sidney, that moſt excellent Governour, who had ſpent 
ar Anceſtors a G : ' 
ſesſible of rhis, Zreat part of his time in that Kingdom, holding a Par- 

lament there, for a Sublidy, in the Eleventh Year of 
Queen Elizabeth, He, with the Lords, and Commons 
in the Preamble to the AQ of Parliament, thus expreſs 
themſelves to the Queen. Conſidering the infinite maſſes 
of Treaſure able to purchaſe a Kingdom, that your Noble 
Progenitors have exhauſted, for the Government, Defence, 
and Preſervation of Tour Majeſties Realm of Ireland, &c. 
The former E- Which Evils {till remaining, the Remedies are as yet 
ws fulremaire rg be found out, at leaſt to be put in praftice ; for 
tho' the War be now happily ended, yet there are at 
this day at leaſt three differnt Intereſts on Foot in that 
Kingdom ; the Engliſh, Iriſh, and Scots; the firſt of 
which, ſeem to be the leaſt concern'd in their own 
advancement ; but the laſt gain ground daily in the 
Nerth, there being atleaſt Ten Thouſand People come 
thither out of Scor/axd within theſe Twelve Months ; 
which in time will make their Party Conſiderable; for 
the Pcople of Enz/and live better than the Scots at home, 
and fo are not ſo eaſily invited to look abroad. Where- 
as the Scots their part of Jre/and by this means in a few 
Years is like to be more than it has been. And as to the 
Iriſh, every one ſees their indefatigable Induſtry in pro- 
moting the Intereſt oi their own Party,no diſcouragements 
being able to blunt, but rather ſerve to ſharpen their en- 
deavours for the cfteQing of what they believe may be 
ſome ſteps towards their future Proſperity, making every 
particular Man's Caſe a general Grievance, and each aſliſt- 
ing other, as being all concerned in the ſame general cauſe, 
whilſt the Engliſh, even in that Country, who ſtill feel 
the ſmart of their former Calamities, will yet rather ſett 
their Lands toan /r:z/þ Man or acer, that ſhall give them 
Sixpence in an Acre more, and never improve it — 
| tnan 
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than to an E»g/i/þ Farmer, that, if he had Encouragement, 1 6 9 2. 
wou'd in a tew Years make good Improvements, which WWW 
will (till continue one great reaſon why 7re/azd will not 
eaſily be made an Eng/iſh Country. 

But I can carry the matter yet higher, and affirm, that ,, , 
it's the real Intereſt of the Roman Catholicks of 1re/and Haſty 
themſelves, whether of /r:(þ or Engliſh Extrattion, to '**mietves 1» 
promote that of Fgland as much as they can in their Proce of ti 
Country,if they will but conſult the future fafety of them- 1aud. 
ſelves and their Poſterity ; ſince without the ſupport of 
ſome other Nation they can never hope of themſelves to 
be an Independant Kingdom ; and it they were, we ſcarcely 
can find out how they wou'd agree amongſt themſelves, 
who ſhould Command, or who Obey, which they never 
could yet from the beginning do ;and what did the 1ri/þ 
ever get by accompanying either their Lords or Follow- 
ers into Rebellion? Or what ſhould they have gotten if 
the late Attempt had abſolutely ſucceded,but a more abſo- 
lute Servitude under the Frexch? And therefore it's bet- 
ter for them to have their old Z»g/i/h Friends they have 
been ſo long acquainted with, than run the hazard of ei- 
ther ſetting up new Tyrants of their own, or having 
them ccme to em trom abroad. 

Beſides, if the Engliſh Intereſt were ſtrong and power- 
ful in /reland, this wou'd cut off the hopes of all difaffe&t- 
ed People tor ever thinking to withſtind it, and wou'd 
make them reje& all Tenders from abroad, and latice- 
ments from their Jeſuited Prieſts at zome,and never wou'd 
they more run ſuch defperate Risks which ſtil] fall upon 
their own heads at laſt ; ſo that it the Englt/þ Intereſt were 
ſo tortificd, that allhopes of removing it were cut off, the 7- 
riſh would not be prevailed upon to make ſuch deſtructive 
attempts to themſelves and Poſteritics, as they often have 
done hitherto by the In{inuations of their Prieſts, who 
have nothing to loſe, nor Families to provide for, but only 
hazard the Lives and fore others that have both.

being diſcontented with their preſent Condition, or other- 
ways well inclined to the ſervice, more than are ſufficient to quell 
any Inſurretion which the Iriſh caw make and abide by: Which 
wou'd ſpare both the Blood and Treaſure of Eng/and,if thoſe 
of that Nation in 7re/avd, cou'd do it of themſelves. 

There are only two ObjcCions that I know of, which 
ſeem to be conſiderable againſt this Opinion of promoting 
the Trade and Wealth of re/and : The firſt, that if 1re/and 
ſhould be encouraged fo far as to make it altogether an 
Engliſh Country, it would drain the wealth and Inhabj- 
tants of Ergl/and to that degree, that we ſhould impove- 
riſh our ſelves, by putting our Trade into their hands, who 
wou'd be equal, if not Superiour to us in a ſmall time, ſince 
their Country lies as Convenient in all reſpects for Trade 
as ours, and has ſeveral Advantages above it. Anſwer. 
This would rather incourage England to be more indy. 
ſtrious in Trade and ManutaQures, when they faw their 
younger Siſter of /reland, by having the fame priviledges 
of Trade with her ſelf, begin to contend with her in this 
particular, and would create a profirable emulation a- 
monegſt the People of both Kingdoms ; ſince I have not 
that Opinion of Trade, that ſome People have of Motion : 
that there's a determinate quantity, and when it fails in 
one place, it increaſes in another. There is Trade e- 
nough no doubt abroad in the World for them all, if they 
will but be Induſtrious; however, there csn no diſad- 
vantage accrue either to the King of E2g/and, or his Peo- 
ple in general, by having this effected, nay, this wou'd 
ſoon be more for the advantage of the Crown of Fugland, 
than any poor Cuſtoms that are got by dividing the Na- 
tions can ever amount to ; for who ſees not the good 
eftets of the Vnicn between England, and Wales >

AS Clergy, they keep them 1n ſuch Awe and Ignorance, 


that they ſcarce dare, or can enquire into the differences 
in Religion, nor Read the Scriptures, or yet confer with 
any Proteſtant Divine, ſo that all they generally know of 
Religion (I ſpeak of the Vulgar Sort) is ſome Fabulous 
Legends of the Prieſts Invention, or that their Fathersor 
Families were of that Perſuaſion,and ſo mult they be allo : 
But tho' they be much given to Lying, yet they are not 
in the main ſo ill-natured as ſome People make them, 
ſince they own our Baptiſm and other Inſtitutions to be 
Eſſential, and will of their own accords come to us, when 
they have not the conveniency of a Prieſt, ſeveral in- 
ſtances of which, I could give of my own Knowledge. 

There are a great many very Learned, Pious, and 
Devout Clergymen of the Proteſtant Church in 7relaxd, 
diſcharging the Duties of their Function, with ſuch Re- 
ligious and Godly Sincerity, as becomes the Meſſen- 
gers of Chriſt : But there being a great many Impro- 
priations in that Kingdom : and by this means, half a 
ſcore Pariſhes in ſome places, not able to afford one 
Hundred Pounds per Arun to a Miniſter, this has given 
occaſion for the Union of ſeveral Pariſhes, and not only 
ſo, but for frequent Pluralities, and that in ſeveral pla- 
ces, very much to the diſadvantage of the Church, by 
which means there are a great many Pariſhes [nhabited 
only with Papiſts, which for that Reaſon are generally 
called Size Cures, as if the Miniſter had no Buſineſs 
there at all. But this I can by no means Subſcribe unto, 
ſince to me they ſeem to be the clean contrary, and not 
impoſlible to remedy, by finding out ſome means to al- 
low each Miniſter a Competency, and then oblige him 
to reſide upon it, whether his Pariſhioners be Papi/ts or 
Proteſtants ; ſince the Living among thoſe People, and 
the frequent Converſation with them, wou'd be of more 
force than all the Penal Laws in Chriſtendom. 


There 
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There was a view of Jreland, writ by Spencer, as I 
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take it, towards the latter end of Queen Elizabeth's ry 


Reign, and amongft other things, he has this Remarque. 
Several Iriſh Families (ſays he) are already beceme Eng- 
liſh, and more would, if the Engliſh would do their parts, 
in ſupplying the Country with Learned, Picus, and painful 
Preachers, who cox d Out-Preach, and Out- Live the Iriſh 
Prieſts : For Re'igion muſt not be forcibly impoſed 
upon them with Terrors and ſharp Penalties (as now is 
the manner) but rather delivered and intimated with 
Mildneſs and Geatleneſs, ſo as it may not be hated te- 
fore it be underſtood, which yet is not fo difficult a Task as 
ſome People make it, for if the Autient Godly Fathers, who 
firſt Converted them, when they were Tufidels, to the Faith, 
were able to pull th m from [dolatry and Paganiſm, to the 
true Belief of Chriſt (as 5. Patrick and St. Columb) how 
much more eaſily ſhall Godly Teachers bring them to the Un- 
derſtanding of that, which they already Profeſs ; if they 
did but ſhew as niuch Zeal in diſſwading them from their 
Errors, as the Prieſts do Care and Induſtry to keep them 
in them. 

However, thus far Spencer ſeems to be in the right of 
it; That True Religion is not to be planted by Penal 
Laws, or the Terrour of Puniſhment, which may fill 
Church with Temporizing Hypocrites, but never with 
Sincere Profeſſors ; tor tho' Humane Laws are a good 
Hedge about Religion, and an Encouragement to Vertue, 
yet that which is ſolely founded upon ſuch, binds the 
Conſcience no longer than thoſe Laws are in force. 

But what I am ſorry to ſee fo true, is, that /dleneſs is the 
malus Genius of that Kingdom, and except you can per- 
ſuade the People to be Induſtrious too, as well as Reli- 
gious, you are not much nearer the matter, for they are 
Naturally a lazy Crew, and love nothing ſo much ,as 
their caſe, and if an ri/ſhmaz has but a Cow and a Po- 
*1toe Garden, it's all the Wealth he commonly __ , 

which 
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which way of Feeding, a great many give for the Rea- 
ſon, that they are generally ſo mean ſpirited, for you'll 
ſee them in Companies lye loytering in the Streets of 
any Country Village, or by the High-way ſides, en- 
quiring after, and telling News to one another, but not 
one in twenty, either at work in the Fields, or others 
ways Honeſtly imploy'd, which is the Reaſon, that at 
this very day, moſt of the Goals of the Kingdom are fil- 
fed with Thieves, and the Streets with incredible num- 
bers of importunate houling Beggars, who yet moſt of 
them had rather Live ſo than otherways. 

But I'm afraid, a great many People will think I have 
been too buſie, and therefore 1 have only rhis to fay fur- 
ther ; that notwithſtanding all the Wagers, that have 
bcen proffer'd of late, whether 7reland would not be in 
the French King's Hands by ſuch a time; I dare freely 
venture one of as great value as | am able, that tho' he 
begin to morrow, it will not be in his Power, with aff 
the Force he can ſpare to take it, from that handful of 
Men left in that Kingdom for its ſecurity, theſe Seven 
Years, for if the Iriſh, who were but indiflerently pro» 
vided for at beſt, were able to hold it out fo long, againſt 
all the Powerand Strength of England ; what can Men 
that have better Supplies, and full as good Hearts do 2 

And as for thoſe vain hopes of that unhappy Party,

and unnaturally diſcontented Party there, that are no 
well wiſhers to the preſent Government, yet there are ſo 
many Loyal and True Hearted Exg/i/h-Men ſtill left at 
home, that all the Ships in France are not able to Tran- 
ſport Men enough from thence to ſubdue them, ſince we 
know their affection to both the French and Triſh that are 
with them, ſhould they once indeavour to look into E:g- 
land, whole Strength is in the Hearts and AﬀeCtions of 
the People, intirely devoted to Their Majeſttes Service. 

I allow that 20000 well Diſciplin'd and Experienc'd 
Men are able to beat four times the number of Raw un- 
experienc'd Country People, but then I leave the Eng/i/h 
ſtanding Army, and a well Diſciplined Militia, eſpecial- 
ly in and about the City of London, to ſhew how un- 
welcome the French wou'd be to them. 

And as for Scotland, its Soyl in molt places is Natu-
